them. Firſt then, there is to be ſold in that admirable Ware» 
houſe great ſtore of ſtuthng, or ( as ſome call it) quilting, 
which though it be of no eſteeme among the baſeand vulgar 
ſorrof men, yeris ic valued and boughtvp. at a very high 
rate of many wiſe and vnderſtanding men, namely, of Coxr- 
tiers, who hauediſcoucred, that it is the ſhearings or nap of 
thoſe rich clothes of Pruderce, which wiſe men weaue with 
the fine wooll of Patience, and ſerues to boulſter or fill vp the 
pads of ſeruitude, or pack-ſadles of bondage, to the end they 
may fic che more calie vpon the backes of wretched Comr- 
tiers, and: hide thoſe lothſome bloudy gallings and feſtercd 
ſores,which ſecm moſt vgly in ſuch men,who albeit they be 
knowne for capitall cnemies vnto all paines and labour,arc 
not norwithftanding induced to ſerue & follow the Conrrs, 
wich an aflurcd hope, there to liuc an idle merry life, and 
proudly to commandgorhers. It hath by diuers becne obſer- 
ucd, (as athing regardfull) that many young men, who 
rhough they may liue wellin their own-Fathers houſes, haue 
neuertheleile bought vp good ſtore of that precious utfing, 
and haue therwith quilted certainepetty boyliters, vnto wb 
they enurethemſclucs in theſeruice of private houſes, only 
thatchey may not come 1Bro( ogrts, as vnbroken colts, and 
in recciuing the hrſt t12;e rhe bojſtrous heauy pack-ſaddle of 
Conrt ſernita2c, aſſure themſelues not ro commir thoſe fond. 
ations, and fantaſticke prankes, which enforce houſe-ſte- 
wards, and hall-vſhers ( who arethe rough houſe-breakers 
of young Courtiers ) ro giue them ſome laſhes of bitter di- 
ſtaſtes, fleredy ro bringthem vnto the patient tolerarion of 
thatirkeſome and tozleſome thraldome.. There is alſo ſold in 
the ſaid Ware-houſe great ſtore of moſt excellent Pencils for 
thoſe Princes, who in their yrgent occaſions, are often en- 
forced to paint white for blacke vntotheir-people. And al 
though this be a merchandize only fit for Princes, yer doe

relying on the traffique of apparances, apply cherpſclues t 
nothing more, than to the infamous protcſſion to leere and 
laugh in ones face, and vnderhand craftily ro deceiue hum, 
and to windeabout thefilly crednlons people with fawning 
faire words, andfoulctainted deeds. They haue likewiſe an 
infinitequantity of pettacles of admirable and ſundry ver- 
tues 2 Some of which ſcrue to giuelighe vnto thoſe ſalacious. 
and beaftly luxurious men, whoſe ſight doth fo faile chem 
in the fury of cheir vabridled and libidinous luſt, chat they 
cannot diſcerne Honour from Infamic , nor know a friend. 
fromafoc, aftranger from a kinſman, nor any other thing 
worthy of reſpe&. | 

So great is theriddance, that thoſe Politiche merchants do 
bent of ſuch ſpetFacles, as all may euigently per- 
cciue, that few or nonearechoſe men, thac in carnall things 
hauea good or cleare fight. 

They hauc befides a kinde of peftacles, which ſerueto 
dimme all light, and ſhorcen all ſigh : and the Politicians 
chemſclues aftirme, that albcic thefe ſpeiFacles are more be» 
hooucfull vnto all ſorts of men, than thoſe- that extend the 
ſight farre off, yer are they moſt needfullynto Comrters, by 
reaſon, that chere doc often preſent themſelues moſt lothe 
ſome and naſtic things vnto the {ſightof honeſt men, 

And for ſo much as to tune ones backe towards them 
may breed diſpleaſure, yea and anger in mightic men or 
great Lords: and tolooke vpon:them is a torment and yexa- 
tion vnto an honeſt minde : And cherefore for a man vpon 
any ſuch occaſion to put ſo ſtrange peZacles vporr his noſe, 
heis freefro the troublous moleitacion toſee the lothſome 
andabominablethingsof chis filche.corrupted world, and 
che vulgar {lilly mulcicude is induced te thinke, chat a man 
viewes them with more hcediecuriolitie, 

There are alfo other fpeitaclcr very good to preſerue the 
ſight of thoſevnkindeand vathankfullmen, which the ve- 
ry firſt day of anynew dignicie received, waxeth ſo dimand 
miſty, as It reacherhicuen to the bounds of Ingratitude,

cciue ſome notable affront by Fraxd, abtolutely denide ts 
mhabic any longer in the hearts of men, who freed from

Apello, to fiade out ſome conuenient remedie againt 
ſo notorious a miſchiete, thought it expedient co intimate 
the high Coxrr of Parlament of all the generall Eftaces, 
agaialt the ewenticth of the laſt monerh, vnto which. hee 
ſummoned the Poet-princes, and the Deputics of all veriu- 
ous Nations. All which being in great diligence appeared 
on the prefixed day, there were diſcoucred 1n many people

F, that not by the vice of Infidelitie, but vrged and cuen 
compelled by deſperation, they had for cuer baniſhed fromi 
out their hearts char Fidclitie, which, as moſt hurtfull and 
preiudiciallco them, they were reſolutely derermined neuer 
roacknowledge and re-admtt: forſomuch as ſhee was mot 
foulcly abuſed by many Princes.

ner of proceeding, publike miſchicfes and diſorders were

hitn his AuQor; butvicetly ſeorning alt ochermens decoftis 
ons, heaffeed noethtrambirion ,' than zo-appeare wto 
the world anc T agtss. SS _ Thys 
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New-found Politicke. 

This ſo vawonted kindnellc among friends, newer ſeene 
from inferiours cowards their ſuperiours, and which excece- 
dcd the moſt hearty loue or affc&ion that any can beare and 
expcellcco che ncarcit of his blood,cngendred ſuch a icalou- 
fic in che minds of Iereerm, of Beatne, Rhenanus, of Ful-. 
wins Orfinus, of Marcus Antonins Muretus ; and of divers: 
orthers,followers and loucrs of T acitwa, that, induced chere- 
unto by meere enuy, hatched in cheirhearcs (bur according 
to the cuſtomeof worldly dilemblers, which 1s, to paliace 
the paſſion of private hacred with the robe of charity te- 
ward their neighbour ) vnder colour to reuengethe iniury , 
which not long (lince Lipfins had done vnco theirfricnd Ta« 
citss,eley framed an endirement againſt Lipfins, and preſen< 
ced theſamevnto Apollo, charging him with che ſame deli 
or crime of impicty, whereof he had accuſed Tacitas, gi- 
uing his Maicfhic co vnderfſtand, that hee loued nor Txcitng 
as afriend,chathe honoured nochim as a Maſter,and regard- 
full Patron, but adorcd him as his Apolio and Devtce, This 
accuſation, which as in crumes of capicall weaſon , by rea- 
ſon of it's hainous autragiouſnetſe, needeth no other proofe 
than che bare teſtimony of any one man, did enter ſo deepey 
ly into «Fpolv's minde, ashee deemed himfelfe offended by 


Lipfur in the highel degree, cauſed him forthwihco bee 
brought before his Aas:ffre, by the Pretorian band of the 


Lyrick Pocts, faſt bpund in chaines and gyues z and ſtaring 
ow him wich a fierce wrachfull- countenance, and with death» 
chreatning geſtures, demanded of him, What his genuine 
opinion or conceie wasof a certainefellow, called Cornclins 
T acitus, borne of an oyle-monger of Terms, — ih 
Lip/izs vndiſmaiedly anſwered 4polle, That hee deemed 
Tacitz: to bethe chiefe Scandard-bearer of all famous Heſtes 
riavs, the Facher of humane wiſdome, the Oracle of perteR 
rcaſon of State, the abſolute Maſter of Polticrans, the ſtour 
{oriphens of choſe writers that haue attained the glory in all 
theircompolicions, to vic moreconceits than words z the 
perfe& and abſoluce forme to learne to write the ations of 
greac Prices, wich the Icarned & apparenc light of the _ 
| TOES | Q: 
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iall ſource and occaſion of them: a moſt exquliteartifice , 
and which was onely vnderftood by the ſublimeſt maſter 
| of the Hiſterian Art, asthat which greatly yeelded him glo- 
rious, that knew how to manageit, and him truly learned 
that had the iudgment duly to conſider the ſame ; the per- 
fett Idea of Hiſtorical veritiez the true Doftor of Princesgthe 
Pedagogne of Courtiers;the ſupertine paragon,on which the 
world might try the alloy ofithe Genizs of Princes z the 1uſt 
Scale, with w<Þ any man might exaftly weigh che true worth 
of priuate menzthe Volume which choſe Princes ſhould cuer 
haue in their hands, that deſire to learne the skill and know- 
ledge abſolutely ro command:as likewiſe thoſe ſubie&s,who 
wiſhed to pollefle the ſcience dutifully and rightly to obey. 

By this ſo affeed Ercominm, and by ſo carneſtly exage- 
rated commendations , Apollo calily perceiued, and carne 
to knowgthat Lipſins did manifeſtly idolatrize T acitas,wher- 
upon in minde enraged thushe beſpake him, 

In what eſteeme wilt thou then ( Oh Lipfius ) haue mee, 
thatam thefather of all good letters, ſoucraigne Lord of the 
Sciences, abſolute Prince of the liberall Arts, Monarke of 

all vertues, if with ſuch impiety and ſhameleſle ;jmpudency, 
thou doeſt idolatrize a Writer, ſo hatefull vnto all good 
men? and an author ſo deteftable vnto the profeſſors of the 
Latinetongue, both for thenouelty of his phraſe, for the ob- 
ſtruſe obſcurity of his ſpeech, for the vicious brevity of his 
diſcourſes,& for the cruell and tyrannous politicall doctrine 
which heteacheth ? by, and with which, herather frameth 
cruell Tyrants, than inſt Princes ; rather wicked and depra- 
ued Subieas, than endowed with that vntainted probity , 
which ſo greatly auaileth, andfacilitates in Princes the way 
how to gonernetheir ſtates mildly and vprightly. Ic being: 
moſt apparent, that with his impious documents, and abo- 
minable precepts , he peruerteth Jawtu)l Princes into cruell 
Tyrants, he transformeth natural SubieRs{which ſhould be 
as milde and harmelcile Sheep)into moſt pernicious Foxes : 
and from creatures, whom ourcommon mether Nature , 
with admirable wiſdome hath created toothleile and horne. 
lefſe, he conuerteththem into rauenous Wolucs, and vnta- 


med Bulls, 00 Who

Who ſhewerh himſelfe a flye cunning Door of falſe (i- 
mulations,the only ſubtile arcificer of creacherons tyrannics, 
a new X:»-phon of a moſt cruel] and cxecrable Tiberipedsa, 
che wily forger of the euer to be derefted myſtery , how lee. 
ringly co ſmileand therewith decetue , how with facility to 
veter and afhirme that which a man neuer meaneth or in- 
cends, effeftually co perfwade that which one Þcleeueth nor, 
inftancly co crate tharwhich one deſirech not, and co ſeeme 


co hate that which one loveth ; who is aſublime Pedagogue 


to inſtru others 1n that moſt villanous dofrine to ſmorher 
and ſupprelle che conceirs and meanings of a crue- meaning 
heart, and yerto ſpeake with a falſcJying tongue: che in- 
genious Archire& of fallacies and deceirs, and ſo lingular 
and excellent an author of raſh and fond-hardy iudgments , 
chat he hath ofcen moſt ſhamefully acrribuced holy interpre- 
rations to moſt impious and to beeabhorred ations: And 
on the othcr fide, hath cannonized facred ones as Dia- 
bolicall, 

And wilethou(Oh LZipfmr) among fo many my liege and 
cruſty vertuous men, cuen before my face, adore and wor- 
ſhip as thy God, a man that in all his compoſitions hath ma- 
nifcſtly declared, that he hath notknowne God ? 

Who being compoſed of noughr bur impiery, hath ſow- 
edand ſcattered through the wide world, that cruell, pro- 
digious , and defpcrate policy, which ſo infinitely defamerh 
choſe Princes that make vſcof jt, and fo deepely afflitech 
the people that feele itz who as well ro Princes as to priuate 
men, hath caught che curſed way, and miſchieuousfiſhion, 
how to conuecrſe and proceed with falfe doublenetle z and 


the treacherous Art, to doe that which a man ſaics nor, and 


ro fay that which one meaneth nor. 

A way which by ſome is praQtiſed onely to become skil- 
full in that abhominable doQrine, how with the penlil1 of 
falſe 49 to pourtray blacke for white; ro circum- 
winde the ſimpler fort of people with thefallacies of faire 
ſugred words, and of lewd and wicked deedsz to deccive 
all men wich vſing laughter in anger , and weeping in ioy ; 

and. 
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and onely by and with the pernicious compaſle of priuate 
incere(ſe, ro meaſure loue, hate, truſt, faith, honeſtie, and 
each humaneor morall yertue, read and peruſed by good 
men, onely to come to the knowledge of the new and hid- 
dencricks and artifices , with which, in theſe dates, wretch- 


ed mankinde with fo cuident calamitic , is moſt miſerably 


circumgired , and tofled to and fro : and to diſcouer the 
moſt execrablehypocrilie,that diuers followers of ſo wicked 
an Art haue vſcd and praGtiſed, to bee by the ſimpler forcof 
people reputed for men of vpright cenuerſation , and ho- 
neſt life ; albeit, for to obſerue and obcy<the rules of Tacitas, 
they at, and daily perpetrate deeds, thar by the vglieſt Di- 
uels of hell, are deemed moſt abhominable. 

Perceiueft thou not ( Oh Lsp/jius) lince the Volumes of 
this thy Tacitzs haue paſt the hands of all people, divers 
Princes have ſtraied and eflonged themſelues from the anci- 
ent courſe, to gouerne their ſubjects with humanity, milde- 
nelle, and clemency : and what an infinite number are now 
cleane parted & diuorced from the genuine plainnefle and 
finglenefle of atruly-vertuouslite ? 

Know L:ip/ns, that ſo great a part of Tacitus his workes 
(as ſome {imple and ſhallow-brain'd men doe aftirme) were 
notloſt in the violent deluges of the barbarous Nations, 
which with ſo rapid inundations pafled into Iraly, ro ouer- 
runneand ſubdue it, for they miſcaried,and were loſt before 
ſo greac ruines; not through the ignorance of the people, 
who in thoſe turbulent and embroiled crimes, werecontiny- 
ally buſted in the exerciſe of armes, but becauſe thole yer vn- 
rainced ancient Nations, in which reigned equally the well- 
meaning limplicity of minde and heart, and the purity of 
che then new budding Chriſtian Relsgion,abhorred that Au- 
thor whom ſome ill aduiſed doenow ſo much love and che- 
riſh, that (as I percciue thy felfe haſt done) many and diuers 
euidently idolatrizing him, hauc ercared him for their gol- 
den Calte, Tacitxs 1s in cuery part of his moſt vnworthy 
to beread of good or honeſtmen, tor ſo much as the villa» 
nies, and the zmpicties cantained m his workes, doc far ex-

ceed in number his leaues, his lines, his words, his {illables, 
and his letters, But by che life of 7iberras, which hee hath 
compiled, a Prince ſutable and worthy the genius of ſuch an 
Hiſtorian, all muſt acknowledge the ſame to bee moſt intol- 
Jerable and damnable ; the which for a {ingular benefit of all 
mankinde,hauing for many ages lyen ſecretly hidden in the 
moſt ſecrer and concealed parts of Germany, throvgh the 
peſtilerous and diabolicall curiolitie of a Germane, more 
dreary and farall co all che world than his Compatriate, that 
was the firlt inuenred the deadly and diſmall Bombard , 
whenceit was drawneforth, at what time tharmoft noble 
Prouince began to be inteRed by the moderne hereſie ; 0n- 
lyto the end, that with ſo horrid a prodigie, at the ſame 
time that execrable Lnther began to moleſt and ſubuert the 
ſacred rites, wicked Taritus ſhould embroile the prophane. 
Compolicions in the higheſt degree moſt wicked and pernt- 
cions, which for many yeares were loſt , becauſe they plea- 
&d not antiquity z and arenow,, tothegreat ſhame and re- 
proach of this age, admired of thoſe Polititiavs, who bein 
followers of ſuch impicties, have moſt compleatly learn'd 
from the Maſter of tallaciesand tromparies, the doctrine to 
know, how to the vemoſt of amansage, to entertainemen 
With fairewords, to feed them with ſmoake, to fill them 
with winde, and with vaine-vaine hopes fairly to lead them 
to extreame beggery. | 

A doctrine moſt afſuredly infernall, which by Tacitzs che 
the inuentor and husbandthercot, l:auing beexe ſowne and 
diſperſed abroad, onely for the benefit of Princes, 1s now 
adates ſeene to be imbraced and cheriſhed with ſuch inſatiate 
grecdinetlc,by priuate and meane ſubicRs,that Tacitns, whe 
was herefore an Authge held onely worthy of Princes, doth 
now ſo publikely patſe from hand to hand among all men , 
that cuen Shop-keepers , fachius and baſe porters ſhew 
not thenſeluesmore cunning in eny profeſſion than of Scate 
policy, to the great contempt and derifion of an Artheldin 
higheſt regard and repucation of greztmen, the whole vni- 
uric 15 {cence toſwarme, and to befull of fharking and ſpoil- 
trade Polititians, 
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At theſe irefull and exorbitant ſpeechesof Apolls, Lipſins 
ſtood amazed, as one halfe dead and diftrated,yet notwith= 
ſtanding, enen in the vemoſt abaſhment and conſternation 
of minde, pulling vp a goad heart, and taking breath,molt 
ſubmiſſiuely begged pardon ot his Maieitie for any fault hee 
might have committed z then boldly told him, that fuch and 
ſo infinite were his awtull obligations towards his beloued 
Tacitzs, and ſo great was the honour, which among his: 
Countrymen the Fl-mings, the Engliſh, the Germans, the 
French, the [taliaxs, and the Spaniards, his boſome-minion, 
and moſt dearely beloued Author Tacitas had purchaſed 
him ;whom though he acknowledged to lone wl entirely, 
and co honour as his tcrreſtriall God ; yer, to attaine vnto 
a ſuperlative degree of due ſatisfaction of his bounden du- 
ty , and with exaQtneſle tro accompliſh the duty of true grati- 
tude, he thoughtall hecould docto benothing ,4n reſpect 
of his vnualuable merits. 

His reaſon was, that hauing publiſhed and left vnto the 
world, diuers ordinary labours and compolitions, his cacly 
workes vpon Tacitus were they, that had made him to me- 
ritan abode and manlion in Perzaſſus, and anhonourable 
and immortall renowne among many Nations : and that if 
he, who with other mens money exerciſed the traſticke of 
trading and rich merchandizing , was eaſily pardoned his 
errour, if hee did even worſhip and adore him, that :t his 
pleaſure might make him breake and turne begger; How 
much more then did he deſerve of his 21ateſ#te to be, if not 
commended, yetat leaſt excuſed, if in louing and honou- 
ring his deare deareſt Tacitxs,he exceeded all bounds of du- 
ty,of decorum, or of dignity, fithencein & vpon him only 
was grounded the whole fabricke of all the credit and eſti- 
mation that he had purchaſed among the vertuous, And that 
hee, euer {igce his firſt ingreſſe into Pernaſſus, had of all the 
learned bin ſo beloued, cheriſhed, courted, and reucrenced, 
that his houſe was nootherwile frequented, then that of the 
moſt famous writers, 

But that after hee fell into the errour to make Tacitws his 
Dz cnemy

enemie, ftatim reliftum illins limen, nems adire, nemo ſolart : 
and therefore rather than hee would any whit diminiſh his 
veneration, and awiu)l reſpe& toward tharprime Auchor 
of his, he was well pleaſed to hate himſelfe, and co loſe his 
life, deeming the lotle of theſame farre lelle, chan che grear- 
neile of che tame, vnto which by meanes of Tac:tzzs he had 
attained. 3 
So highly did theſe words of Lip/ixs offend Apolls's mind, 
that more and moreenraged with fierce wrath, he vchement=- *? 
ly complained, that eucn before his awfull preſence with fo {| 
impudent atſeueratton, hee had rather manifeſtly made de- 
monſtrarion of a wiltull ſtubbornnelle co perſcuerc in his 
ſiffe opinion of ſo hainous an exceſle, than humilicie to 
yeeld vnto penitence, and for his fault to craue pardon, And 
aboue any ocher demerit of ſo obſtinate a man, his Mareſtic 
could by no meanes endure, that he had entitled the impicty © 
of /ds/atry, wich the ftile of honourable graticude z and wil- © 
full obſtinacie, with the title of aconſtant and vacorrupted © 
cruth. Y 

Whereupon he faddenly commanded the foreſaid Co- 
hort of the Lyricke Poers, preſently rodrag him our of his 
preſence, as one moſt ynworthy ro looke his Maieſtic in the 
face, whom he had fo capically offended to the quicke. 

And that hauing ſtripped hirFof. Juch good letters as he 
poſlefſed, rhey honld publikely proclaime him co be a moſt 
ſhameletſe ignorant Aﬀe , and after burne him aliue, as a 
moſt wicked and deteitable jdolater, | 

Forthwith was poore Lip/ſizs brought,and haled vntothe 
place of fo great infamie, where his friends moſt carneſtly 
perſwaded him to adinſe himlelfe, and at once, humbly fu- 
ing for mercy at his 47aiefieshands,endeauour to ſauc both 


; his life and reputation, 


In the very moment of deſperation of ſs horrible and la- 
mentable a plunge, it was manifeſtly perceiued, that at the 
apprehenſion thereof, there appeared in Lip/in ſuch an vn- 
danted conſtancie, and an vndiſmaid boldncleof a couragi- 


ous mindeagainit the terrors of death, that: he thus anſwe- 
red Apollo. And 
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And lethis wilt be done : for, he cannot dic ignorant, chat 
can perfeAly demonſtratero polleffe Gratitude, which is che 
Serrraigne Queene ef a'l hnmane veries, 

And theretore, the flames that were prepared to conſume 
him, wouldyeeld a farre brighter fptendor of Glory, than of 
Fire ; and thatcuen tn the laftinftant of his dying-life, he ſo- 
lemnly proteſted, that hewouldin no wiſe acknowledge the 
crime wherewith he was charged, ro baue oner-much loved 
or ſuperſtitioufly honoured his beloved Taritmw to be true, 
And chat by reaſon ofthe infinite bonds, wherewith he ſtood 
tied vato him, and for the re{peAfulllone he bare him 3; the 

ricfe 8nd moleſtation thar he tek in remembring, that hee 
Tied vngratcfull vnto him, did more excruciate and rormenet 
him, than the rigor or paines of death : andthat che agony, 
in whichthey all ſaw him, proceeded nor from the fright 
or terror hee felt, that hee muſt die, but from the mward 
Pangs, and hearts griefe, which vexed him, in as much, thac 
e had heard his Aſaieftie, name and pronounce T ac#tz, to 
bea wicked Atheiſt. An intwuric, which had it beene vttered 
of ſocxcellent and wiſe an Author by 'any other man what- 
ſocuer, then by his facred Xaieſtse (euen in thatlaſt gafpe of 
life) he would never hauc left jt vnreuenged,ar leaſt with the 
weapons of his tongue. And thar with the ſame libertie, 
which is ſo proper vnto ſuch as care notto liue, heemade it 
knowne vnto all men, that the reall truth was, thar 7acsr 
had fo much knowledpe of God, that he alone, among all the 
Heathen VWricers, with his profound andexa@ knowledge, 
hauing attained perfeRly ro know of what worth and wk 
cie (touching matters of Religion) faith is of thoſe things, 
which are not ſcene,or cannot by humanereaſon be preucd, 
had boldly ſaid, Santltinſque ac reverentins viſnm de attss 
Deorum credere, quam (cire : Words moſtfacred, and well 
worchy to be conſidered by thoſe Diuines,who in their wri- 
tings had loſtthemſclues in cheir Sophiſticall ſubcilicies, and 
Logicall nicicies. 
efpollo hauing heard cheſe things, as one poſſeſſed with 
 wonderment, and full of admiration,preſently cauſed Lipſires 
oO 
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to bc looſed, and moſt atteFtionatly embracing him, he chus 
| beſpake him ; Oh my dearely beloucd and vertuous Lip/re, 
ig with what comtortto me, and auailcfull-gaine to thee, hauc I 
Ul - tempted thy patience, and made triall ot chy moſt vertuous 
| [|  _ conitancie? And by the bitter detrations, which I hane 
L198 vetered againlt Tacitzs,whicharc but choſe with which they 


| accuſe him, that cither neuer reade him, or vnderftand him 

| not, I hauethrgughly made proofe ofthy zcalous deuotion 

| . towards thac moſt excellent Hiſtorian, whom I decme wor- 

; thy my regardtull admiration. 

ſl] | And by that, which I hauc now heard from thee, I doe 

toy | euidently percciue, that thou haſt read him with delighe,ſtu- 
died him with profit, and learnt him co thy great aduantagez 
for I knowthat the ſtout defence, which co thy immortall 
glory, thou haſt madcin his behalfe, is not thing owne, but 
drawne from chine and mine Tacitwns, Fa. 

Thisſaid and done, Apollo turned himſelfe towards the 
vertuous, who for curiolttic, and to heare the ſuccefle of that 
great accident, were in greattroupes flocked into the Hall, 
he thus ſaid vato them : Wo" 

. .Oh you my entirely beloned vertuous learned men, admire 
and perpetually imicate the renowned conftancie of this my 
glorious vertuous Lipſie, and ler the infinite dileQion and 
lempicernall veneration of that Prince,be ecernally imprin- 
tedin your hearts, who ſtrongly ſupporteth your reputation : 
And neuer torget that the credic and power of him, who lo- 
ſerch the good grace and fauour of his Prince, doth more 
eaſily ruine, and precipitate, than doe the houſes, whoſe 
foundations faileand decay. And therefore, you that follow 
Princes Coxrts,learne to know, that Nihilrerum mortalinns 

} "uh tam inſtabile,as fluxuns eff quam fama pitentie non ſuavinixe. 
1: F581 A moſtallured document, which teacheth all men, both in 
louing, in honouring,and in perpetually ſeruing their Prir- 

ces With a moſt conſtanc cruſt, and ſtedfaft fri to imitate 
[ my Lips, For, eucn as in ſacred myftcrics and holy rites, 
| itisan vnpardonableand profleimpicty,to haucoracknow- 
ledgeany other God, than him, who hath created Man, the

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Heauens, and the Earth : So ſhould you neuer admit into 
your hearts any other devotion of Princes, nor ar no time 
expect commodirie, or wiſh tor preterment, except from that 
Lord, who by the truſt and confidence, which he repoſeth in 
your cruſt and fidclicie, by the extraordinary affection which 
he bearcth vato you, makes you ro be knowne co all the 
world, not as his ſeruants, bucas his deare friends, And by 
the ſupreme and vacontrolled authority, which he ſuffererth 
you to cxerciſe in his dominions,cauſerh you cro-appeare and 
ſceme ynco his orher ſubieRs (cucnas humſclte is ) ſo many 
Princes, | 

And for ſo much as the great wittineile and ſagacity of 
Princes, by reaſon of the greac icalouſics and difhdeaices, 
thac accompany thoſe, who ſway and raigne, is commonly 
accompanicd by ſuſpicion , and fauourices or Minions in 
Comrts, being cucr aggrauated by enuy, cuer pricd into, and 
obſcrued by emulous competitors, and euecr perſecuted by 
the malicious or enutous ; tothe end you may the more ſuc- 
cellcfully ouercome ſo many difficulties, and may cuer pro- 
ſperouſly maintaine your ſelucs in che ſtates and honours 


j which you hauc acquired ; Joue your Princes with all your 


hearts, obſcrue them wich all your beft affeRions, and euer- 
more ſcrue them with all poſſible faichfulnelſc and fince- 
ritie, 

And rather, chen ſo much as to thinke, much lefle to doe 
any thing, that may bring with ir the leaſt-leaft danger to di- 


- miniſh one jot of cheir good fauour ( as my Lip hath 


done) chuſero yeeld vnto dearh. 


And belccue confidently , chat rhen beginneth your 


downefall, when by ſome farall miſchicte of yours, you ſuf- 


fer your ſc]ues to be perſwaded or cntangled, that you may 
better or aduancage the condicion of your ſeruice, wi 

by viing with your Prizces ( who know ſo much, ſce fo 
much, ynderſtand fo much, and obſcrue ſa much, as more 
cannot poſſi bly be knowne, ſeene, vnderſtood,or obſerucd) 
fimulationto ſeeme that, which one is net z the falſhood at 
once to ſmile and decczue : all double dealing, and to _ 
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with both chaps: all cloging diſſimulacion in ſtradling ouer 
ditches, the better co be able ( if euer his Privce ſhould tall 
into ſome diſaſter) to take part with the Conquerour, 

For, Prices, who, ſuppoſe they know not ſo much, yet 
haue they cuer ſo many whiſperers abourthem, as one or 0- 
ther willbring themin tune. And when they {leepe, they 
are neuer deſticure of wicked Spirits to keepe them awake. 

So that, they, who thinke ir fate, and dangerlelle, to live 
and hold our long with falſhood and diſſimulacion, may 
rightly be compared vnto chole fooles, that vndertake t9 
cant Gipzies, to cheat cozeners, orthat hope to (ell talſe balls 
vnro Mountibankes, ;

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Eſter-day the chiefeft learned men of chis Stare of 


hall, where after dtuers Jong diſcourſes patt berween 
them, they with one accord preſented themſelues 
before Apols's Maieſtie, vnto whom Perrus Viftoriug,a great 
learned man of Florence, inthename ofall the reft,faid, FT hac 
thoſe verruous men, ,whom his Maicftic beheld; did:moſt 
humbly beg a fauour /at his hands, the moſt gracious, that 
euer hce could conferre vpon his learned followers, who 
with continuall brackiſh ceares bewailed the diſaſtrous loile 
of the\ Annales and Hiſtories of {ornelins Tacitus the father 
of humane wiſdome, and crue inuentor of moderne Policie, 
did moſthumbly conturc him, to command that execllent 
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Parnaſſia mettogetherin the common Colledge- 
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man to repairethe damages, which the injury of times' had 
cauſed, both to his repuration, and co the generall commo- 
ditic of his vertuous followers, by traming all chat anew, 


which ar this day is wanting in his moſt excellent workes.,At 


this requeſt, which ſeemed both vertuous and reaſonable, 
contrary to the opinion ofall men, his Mairftire was much 
offended, and with manifeſt alteration of minde, he framed 
this anſwer : Oh you my ignorantly-learned friends, doth ic 
not then ſeeme vnto you, that the Princes of this world are 
already ouer-cunning Scariſts, but that you wiſh them to be 
more perfc@ Doors in that Science, in which for your laſt 
miſery,they offend in being ouer-skilfull in che ſame ? Since 
ſome of them with che practiſe of one truly Diabolicall and 
infernall Reaſon of State z it euidently appeareth, char they 
haue brought both Sacred and prophanechings into a mani- 
felt confufion-: Haue not as yer rhe common miſcrics of {o 
many ſcandals, which by che harſh and wreſted gouernment 
of ſome Princes, areſecne to ariſe in theworld, opened your 
eyes ſo wide, as you may Pperceiue and know, that all mo- 
derne Policicis but the traſh of your ſo beloued Tacirms,and 
as a contagious diſeaſe hath infeed allthe world 2 
Areyou notyetcometo the knowledge,that thenow pre- 
ſent Reaſon of State, with which a number of people are 
rathcr flead chan ſhorne rather ſuckt drie,than milked ; and 
rather oppretled, than gouerned, A thing in it (elfe fo exor- 
bitant, it1s meere ignorance to delire the ſame to be more 
violent? And doth it not ſceme vnto you, that from the 
crucll gouernment of Tiberius, and from the prodigious 
lite of Nero, ſo exattly written by your T acitres, forme mo. 
dernePrinces haue drawne molt exquilite precepts, how to 
gnaw to the bone, and how toſhauerothe braine 2 Bur thac 
you would alſo hauc them to haue the conueniencie, to ſee 
whether in the lives of Caligxla and Domitianms, which to 
the end that the lothſome obſcenities, and che batharous cru- 
clties, which thoſe rwo vgly monſters of Naturecommirced, 
ſhould for euer lye hidden : the 17azefty of the cternall God, 
{or your incomparable bencfir, hath exterminated from out 
E 3 | the

cheworld, they mighe draw ſome ſecret precept, to make 
the fifth A of the wofull and diſmall Tragedic more fune- 
rall and wailefull, A happie aud bencficiall gaine ( oh you 
vertuous)tor the whole world, hath the loſe beene of the 
greateſt parr of Tacitzs his Lbours, | 

- Oh how forcunate might men bereputed,if likewiſe thoſe 
facall reliques, which for the laft calamitic of mankinde are 
lefc vnto vs, were alſo loft for cuer, And that the world were 
gouerned with the modeltie and (implicitic of the ancient 
Monarkes, who c{tcerned men as reaſonable creatures, and 
not with the bicterne(le of divers moderne Princes,who ma- 
nifeltly ſceme to belecue,that they are but two-footed beaſts, 
ſo created of God only tor their benefit : even as his Diuine 
Maieſty, to no other end cauſed the earthto produce Mice, 
but to fatten Cats. Butyou Sir Peter Yifterine, fince I (ee, 
that you alſo arc of the number of thoſe good men, that wiſh 
Tacitms were entire ; be pleaſed that I ſpeake a few words 
wich you 1R priuate, tince you haue ſpoken in bchalfe of the 
publique. 

Doe younot thinke, thac your Princes with the only firſt 
leafe of the Annales of Tacitxe, which they ſodiligently ſtu- 
die, andknow ſo well co put in aQuall praftiſe, are become 
fo skilfull Medices co cure the canker of the ſedicious F/e- 
rextine people? Thrice happie were all the world, if Taci- 
81s had cuecr held his peace, 

Therefore get you gone in the name of God,cogerher with 
the rabble of your learned Copes-mates; for my very hearc 


is ready to burſt, to ſee that men likewiſe are borne with the 


yahappic calamitie of Thruſhes, 
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Cornelius Tacitus, for ſome complaints vroed 
againſt him by diuers great Princes, by reaſon 
of certaine politicall þeFtacles, which be hath 
deuiſed, moſt preiudiciall vnto their gouern- 
ment, hauing beene empriſoned, is by Apollo 
ſet at libertie.

He apprehendivg of the perſon of Cornelius Tacitus, 
which happened the laſtnight by the exprelle com- 


mandementof the Lords Cenſors, hath cauſed great 

amazement chroughour all the Vnawerlitie ot the 
learned men ; being a wan ſo remarkable in Parzaſſze, ſo 
deare vnto Apello, prime Counſeller of State, chiefe Chro- 
nicler, and his Mazefties Maſter of Sentences, It was pre- 
ſcntly diuulged, that this hath happened by reaſon of tome 
complaints exhibited againſt him by certaine moſt pocene 


Princes, who haue gricuoully complained and aggrauated, 


_ that Tacirm with the ſeditious argument of his Arwals, and 


of his Hiſtorzes, hath framed a kinde of ſpeRacles, that work. 
moſt pernitious effeRsfor Princes, for ſo much as being pur 
ypon chenoſes of lilly and ſimple people, they ſo refine and 
ſharpen their light, as they make them ſee and prieinto the 
n hidden and ſecret thoughts of others, yea euen 1ntorhe 
centreof their hearts: and they proteft, that chey nor can, 
nor will euer by any meanes endure they ſhould make appa- 
rent demonſtration vnto all men of the pure cfſence and 
qualitic of che mindes and purpoſes of Princes, what they 
arc inwardly, and not what with their trickes and artifices 


(necetlary for to rule and razigne) they endeyour to appeare 
Wy outwardly. 
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outwardly, Yeſterday morning the Atturney Generall of 
che greatcit Monarks, now relident in Parnaſſrs, appeared 
before the right honourable Lords Cenfors, among whom, 
in tegard of the reputation of Tacisis his perſon, who was 
to be arraigned and adiudged, Apelio him{elfe came and fate 
among, them. | 

This Aduocate or Atturney Generall with exaggerated 
words gauec them to vnderſtand, char it was full well known 
to all he beſt vaderſtanders of Stare-marters, thar for the 
peace and tranquillitic of kingdoms, Princes are otten com- 
pelled tro commit ations not greatly to be commended, 
which (ro maintaine themſclues in che peoples opinion, to 
be honeſt and vpright Princes, in which conceir, hee that 
reigncth muſt necetlarily labour, and endcuour ro kcepe 
himſelfe) chey were wont to ſhadow and blanch ouer with 
the ſpecious and precious prerexts of an holy and vndehiled 
intention,and of an honeſt, hearty, and affeionate zeale to- 
wards the common good. All which tricks, deuices,and ar- 
tifices, they can no longer pur in practiſe or make vic of, if 
the true ſenſe or meaning of their deſignes ſhall at any time 
come to the knowledge of the vulpar. 

And that if it were poſſible, that the people (without be- 
ing ſubject co others Empirie) might be gouerned of them- 


ſeuecs, then would Princes moſt willingly renounce the 
Royall ticles, and anthoritie of commanding forſomuch as 


they arc now fully reſolued, that Kingdoms and Principali- 
tics are but inftpporcable burdens, ſubieQs tull-fraught 
with crabbed difhculties, and of ſo infinite dangers, as at 
their owne richly-ſumptuous tables (fo much enuied them 


by Gluttons and greedy Gourmands) they ſhould ncuer 


taſte morſell, that would not relith of Arfenike. Bur if ex- 
perience had made the world to know, thar the ſway and 
gouernment of Humane-kinde, without the preſence of a 
wiſe and Politicke Prince, to-rule and dire the ſame,would 
ere Jong be filled and ouer-run with wailfull and tragicall 
confuſions, 

Ic 38 Iikewiſe conuenicnt, that all cheſe inft and Jawfull 
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means be granted them as are requiſice and behouefull-ypr+ 
rightly ro gouerne their ſubjeAs: For, if to manure: an#tul. 


the ficlds, the Husbandmaniis not denide to hauehis oxen, 
his plough, andhis mactock : Tf che Taylor (to cut ourand 
ſew his garment) haue allowed him, both needle, thimble, 
and ſkeares; and the Smith, his hathmer and this rongs; 


why ſhall Monarchs be depriued of meanes, and barred: of: 
power, hereafter to caſt duſt in their ſubietts eyes, which is: 


the readieſt benefit, the moſt excellent, and necellarieft in- 


firument, that ever anPPolitician could inuent, or finde in' 
all che volume of State-rea{on (though mot execllent)right- 


ly ro gonerne Empires ? All which things, Princes (by-rea» 
ſon of the ſeditiovs inuention of Tacitis could no longer 
effe&, or bring to'paſſes it being meſt cuidenr, thatthe Dia» 
bolicall ſpe&taeles, framed by that ever-fatious and ſediri- 
ous man, befides the firſt-qualitie (as hach beene ſaid, to. 
ſubtilize and ſharpen the ſight of the vulgar people) they 
roduce alſo a ſecond moſt pernicious effe,that is, to be !o 
well and ficly faftncd tothe noſes. of all men, as it is no lon- 
ger poſhble for Princes, (as herctofore they have done, wich 
no lciſe faciliric, chan profit tojzthemſelues) ro caft duſt into 
their ſubies eyes, though itwere of the moſt arcificiall, and 
ſupertineſt, that poſſibly could be, withour plainly diſcouc- 
ring, that they are cheated,cozened.and decemed, | 
The complaints and gricuances. of the Monarehies 


ſeemed moſt true both to Apo#s, and to the venerable Col- 


ledge of the Cenſors. And therefore,they deemed them 


worthy to be maturely conſidercd, ., 
Now by the long diſcourſes and debatements, that paſ- 
ſed among them, concerning a bufinelle of ſo great conſe- 


quence, 15 ſeemed, that their 6pinion was/likely rg preuaile, 


who conſured, that Tacitus) together: with bis ſcandalous 
Annales and his fedicious Hittories, ſhould for eucr be cx- 
pulſed the ſociety and conucrfation-of all men. -- | 


\ Bur his Maicſtic, vnwilling ſo much to: vilifie or embaſe 


the Prince of all Poliricall- Hiftorians, orto diſtaſte honeſt 
Students, by depriuing them! of their boſome-dolights, was 


contented,

contented, that Tacitzs ſhould be giuen to vaderitand from 
his Mucſtic, how his pleaſure was, that of choſe ſpeRacles 
(in very deed preiadiciall vnco Princes) he ſhould trame as 
few as poflibly could be. And chat aboue all chings, hce 
ſhould vigilancly cake great heed,nor to diſperſeany abroad, 
except vnto choiſc and cxcellentmen, vnco Secretarics, and 
vnco Priuy Counſcllers of State to Princes, to the end they 
might ſerue to facilitate vnto them the good and vprighe 

oucrament of their people. And that abouc all, (cucn as 
he cendred or loucd his Maicſties go fauour)he ſhould cake 
elpcciall care, neucr to impart or communicate any vato 
thoſe turbulent or faftious ſpirits, which in ſedicious and 
duskie ſcaſons, might ſerue in ftcad of bright lamps, or far- 
ſcene beacons to that ſimple race of men, which is calily go- 
ucrned, as wanting the glorious light of leccers, may be ſaid 
co beblinde and wichouc a guide.

Then che D#ke thus began liis defence. Sir, and farther

fine, and proofe-cuirace of Innocencie, and ſo am I aſſured 
to haue liucd vertuoully, and vprightly in all my ations, 
as 1 am more than certaine to haue demerited nothing of 
your CHaicſtie, Nor doth your indignation, nor this preci- 
pitous doome, to fee, that the dreadtull ſentence of my in- 
famic doth fore-goe the cognition of che cauſe, any iot dif- 
may or confound me. 

Oaly I marucll to ſee, what as yer T nevexbeleeucd, that 
the foulcnefle of accuſations, yea among thtambi iuft and

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infamie of great men, fall into ſogroſle errors, as they ftile

The Principalitie of the Laconians (as your CMHaieſtie well 


knoweth) is Eletiue, in which the confining Princes, haue 
cucr beene of greater power, than he that ruled and com- 
manded the ſame: not onely for the end and ſcope, com- 
mon to all ele&iue Princes,after theirdeath,to procure varo 
their blood and kinsfolks, potent friends, bur for the ad- 
herences, which foraigne Princes, for important reſpedts, 
haue with the Senators or Peeres,that cnioy the prerogatiue 
to eleft a new Prince: the dependance and tratne of whom 
they endcuour to acquire, and procure with thoſe arts and 
tricks,as arc already too well knowneto all men. Morecouer, 
your Maieſtie knoweth, that the Prince of CMaredonia, 


with his plots and praQiſes had gotten fo great authoricie in 


my State, and was ſo ouec-growne an forces aboue all the 
Grecian Princes, as he was not only the abſolute arbitrator 
of all Greece, but openly aſpired vnto an vniuerſall Mo- 
narchie, | 

Beſides, it is not vnknowne to your Aaieftte, that the 
ſaid Princeof Macedonia, vnder colour of amitie, and the 
proteQion of the Dukes of Laconia, with vndermining pra» 
Qtiſes ſought cuer their ruine and ouerthrow. And forſo- 
much as the power of the Prince of Epirus hindred himfrom 
being able to compaſlle fo high ends, he, to remoue, or ac 
leaſt, to fruſtrate, or to weaken ſo ſtrong an obftacle, more 
wich machinations of gold, and with Neves conſpiracies, 
than with open force of Armes, he cauſed thoſe inſurrei. 
ons of the people, and thoſe rebellions in Epirw, that haue 
ſo much impaired the State thereof. 

And (as a thing too too well knownetothe world) I will 
not now call to your memories, how that my moſt prudent 
Predeceſlor, fore-knowing that the depreſſion of Epirws, 
was a manifeſt preparation for theruime of the Laconian Em- 
pire; to afſure the ſamefrom the ambition of ſo mighty an 


cnemic, hee reſolued, openly with might and maine ro

And how that good Prince dicd in thepurſuic of his wiſe 
reſolucion, nor wichour vehement ſuſpirion of poyſon mi- 
niſtred vaco him by exprelle order trom the Prince of 11a- 
cedouia ; as he, who neicher could, nor would endure, thac 
che diuilion of Epirxs (by him accounced ſo ſecure) ſhould 
be hindred by him. 

In chis vnhappy ftate of things, I was aticed tothe 
Dignicic: And ro auoid the diſaſtrous end of my Predece(- 
ſor,in the firſt monchs of my Principalirie,| ſhewedany ſeife 
ro beof a remille genius, and altogether incapable of great 

affaires of State,

aimed; and knowing alfo, that cach lotle of the Prince of 


Epirus, would proue my ouerchrow z 1, to eſtabliſh my Scate, 
reduced vato lo apparent dangers, reſolucd with my ſelte, 
ro afford him ail che aid I conld, 

Bur, ro allure mine owne life for thoſe diſaſtrons miſ- 


chicts, in which my PredecctTor periſhed, it behoucd me, in 


ſo ſtrait and difhculr a deliberation, to proceed with won- 
derfull caucion and fecrecie, 
' And obſcrung (as no doubt your Maieſtie,and all cheſc 
Righr Honourable Indges haven full well) that amongſtche 
numberlctTe imperfeQions incident vato Eleftiue Srares, 
the greareſt 1s, thar,letic than any whatſocuer Principalices, 
they finde or enjoy that moſt imporcant,and vnuaſuable be- 
nefir of ſecrecic in their Miniſters: forſomuch as the cu- 
ftomes of men are ſo depraued, as their Senarors and Coun- 
ſcllors proue ofcen greedy Merchants, or Brokers of cheur

Apollo, having attentiuely likened vato thoſe things, all 
ioyfull ranne co embrace the Duke of Laconia, and with ten« 
dernelile of heart ſaid thus vaco him. 

Oh Duke of thac thrice noble Nation , which in few 
words cxpretſech many chings,right vercuouſly and honeſt = 
ly haſtthou dealc with a man of ſo incomparable worth ana 
vertue, And [ tell chee plainely, thatin thy moſt honoura- 
ble Laconian Scnate,there arc but few other Scnatoursto be 
found cquall in meric to this thy friend,co whom had(t chou 
giuen allchine Eſtate, yet ſhouldeſt thou dye vngracefull co 
him, and in his debt ; (ich in cheſe vahappy times, wherein 
euca inthe open market of the pertidiouſnelle of many, the 
ſecrets of Princes are at port-ſale, fold to him that offcreth 
enoſt, That Secretary, who in important affaires proucth 
faithfull, and continueth truſty vnto his Prince, cannot ſo 
highly bee honoured, nor ſo bountifully be rewarded by 
him, but that he hath deſerued much nwch more,

x 2 HE deplorable wracks, which diuers learned men 


ſo often ſuffer in the Courts of great Princes, gric- 
uing Apollo daily morc and more to the very heart, 
who with continuall labour and toileſome ſwears, 
of the moſtfamousSciences (hoping by them to merit: the 
good fauour and grace of Princes) having fraighted the 
$hip of their minds with them, arc afterwards ſeene vnfor- 


' tunatelyto loſe themſelucs on the quick-ſands of a begger- 


ly hired Chamber, or to inke inthe whirle-poole of ſome 
baſe Hoſpitall, and ſomtumes to ſplit on ſome cragpie rocke 
of beggery. -” 
No riches of infinite vertues being of force to free them 
from ſo deplorable calamities : He, I ſay, would necds ar 
Jaſt endcuour to findeout ſome remedy for ſo great miſ- 
chiefes, whereby hee might reſt affured, that in all Courts 
(but eſpecially in that of Rowe, placed in ſo tempeftuous a 
Climate) the nauigation of his beloued vertuous attendants 


might be reduced vnto all poſſibe ſecurity z and all for the 


benefirof goodletters, which doe much empaire their repu- 
tation , when others ſce thatthey ſo little aduance or be- 


_ thoſe that ſpend moſt of their beſt age in learning 
them,

Now polls (criouſly diſcourling with himſelfe,chat itche 
Engliſh, the Portagnes, the Bretton, che Biſcar, the Hollane 
der and the Z elander Pilots, onely wich a little obſcruing of 
the Starres, the Moone and the Sunne, with a little ſtone tn 
their hand, could and were able to curb and command the 
vaſt and dreadtull Ocean, which they ſo freely, and ecuery 
way, and at all ſcafons furrowed and waded through, as they 
had thereon plotted out high-waics and watlin-ſtreets, to- 
wards and from all Coaſts. 

| How it could bee that his vertuous, with che powerfull 
helpeof Aﬀronomy,of Coſmographic,ot the Mathemaciks, 
of rhe Mcteors,bur chiefly with cheir quaint wits,ſharpned 
on the wherſtone of conctinuall reading of Bookes, could 
not inuent as calle and ſecure a nauigation by land,as the Pi- 
Its of the forenamed Nations had tound out by ſea. There- 
fore to allure (asfarre as the vertue and ſtrength of goed let 
ters can exrend vanto) the nauigation by land, 

Apollo did not many moneths (ince inftitutea Congrega- 
tion of men, ſcleed our from all the Sciences necetlary 
for ſo maine a bulinefle, appointing as chiete and prelidene 
thereof, Ptolomie, the Prince of Colſmographers, vato 
whom he allotted great Arsfforle, as companion in the Me-- 


_ teors, Ewclide for the Mathematicks, Guido Bonatts for Aﬀro- 


nomic: And to theſe he added as Coadiutor, Count Batl- 
t12.4r ( aſtilion, a man, well skil'd and practiſed in the bot» 
tomle(le ſeas of the Courts. ul 0 

Andftor the better ſecurity of all that which he intended 


to eltablith for the happy ſuccelle of a bufinelle of ſo impor- 


tanc a conſequence, his Aareſtire commanded , that famous 
Anon ot Carthage, Palizurus, Columbus, Corteſe, Ferrante 
Aagellanes, Amerigo Veſpucci,VYaſeo di Gamaſhould be ad- 
micted in the Congregation,as they, who have beene the 
prime & chiefeſt Pilots that euer the nauigation by Sca had. 
_ Firſt chen (asit was convenient) there was by tharrighc 
excellent man Prolomiir, framed a moſt exquilite Card: to 


faileby Land, which with fingular cunning was cuery way 


lineaccd, |

And to come tothe perfect knowledge of thetrue eleua- 
tion of the merits of Courticrs, and longitude of the re- 
wards , with which chcir ſcruices ſhould be acknowledged, 
there were not onely —— and moſt learned 
Aftrolabs, but a new and molt artificial! Quadravt. 

Truc it is that that excellent man G=do Bonatts, with all 
his profound Aſtronomie,labourcd exceeding hard to finde 
ouc thetrue altirudeof the pole of the Court of Romey 
nor was it cucr poſliblc, cicher for him or for any other of 
che moſt ſufficient of che whole Congregation, with any 
Aſftrolabe whatſocueryto cucn or leuell and adiuft the courie 
of theSunne of the phancaſticke brainc,and giddy humour 
of a ſelfe-conceited Prince. 

For the genius of Princes being the true and ſafe 
Norch-Scarre, which nauigating Courters ought heedily to 
obſcrue in the naujgations by land. 

Thoſe worthy men were much amazed, and wondred 
how a Starre ſo certaine and infallible in Sea nauigations, 


ſhould in Land naujgation be found not onely vnſtable and 
waucring , but was perpetually turned and _ about , by 

the ewocontrary morionsof priuate intereſle, and ſclfe-paſ- 
ſion: from which ewo difficulties, many moſt dangerous 
curbulencies ariſing , they wereoften the cauſes of foule and 
horrible wracks, 

But pow difficulties and incumberances were diſcouc- 


red inthemoft vncertainemotions of the wandring Stars, - 
of the Miniſters and Officers of Princes, ſince (as ic ſheuld 
haue bin) they were not ſo much rapt by the firſt impetuous 
Mover of the good ſeruicedueto their Prince, vnto which 
they wereotten manifeſtly ſeeneto beretrograde. 

And that which excecded all wonder; wasthe amazement 
whereinto the Congregation fell, when by a ccrtaine gbſcr- 
uation ir perceiued, thar the inferiour heauens of che Mini- 
ſters, with the courſe of their private paſſions towards their 
owneintcrefle or ſelte-reſpe&ts, did often draw and rap the 
ſaid premurs mobile. 

v0 thac by theſe ftrange accidents, the buſinetle was ſo

incricate and full of confuſion, as thoſe Lords could neuet 
poſlibly come to the pertc&t knowledge of the regular and 
true motion of ſo many ſphears, as was neceflary co thoſe 
that were co publiſh infallible rules of chem, The rubs and 
impediments increaſed when they came to the a&t co note 
and ſer downethe winds in the guide-ſhip compalle, which 
they found co be neither cerraine, nor limited in number, as 
we ſee they areinall Sea-cards, but were lictle lefle than infi- 
nite ; for, beſides the foure maſter winds of che Princes will, 
of his childrens defires,of his Brechrens prerogatiue, of o- 
ther Princes of the blood's preheminence, and theſcuerall 
opinions of prime Councellors,there were diſcoucred an in- 
finice number of quarter-winds, orfide winds, of the minj- 


ters and Officers of the Court, of Mignons and Fauonrits 


to the Prince, of vnder-Secretaries, of Buffons, of Flacree- 
rers, of Paraſices , of Fidlers, yea, and of Panders, all ſo ir- 
regular, ſo voluble, ſo vnconftanr, and in ſome occalions,ſo 
ſtormy, ſo boiſtrous, ſo high and furious, as in the compalle 


- which they were a framing, they bred ſo incxtricable dith- 


culcies , as madethoſe famous Pilots ro condole the miſera- 
ble condition of naujgating Courtiers, who in their land- 
ſailing muſt bee enforced to firand adaptrhe failes of their 


wits to ſuch a multitude of ſeucrall winds asappcared vn- 


co them, | 
All which dithculcies notwirhftanding (though inſupera- 
ble) thoſe notable Pilots neaecr fainted or gaue ouer, Nay 
rather, though they diſcoueredrheimmenſe and vaſt Occan 
of the Courtsto be all ouecr full of flats, ſhelues, ſhallows, 
aickſands, crags,rocks,gults,whirl-pools,lirts, Scilla's and 
Carybdis of enuzous, emulous, malicious, fcditions, male- 
volent, ſpighttull , rancorous, clamorous, rurbulcnr, fro- 
ward, skittiſh, and diabolicall, male-contents, dcrrattors , 
back-bi:ers, flanderers, railers, grudgers, perfccutors,finde- 
faulcs, fantaſtick-humors, and heteroclic-wics, by ſo much 
the moredidrheir courage increaſe to ſurmount'fo hard a 
taske, and ſointricatea bulinelle, and to bring it te ſome 


good palle, 
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Their eAſro/abs being framed,and the Quadrayt finiſhed, 
and the Ship-guide compatle reduced vnco the beſt perfe- 
ion they could , the Congregation derermined ro come 
ynto the at of experience, whereupon hauing made choiſe 
of cight quaint, ſmug, and ſpruce Courtiers, all compleat- 
ly ored with patience (the moſt neceflary biſcuir, commo- 
dious prouilion, and needtull ſuſtenance for thoſe that haue 
the heart tolanch into, and furrow the tempeſtuous Occan 
of the Courts) who, whileſt they diligently prepared them-. 
ſelucs for their voyage, hauing hoſed their ſailes, 2ndonely 
expecting afauourable wind , achance befell impoſſible co 
be belceuedg which was, that a moſt propitious North-gale 
blowing, to which all che eight Courtiers , ſuddenly hoiſed 
and ſpread the failes of all their hopes, onely thoſe of one. 
were ſcene to appeare full ſ\wolne, and profperoully to fol- 
low his voyage, whileſtthe other ſeuen neuer budged from 
their ſtations, E. 

W hich the Lords of the Congregation perceuing , they 
were much diſtracted , eſpecially when they obſerued , thac 
in a Land-nauigation the fauourable winds of the Princes 
goodgraccandopinion didnor blow equally in all chefailes 
of his Courtiers, though all of equall merit and worth. 

And greater was thgr wonder, when the ſaid fauourable 
winde, blowing a new faire ſtifte gale , ſome Courtiers, who 
were prepared tor a bon- voyage, ſpeedily hoiſed, and ſpread ' 
all cheirſheering , chey mighrperceiue one who had neither 
maſt, nor faile, nor tackling, of any meric, bur lay there idly 
hulling in che hauen, to learne ſome praiſe of the Court, 
before he would aduenture himſelfe into the dangers of fo 
croublous and hazardous a nauigation, by the force of that 
propitions winde, was driven our of the port of his reſtfull 
caſe, and blowne roomeward intothe deepeof manage- 
ments beyond his skill or ſufficiency z and with a mot ſuc- 


= cesfullnauigation,, end the voyage, with the purchaſe of 


great reuennues , of rich offices, of eminent honors , 
and of ſublime titles : Anouelty chat ſeemed fo rare and 
ftrangeto all the Pilots, that Magelaner, as one confoun- 
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ded with wonder, faid thus ; 
My honourable good Lords, I would never hauc belce- 


 uedchercſhould bee {o great a difference berweene the Sea- 


nauigation, and che Land-fatling. 

And theſe extrauzgant nouelcies which now I ſee, ſecino 
ſo ſtrangeto me, as they make me greatly codoubr of any 
happyitſue of this our enterpriſe, But, foras much as all 


arduous difhcultics may atlaſtbee overcome with a conſtant 


patience in the purſuit of thern, let vs boldly proceed, 

By this t1me another right vertuous Courtter , diſplaicd 
the ſailes of his faichfull ſeruice,at a faire weſterly gale of the 
good fauour of his Prince, and by the quality. of the ſailes 
tu!l pufr, with the gracious demonſtrations of words, which 
he receiued from his Lord, imagining chat he had goneafar 
journey, afcera long-long voyage, hauing calculated che 
courſe of his nauigation, hee found himſeltc riding at An- 
chor 1n the very ſame place, whence hee hoiſed fſaile in the 
long voyageof his afſiduous ſeruice: The filly and vahap- 
py wretch, hauing continually bin fed with diucrs hopes of 
tallacious expeRarions, without ſubſtance ot any good, 

But aſtranger accident preſented it{elfe vntothoſe Lords, 
when they ſaw at oneſame-inftant a ſtiffe guft ro blow both 
South and North ſo ragingly , from ge adle braine of a fan- 
cafticke Prince, that the vatortunate Courrtiers, tolled to 


 & fro by two ſo contrary winds, could notreſoluero which 


they were beſt co addreile their ſailes, ſo thar diuers vertu- 
ous good men periſhed in that tempeſtuous ſtorme. Ac 
which ſtrange caſe Celumbrs exclaimed and faid ; Nowl 
plainly percciue (my Lords) that the nauigation by Sea, 
wherein theſc extrauagances are neuer ſcene, 15a buſinetle fo 
ſafc, as it may be compared vnto ſuch journies as men go by 
land in Horſe-licters Colmrmbushad no ſooner y:rred theſe 
words, but the Lordsof the Congregation percciued , that 
certaine right vertuous Courtiers, whorodein the hauen, 
were in great dangerto be caft away z the Sea of the Courr 
wrought fo, and was beyondit's cuſtome ſo riſen; and the 
{urges mounted ſohigh, as they threatned a generall nau- 

frage, 
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frage. The biggeſt Cables of the moſt exquiſite Court-pa- 
rience, alchough right ſtrong and tough,did rend inſunder; 
fo thar all was wrackfull ruztne. All which notwithſtanding) 
the skic of the Princes countenance was calme, and his at- 
pe clearc, nor didany other winde blow , bur the gentle 
Zephirus,or Welk of the Princes quiernetle, The mutchicte 
was apparent the breath of the Princes indignation was not 
felr, and yer the miſcrable naujzgating Courters perithed in 
the harbour 

All this raging ſtormenorwichſtanding , an hardy and 
couragious Courtier, who dared to heaue Anchor, & come 
out of the haucn.; and (as cuery man thought) was not only 
nor drowned nor ouerwhelmed for, that bluſtring cempeſt 
which would hauc endangered or wrack't any whatſocuer 
beft praftis'dand skiltull Sea-man,ſerued him in fteed of fo 
proſperous a gale, as inaſhorttimeit brought him vuto an 
hauen of high and honourable dignaties, 

An accident (in truth) worthy ot infiniteadmiration,and 
which cauſed great wonderment and amazement inall the 
Lords of the Congregation. Itſceming very ftrang vnco- 
them, thar in' the Land nauigation, thoſe ſtormy tem- 

eſts ſerued ſome in licu of fauonrable winds, which in 
moR, ſafe and quiet hauens were the diſmall deftrution 
of many, 

Bue another thing ſecmed more wondrous vnto them, 
when in a calme-skie, cleare welkin, and' faire ſeaſon; no 
clouds, no lightning, no thunder, nor any ligne of foule 
weather appearing, there were ſuddenly ſcene certaine thun- 
der-bolrs to fall, which vcrerly conſumed. and burnt two 
moſt vnfortunare Conpriers, Aowhich vawonted accident, 
the Lords of the Congregation weremuchaffrighted, won- 
dring how thethunder-darts, hurled by an irefull Prince, 
were not accompanied witlu thoſc fore-going Lightrring- 
flaſhes and thunder-claps, 2s thoſe be, which by the All- 
powerfull hand'of thegrear God arc hurled at Mankind, and 
which forewarne all Courtiers to auoid them. 

A little while after,they ſaw a Courcier afſailed by an out- 

G19 ragious 
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ragious ftorme of perſecutions ; who after he had long ſtrug- 
led, and ftoutly detended himlelte againſt the muddic fury of 
eheſwolne Sea of his Princes wrachfull indignation, and 
from the furious blaſts of cruell and malicious detraRions, 
 Ieft heſhouldlinkeand be\ſwallowed vp, hee was forced to 
fling all his goods and merchandize ouer-board. And the 
miſerable wretch had already loſt the maine malt of his 
hopes, and his merits had a great leake, and drew in abun- 
dance of water of deſperation, when loe his vetlell ruſhed 
and ſplit againſtche marblerock of the ingraticude of a moſt 
vathanktull Prince, 

Then followed a moſt ſtrange thing, which was, chat af- 
ter ſo diſaſtrous an encounter, the vellell of that Courciers 
ſeruice being ſplit, wrackr and ſunke, the ſtorme of Court- 
perſecutions ceaſed, che Sca of the Princes indignation was 
calmed, and the recke (which had cauſed chat miſcrable 
wracke) was conuerced into a mottiate hauen: the Courtiers 
vellcll but ere-while ouerwhelmcd, of ic ſelte ſtart vp out of 
the waues, more faire, more ftrong, and in better plighc, 
than cuer it had beene before. And the merchandize of his 
merits of it ſelfe was laded againe, which nor long after, he 


vtrered and vented at a very deare rate z trucking and chan- 
ging che ſame tor great dignicies, eminenc titles, ang rich 


reuenues. | 
This accident ſeemed very ſtrange vaco the Lords Pilots, 
and vntoallthe Congregatien, nor could they ſufficiently 
wonder how.it could be poſlible,that inthe land-nauigacion 
the moſt vnhappie wrackes of ſome, might ſerue as great te- 
licities to ochers, p70 | 
- Now the Congregation continuing in trying of new ex- 
_ periments, enioyned a ſly-witty Courticr co hoiſe and dil- 
play the ſailes of his talent towards a wind :that blew from 
South, and happily failing,and keeping towards the North, 
afrer many dayes ſayling che Pilot-courtier deſirous to ſce 
where he was, he wich his Aftrolabe meaſured the altitude 
of the Pole of his mericzand to his great wondermentfound, 
chat hauing continually kept the prow of his faichifull ſer- 
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uicetowards the North of his Princes interrefſc, hee had 
made his voyage Southwares Of ſo ftrange a diſorder, the 
Courtier at firit accuſed himſeltc, that (as hee ſhould haue 
done) he had not ſteered the helme of his faithtull minde to. 
wards the North of his Princes good ſcruice.But when both 
with his ſailing-card,and with his ſhip-guide compalle in his 
hand, he aſſurcd himſelfe, that he had eucrmore guided the 


ſhip of his ations in an cuen and honeſt line, he E tcgan per- 
ceived, that the errour or miſtaking of his vnluckie voyage . 


| nog ſo, becanſe the North of his Princes aftcQion had 


uffercd it ſclfe to to be turned towardsthe South, by certain 


wicked and malcuolcnt whiſperers, which he hath alwaies 


abouthim. 
Then YVeſpuces, Gama, and other Pilots, beſought the 


Lords of the Congregation, to giue over the bulinelle, as a 
deſperate cure; andſaid, thatnothing yeelded the nauigati- 
on by ſea more ſure or ſafe, than che 1mmutcabilitie of che 
North-ftarre, W_— 

And that by thelaft moſt vnfortunate experience, it ha» 
uing cuidencly appeared, thatthe mindes of Princes (which 
are theinfallible North-ſtarre of land-nauigation) ſuffering 
themſclues ſo often and ſo calily to be turned, remoued, and 
circumgired by lewd and wicked people of the Court: to 
aduentureto ſaile the tempeftuons Occan of the Courts, was 
a reſolution not fitting wiſe men, but deſperate perſons. 

In this interim the Lords of the Congregation might ſee 
a moſt eleganc ſpruce Courtier, who forthe ſpace of more 
than threeſcore yearcs had ſo happily failed, both in the 
Court of Row-, and in others, that 0a had not only ſurmoun- 
ted ourragious ſtorms of ruchlefle blaſts and boiftrous winds 
of perſecutions, but had euen ſhiucred and broken the very 
ſame huge rocks, on which hehad ſplit & wracke his vellel , 
bue that afterwards, when withgynoft pleaſant gale,and pro- 
ſperous wind, on che height of his felicitic, he purſued his 
courſe, onely tor that heynfortunately hit ypon a ruſh of an 
1mpertinencic of a baſe Carch-pole, he was veterly caſt away, 
An accident which cauſed ſuch diſtraction in the Congrega- 

tion, 
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tion, that the Lords 1oyntly reſolued, ro have butone triall 
more made (and then bequiet) by a Courtier, that was rea- 
dic to fer ſaile; and him they commanded to hoiſe and 
ſpread all his ſailes : Burſo ithappened, that whileſt he held 
on his ceurſein a coaſt, deemed of all men,moſt ſafe and dan- 
gerlefle, his ſhip vnheedily, or by chance, hitypon arocke, 
and was wholly ſplit and wrackt, which the Lords of the 
Congregation ſceing, they all bicterly bewailed the igno- 
ranceand ynheedinelle of che Courtier g for ſo much as hee 
could not auoid that rocke, But he made maniteſt demon- 
ſtrationrothem all,thatir was not markedin the ſailing-card., 
Whereupon all the Pilots caſting their eyes vpon great Pro. 
lomey, as1f they lilencly accuſed him of ignorance, hauing 
_ omitred that rocke, which ſo well deſerued ro be marked in 
his Card, and had been thecauſe of fo diſaſtrous a miſchicte. 
But Pro/omey hauing firſt well viewed the place, and conſi- 
dered the countrey thereabour, did cuidently demonſtrate 
vntothe Lords,that no man liuing had euer beforethat time 
ſcene any ſhelfe orrocke in that place, and therefore he had 
not marked itin his Card; but that it ſuddenly grew and 
ſtarred vpin the very inſtanc, that the vpfortunate Courtier 
hit and ranne vpon it. | 
Now the Lords of the Congragtien | ASS that in 
the nauigation by land, huge rockes did every hand-while 
ſpring vp and grow in a moment , cuen in the middeſt of 
fields bed other places ſuppoſed meſt ſafe to benauigated in 
che darkeft nighr, they concluded their bulineſle to bee deſ- 
perate, and their attempt impoſlible, And therefore diſmiſ- 
ting the Congregation, they ſtraitly commanded,that inthe 
perillous Land-nauigation , no man ſhould dare to goe a 
1ourney,except at high noone,and withall,cuery man ſhould 
carry a great Lanterne of wiſdome, with a burning Taper 
rherein in the prow of {proceeding ; morning and cue- 
ning with his b5re knees on the ground, and hands heaued 
vpto heaven, humbly befecching the Maicſty of che euecr- 
luing God, to ſend them good ſuccelle , ſince that for one 
co bring the Ship of his hopes into a Court, as into aſafe 
hauen, 
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hea doth rather depend from the immediate aide and af- 
ſiſtance of God, than from any humgne wiſdome what- 


ſocuer. 


The Lord lohn dela Cafa, haning preſented hu 
quaint Galateo, or booke of Manners vnio A.

H E Right Reuerend Lord, John de/aCa/a, who 
(as wee wrote vnto you by our laſt) was with great 
ſolemnity admitted into Parnaſſus, where after he 
had viſited theſeulluſtrious Poets, and complemen- 
red with all the learned Princes of this Court, hee preſenced 
his right quaint and profitable Booke of Galates vnio Apel- 
lo, which bh Maieftiedid ſo highly commend, chat jmme- 
diatcly, heſtritly commanded, it ſhould inujolably be ob- 
 ſerucd by all Nations. : And ar the ſame inſtant enjoyned 
theſaid Lord cocompoſea Galatea,fince ir was manifeſtly 
knowne, that the Ladies of theſe moderne times, haueas 
much needto be correQed intheir cuill and depraucd man- 
ncrs, as, men, Which Fdi& cauſed grear alceration in the 
peo le ſubic& vnto'Hpole's dominion;; For, it wasncuer 
poſſible , neither by entreaties, nor by menaces, to induce 
the Iſargueſansto be pleaſed to r@cetuceit; and they boldly 
proteſted, that they were rather reſolued to renounce their

Then all the Princes of Italy applauded and embraeed 
Galates, onely they ſaid, that withoart being” accounted 'vn- 
mannerly , they would ber allowed tq chew dn borh f(ides, 
Bur che Dutch murined, and were like to cauſe ſome hurly- 
burly : for they did nat onely veterly refuſe ro binde them-

thatthe Ducchmens exceſſive quifting;' and continuall' be-

chemſeluesz and had likewiſe the heart and grace to main- 
rainethemſclucs in liberty ; adding morcouer, that they ac- 
counted them.bedlam fooles, who did not beleeue, that the 
drunkennetleof the Germane people was the true foundati- 
on andeſtablifhment of ſo many famous Republiks as were 
now ſcene among them, For the ſafcty of a State, and the 
vniucrſall peace of the people, depending onely on the fi- 
delity of the minifters of Princes and Republiks,and on the 
well-meaning plainneſle and ſincerity of cuery mans mind: 
what other more precious iewell could bee defired in the 
world, then continually co ſec inGermany by vertue of ex- 
ceſſiue quafting of Wine,. to vomit forth the inwardeſt ſc- 
crets and moft hidden cogitations of the. mindsof men, 

The Germanes added morceouer,that by Jong expcricace 
they hadplainly diſcouercd, that chey id molt cxquilitely 
well aduiſe &.counſcll their countrey, who by mcans of the 
good ſtoreof wine that they had girunke, having therein 
drownedall priuate interefles, and ſmothered al] Silo dil- 


ſimulation, which ſobricty is wont to begetin others minds; 
the, open-hearted Dutch ſpake alwaics with a ſingle free 
heat, and not as the Italians, and other Nations, yea, the

Fren:h, who hicherto have lined with her 1n a ſupine or ſty- | 


pid carclefnelle, atrer ſo many calamicies endured, have at 
laſt learntro double the barres of their doores, when they 
hauc concluded peace with the Spaniards. 

She 1s moſt carcletſe and lauith of her owneriches, buc 
ſo greedy of other mens, that ſhee carcth not to deſolare 
her Patrimoniall Eſtates, fo ſhee may make conqueſt of 
others. 

She is of ſoſecret and hidden thoughts, and of a minde 
ſo abftruſe and vnſcarchable, that thereis no wit, artifice, or 
$kill of man able to looke 1nto her drifts, Nay, Zimx bin- 
ſclfe with his through-piercing ſighr, cannot penetrate in- 
to them, no not ſo much as the outfide of chem: whereas 
men of a ghimmering or fhort ſight, may plainly ſee into the 
yery bowels of the French and other Nations. 

For he thac ſhall with with 1wdgement goe about to de- 
ſcribe the Genin and cultomes of fo great a Prince(le, muſt

And although that wich the helpe of che libertie of Ge- 
oa, and of the alliance ſhee hath with the Duke of Saxoy, 
ſhee vſech diuers meanes and artifices to contratt them z ne- 
uerthelelle by reaſon of the diueiſitie of the intereſles of 
thete Potentaces,ſhe makes no grearvſe of them. 

This mighty Princefle receiverh no greater damage 
from any, than from her chicfe Spaniſh Officers, whom

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Eſter day morning, two houres before day, the re- 

Y nowmed Monatchie of Spainein great ſecrecic de- 

pirtcd from Parnaſſus, ina Caroch with ſix horſes, 

hauingtaken but a few followers & cofifederaces of 

her Court to attend her. Her departure hath miniftred no 

{mall jcalouſic in 21] this Dominion, bur more eſpecially in 
che Manarchie of France, who was much moued therear. 

Andto finde out what way ſhe had taken,preſently rooke 
>oft, andfollowing her c1as, ouertooke her cucn as ſhear- 
riuedin De/pbes betore the Oracle of Apollo, vnto whom 
che Spaniſh Monarchiepreſenting herſelte ( as they report 
that were preſent) ſhe propoſed this queſtion, 

Oh eternall and bright lampe of che world, the right eye 
of heauen, who art the bringer not onely of the day, but of 
all goodnetlc vnto mankinde, 

Thou knoweſt thar long ſince , all my thonghcs have bin 
adadreiicd vnto thatvniuerſall Monarchie, vnto which none 
eucrattained butthe Romane people, Thou knowelt the ef- 
fulion of blood; and the protuſion of treaſures that I haue 
cauſed and ſpent, to reach vnto the goaleof my intention.

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HE moſt Mighty King of Spaine, Philip the ſe= WT 
cond, who (two moneths lince) arriued in this | 
Court, could not before yeſterday bee admitted to | 
make his publikeand ſolemne entrance. The rea- 
ſon hath bin, becauſe that in certainecriumphante Pageantcs 
which the Spaniſh Nation hath with royall medals view 
creed vnto him,there were fairely written, theſc words z 
Philippo ſeenndo Hiſpaniarum; virinſque Sicilie, & India« 
ram Regi Catholico, Italie pacts eAnltorifelicifſine, 
Which words, for ſo much as they were ſomewhat di- 
ſtaſtfull vnto moſt of the Icalian Princes , they inftantly re« 
quired that they might be cancelled and blotted ouryſaying, 
that (vpon no tearms) they would neuer2cknowledge that 
peace of Italy from the Spaniards, which themſclucs ſo dear- 
ly , and with ſuch vaſt ſummes of ready money purchaſed 
of the Hollanders and Zelanders. 5 
This Aromaticall conreſtation was long debated and can- | 
uaſtioand fro.

Now in the greateſt heat of this controuerlic,the Queene 
of Italy, with her wonted wiſdome, interpoling her ſelfc, 
appealed the ſame, who having conuoked all her Princes , 
ſhe exhorted them to leaue all vaine oftentations andſpungy 
yauntings vnto the Spaniards, and meditating on reall and 
{ubſtanciall ſubies, continue to feed them with vapou- 
rous ſmoake, 

The Horſe-troope, both for the quality and number of 
the Princes that concurred to fauour, ro courr,to attend,and 
ro ferue ſogrearaKing, wasthe molt numerous and the 


moft honourable that cucr was ſecne in Parnaſſus, So was 


this mighty King ranked among thoſe Monarchs,whichin 
the world haue bin more famous for their wifdome and ſaga- 
ci:y , than for their courage or valour in warre. Moreouer, 
che Impreſa which hee caricd in his royall Standard made 
all the learned of this Court to wonder , which was a faire 
painted Writing-pen, by vertue of which ic did cuidently 
appcare by chereftimony of ſome Hiſtorians, that bothin 
the moſt potent Kingdome of France and elſewhere, where 
any fir occalion had bcene offered vnto him to make yſc of 
it , hee had cauſed and ftirred vp more and greaterruines , 
ſpoiles, rapines, wracks, and hauocks, than cuer his Father 
Charles thefift could cauſe or effet wich the greateſt part of 
the Cannons of Europe.

Rackes, Whecles, Halters, Axen, Tortures, Flames, and 
bloody weapons, were true and charitable piety and pitty. 
And therefore they ſhould aH i6yntly beccme Suiters vnto 
Perilles, to deuiſe ſome new kindeof tormenc, as nyghe di- 
lanjateandtearc in pceces that monſter of nature, and yer 
not depriue him of life; tothe end there might never more 
be found a man that durft dare to commit ſo hainous and 
outragious villanies, Ard all chePrinces were ſo moued 
with cthefoulenefle of that endirement, as vaznimouſly they 
al! beſought his Maicſtic to ſhew ſome extraordinary rigors 
againſt thoſe, who by the fraudulent wiles and exorbicane 
trickes of their ſeruants , ſuffer themſelues to ſo vituperous 
and ſhamefull a ſtate, | 

Now for ſo muchas by this vertuous inflance intimated 
by thoſe Princes vnto Apolo, his Maicfties minde was fo

moued eo cotnpunction, tit teares: were ſeene to trickle 

dowae his cheekes, ſome Idiots chat ftood by, deemed this 

ro proceed from the excefue contentation which Apous

ced and foltered char vice, which his Matefty ſo much deft- 
red they ſhould ſhun anddereſt, Bur the wiſett and bett of 
the Vertuous chat were preſenc at that at, knew very well, 
that Apoiia wept and bewailed rhe vahappy blindnetle of 
thoſe incbriated and infatuated Princes , who abhorring 
their owne exceſſes in others, did moſtinftantly require,thar 
thoſe vices into whiah the greateſt number ofchem were im- 
perceptibly, and at vnawares plunged ouer head and ecarcs, 
might with ſome extraordinary and rigorous ſeuerity be prt- 
niſhed. So miſchicuous and pernicious is that reproachfulll 
and dcteſtable vicein Princes to idolatrize £Mipnony, which 
they cxaRly perceiuing , and extreamly blaming in others , 
they neuer ſee, but rather fauour and commend in them- 
ſclues. And whom doe wee ſec fall into this foule fault, and 
ſhamefull errour , but ſach as make moſt oftentation to bee

Whereupon a great 
and goodly Magiſtrall Raw of Lincolne-ſhire, in an articu- 


late bleating voice vttered theſe words z 


That the Sheepe knew very well, chat that Gad,who had 
created all things , had vſed ſo great charity and imparriall 


\ iuſticetowards all ſorts of liuing creatures, as he had recom- 


penced the defeRts and impertefions of ſome with other 
equivalent endowments of vſcand vertue. Sotharin ſo in- 
finite amultitudeef bruit Animals, there was not onethat 
might iuftly complaine to hauc 1n its creation receiued any 
wrong at his diuine Maiefties hands, 

Bue yet ir ſeemed vnto them thar (as afſtep-{ire) hee had 
ſhewed great partiality onely with the Sheepe, forſomuch as 
hauing created them with divers imperfections, it did not 
appeare that hee had endowed them with any equiualent 
yertue by or with which they might(ifnor atTure their ſtate) 
yer at leaſt bee ablero lme inthis world with tharſafecy and 
quie:neffe thar other creatures did. 

For alchough Is diuine Maieftic had created the Hare 
wich wondrous timidity, with ſharpe teeth, and without a

_ dowed her with fuch fagacity of wit, as [hee could with faci- 
liry auoid the wiles , the ſnares or ambuſhes of any wild 
beaſt. And that hee had ſo recompenced the ſlowneſſe of 
the Woluesrunning with ſo hardy an hcart, with ſo keene a 
tooth, with ſocircumſpeRt a genius, as being a terrour to all 
beaſts, hee makes hunſelfe ro: bee awedand reſpeRted of 
men. f 165 Es 

Moreouerit euidently appeared, that his Maicſty had vſcd 
the ſame charity vnto theFowleand birds of the aire, ſince 
chat vnco thoſe to whom hee had denied the ſpeedy .vicof 
cheir feet, he had inrecompence giuen them larger wings, 

and a ſwiſter flight , namely to Pheaſants, to Parcridges,and 

ro Quailes, who in requatall of their ſhort wings ing traine 

{eathcrs had the nimbleneſle of their feet. And that the fil- 

ly Sheepec onely , hauing bin created with ſo blockiſh a ſtu- 
pidity of wit, heartleſſe, ſlow-foored, and without thoſe 

keen biting teeth, with which other bealts make them(clues 
to be awed andreſpeted, 

They thought themſclucs forſaken and reiefted by that 
divine Maicſty and charity that had manitefted ſo great dile- 
ion and louingnetlc, euen ynto wild, fierce, and hurtfull 
Beaſts, 

The ſaid goodly tall Raws added moreouer,that to fill y 
the meaſure of the incomparable calamity of the harmlctle = 
and difarmed ſheepeghis Maiefty had allotted che Lions,the 

'Tigres, the Beares, the Wolues, (being the moſt cruell and 
blood-thirſty Beats chat wander vpon earth) to bee their fa- 


_ tall and implacable enennes.. 

So thar ic ſcemed chat the poore Sheepe were created only 
to fced and to bea prey to thoſe enraged and furious beaſts, 
that know not what faticty. meaneth, Hee.ſaid moreouer, | 
that vnto the vaſupportable injuries which the Sheep non z 

ue 
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ed daily from their enemies, were lixewiſe addedthe out- 
rages and mifuſages which their owne Shepheards continu- 
ally heaped vpon them ; all which proceeded becauſe they 
were ſo diſarmed & weaponles:For,ifthey might be ſo hap- 
py,as but once 1n ren yeares, if not tor revenge , at leaſt tor 
corre&tion, vponcertaine occalions, to haue teeth allowed 
chern to bice ccrraine cruell and indiſcreer Shepheards , who - 
milkethem without charity, and ſheare them without diſcre- 
cion, peraduentute they ſhould bee more kindly and better 
dealc withall; And their Shearcrs, or rather Shavers, would 
more gently handletheir Sheares , and not hurt or teare 
their sKk1nne. | 

Andtherefore the whole kindeor raceof Sheepe, that 
they may no lenger bee the load-ftoneor ſubict of moſt 
wailefull oppreflions, doe moft inſtantly beſcech his ſacred 
Maieſty, to haue jong teeth and ſharpe hornes granted chem 
to bite & gore their cnenucs, that ſo they may become more 
reſpeQed and better efteemed, 

To:this rammiſh requeſt Apollo anſwered with a blith and 
chearefullcountenance, that the Sheepehad made a requeſt 
ſuicable and worthy their ſilly fimplicity, ſincechey know 
not how amony all the foure-footed Creatures that live vp- 
en the carth, no one can be found more fauoured and priui- 
ledged than they ; for, whereas others-are wich number- 
lefſe cares and infinite dangers enforced to ſhift and ſharke 
for food,diuersof which areconftrained co imploy the nighc 
(ordaincdfor {lcep and reſt)to feed and ſuſtaine themaſcelues, 
as not daring to beſecne by dayzonly tor the Sheep, euen by 
men (who arc Lords oucr all wild beaſts, and polleſſors of 
the earth ): Paſtures and Fields are prouided, reſerued, and 
wich carcfulnefle and labour hired, purchaſed, and manured 
at excefſiue and deare rates. 

And thatin darke and ſtormy nights, in foule weather, 
and at all times, they alone were carcfully provided for,cha- 
ritably ted,tenderly watched, anddiligently guardedin their 
folds, yea, and defended from cheir hurtfull foes And 
whereas-other creatures were continually hunted, chaſed F 

| and: 
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and purſued by many ſorts of other rauenous wilde beaſts, 
and entrapped bythe wiles and deviſes of men; for whoſe 
deſtruction infinite people apply chemſclues to nothing 
morechan to weaue nets, to frame toiles, to lay ſpringes, to 
ſer rraps, to hide giones, to dig pit-falls, andco breed, to 
teach, and to feed dogs. 1 
Onely the Sheepe by an cſpeciall graceand prerogatiue, 
enioyed the noblepriuiledge, ro haue men labour ſo indu- 
ſtriouſly for them, and to ſhicld them from fo infinit dan- 
gerszandthat the Creator of this vniuerſe had made demon- 


| tration of eſpeciall predileion towards the whole race of 
'Shcepe, who in licu of rauenous tceth, goring hornes, and 


{wittlegs , had graciouſly granted them che powerfull and 
ſubduing weapons of rich wooll, of nouriſhing milke, of 
daintycchecſe, and of diuers other ſorts of vnualuable ri- 
ches, wich which they fo foreftalled and pollciled theloue 
of men, that for the endcared charity that they beare to all 
Shcepe, they vnceflantly hunt, chaſe, purſue, and deſtroy 
Wolues, Tigres, Beares, Foxes, Lions, and all other wild 
dv rauenous beaſts, which louenor Shcepe, with all man- 
ner of armes, rapine, or bloody cruelty. 

And how by reaſon of the ſingular gifts and incompara- 
ble benefics chat Sheepe bring co all mankinde, being repu- 
tcd the onely deliciouſneile, delight, and wealth of man, it 
came to palle that they were themoſt numerous race or kind 
of creatures that liue vpen the earth ; fotharthe Sheepe be- 
ing nouriſhed, ted, cheriſhed, guardedand defended by the 
vigilancy,care,coft, paines, & charity of chejrShepheards, 
they ſhewed themlſclues very limpleand fooliſh in deliring 
ro haue deuouring ſharpe teerh, and long goring hornes. 
And at laſt 4po#s ſaid, That concerning the leuerity.of ſome 
Shepheards in milking and ſhearing of them, they oughr 
to vic no o:her weapons to reuenge themlclues, than choſe 
of dutifull obedience and humility , with yeelding them 

tore of wool, plenty of gulke, ahundanceof cheeſe; and 
aboroell,co ftucy tertiliry andtiumdfulndle.

.. All Secrates his houſhold hath this morning bcene im- 
priſoned, from whom no other light or confeflion can be 
wrclted, but chat ſome daies betore, Socrates was ſcene and 
obicrucd ro be much znguifhed,grieveg,and perplexed, ſtill 
ſeeming to teele. ſome, griete of minde z, for be was diucrs 
times heard Jamentably to exclaime, Qh corrupted warld ! 
Ot depraned age! Oh moſt-moſt unhappy mankinde ! 

Apollo, who hath telc an extraardinaty ſorrow for.the 
lofſcot ſo great a Philoſapher, hath ftriftly commandedrhe 
body,to begpened, to ſee whether his bowels and eqcrailes 
yeeldedany ligne or likelyhood of poyſon, which being 
done, all his interiors were open, whereby it was cuidently 
perceined, that Socrates, by reaſon of the infinite filthy 
things, cnaormous abulcs, and ſcandalous obieRs, which he 
was compelled daily to view and. behold in-this depraved 
and corrupted Age z and for hauing taken a. great windj- 
netle of ſcandals, hee was forced to burſt. Moft rich and 
ſumptuous haue the funerals beene, chat were celcbrated for 
fogreata man. 7 
And Harows Twlirs Cicero (a moſt affetianate fauourer 

of the Sorratihe SeR) with an excellenc and elaborated ©-

morie ot their honourable actions inthe world, termed by 
the name of a glorious conquelt the vſurparion of a king- 
dome, made by a mighrie Prince, withourany iuftice, righr,* 
or lawtu'l pretence. 

Which ſpecch being preſently reported vnto Apo//o by 
one of thoſe wicked and make-bate ſpirits, whereof the 
Aite, and che Earth is euer full ; His Maicſte fcll into ſo 
pafiipriare'a rage againſt Natal, as at that very inſtant he 
cauſed him to be put in priſon, and at once vſed the rigor, 
ſtraitly to forbid him, for the ſpace of three whole yeares, 
the ingrefle into any Libraries, | 

And howbeit 4po/ls haue moſt importunately beene ſol.

of Europeare weighed ina payre of Scales,by 
Lorenzo Medici, 


afcer theacquiſicion it had made' of the Empire of all 
[taly , could in a ſhort time arriue to that Yierſall 
Aonarchy,which is yerſo famous to the world, and 
whereunto many ambitious Princes haue fince in vaine a- 
ſpired,it hath beenc a generall recciyed opinion, That thac 
Potentate,whoin State and Forces 1s ſuffered to grow, vnto 
ſuch greatnelle,that he findceth no other Princeable to coun- 
tcrpayze him,no more then the Rowar Commonweale did, 


Q Ecing 1c 1s apparenc,that the Rowan Common-weale,. 


after ic became Commander ouer /raly , cannot poſſibly bee 


impeached 
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impeached : from ' obrayning-the' Yniver/all Mſonnrehy. 
W hereupon thoſe Empizes and: Kingdomes, which were af- 
terwards framed out of the pieces of the Rowan CHorarchy, 
to auoyd thoſe: calamities and diflolutiens, which fell vpon 
ſuch Potentatesas were oppretied by thie Reoway Forces, out 
of moſt wholeſome,and a}moſt diumecounte}-agreed toge- 
cher, that every fifceenth yeare, all che Princes of Exrope 
ſhould afſcembleinco one place; where cachiones Forces 
ſhould be ſcucrally weighed 5 and thereupon fit 'cornter- 
poyze,and due mortification. be giuen'vnto him , that was 
tound to be growen toany:greatnelle, which might be odi- 
ous and dangerous to his' Competitor. - 

Many great Wits werefromtimeto cime preferred to that 
honourable charge of gonerning the Scales ; bur for an hun- 


drceth yeres paſt or thercabour, 'chey were managed by che 


Illuſtrious Houſe of ' Medici, and in particular by Lererzo 
the Great. Which prerogariue, although co many it ſeemed 
preiudiciall ynto the Maicſtic of the Popes, and prudence of 
the Yenetian Senate, who hauc alwaies warthedzifnor more, 
at leaſ-wiſe equally with Lorenzo,andche Florentine Come 
mon-wealc,to maifitaine both in /tatyand abroad, the For- 
ces ofthe Potencates' of Exrope enen'” ballanced , yet with a 
marucllous conſent ofall the Hiſtorians the gouernmene 6f 


the'Scales was. giuen into the hands of Sigmior Lorenzo. 


Theftt day of A#gu/?,themall the Princes 'and Poteritatcs 
of Eprope,atiembled in Fhoci,not onely to meet with ſo im- 
portant a bulinefle asthe perfe knowledge of their owne 
affoires, but thar alſo of others, which in matter of State im- 
portech much more, Whereupon by an ancient and' joft 
prerogatiue;the firſt that =. ro be weighed, was the Arifro- 
crtical Monarchy of the eAptftolike' Sea; whoſe' temporall 
State was put inco the Scale; and beeauſe the weight of the 
laſt filreenth yecrewas bur fixe Millions of pourids, and How 
Was found to amount vnto ſeuen-and' zn halte , © euery 
one knew, thac che 2ddirionof the noble Dachy of Fehr g- 
r« had cauſed that increaſe. The nextthar was*put As 
Scale,was the Starc of ihe ſeucn Princes Eleterr of the Re- 
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wen Empire,which by old/Recordy appeareth to have weigh- 
ed in times paſt ſcuency Millions of pounds; bur ſince, by 
che indiſcreec gouerament and courſes of many Emperours, 
chat Juſty complexion, which made it cuermore redoubted, 
' Was ſo {poyledythatitfell into thoſe dangerous and foule in- 
firmitics, which afteralong Quartance, tound'end in an; He- 
Eticke Feuer,thar hath now ſo conſumed itzas our ape behol- 
derh it Ictt wich nothing but very skinne and bone. How- 
beir,chongh it be ſo much decreated in Stare, yer the great 
bulke 1c hath of body, makerh irinſhew very goodly ro.look 
vpon zthe rather, becauſe cheintrinfecall umperfettions are 
nor diſcouercd: for many good) perſons with the ancienc 
Ticles ot che Empire, and Maicfticall name of Ceſar, have 
beaurificd it very exccllencly without , burwhen it cawe to 
be weighed, it was found quite empty within za fearher not 
being fo lightzas thenameota, Prince wichour! authorityi'is 
Vaine ; whence it is that the Rewar Empire proucd fo weake, 
as it weighcd but 480 pounds. Then the tamous Pceres of 
Prance brought: ynto the Scale the flouriſhing and warlike 
French Monarchy za ſquare of five hundrechand fifry miles 
euery Way, repleniſhed with an-infioice Nobletſe , armed on 
horſebacke,which nat .onely maintaineth peace at home, bur 
mak<cth ſo greata King formidable to all the Nations of the 
carth ; be{ides 2 world of learned men which adorneir, Mer- 
chandiſc and Trades which enrich it ; Tillage and Husban- 
dry, Which make.t plentifull, and abounding with every 
good thing. The ancient weight of ſo famons a Mowarchy 
was tweaty Millions of pounds z buc in the laſt fifteenth 
yeeres weight,by reaſon ofthe horrible calamiities , wherejn- 
fo (by thed.:fleyalty of ſome o&her Barons) ſhe was thrown,

aſſured chemſclues,that with the addition of ſo many other 
Stares,they had befides ropurinto the Scale, not onely ro 
equall,bur farre to:excced the frue and 'twenry Millions of 
the French Monarchy, Wherefore inftancly they pur inco'che 
Scale the flouriſhing Kingdome of Naples, which euery one 
chinking would increaſe che weight atleaſt 2 Millions more, 
| trappeareth,thar chen ir weighed leiſe by one and an halte:ac 
this{trange acccident the Spaniards being much amazed, 


ſaid, Thar either Lorenzo had vicd ſome fraud inthe weigh- 


ing,or that of necelfirythe Scales were nor-cuen ; becaule it 
was a monſtrous thing, thatthe addirion of watrer ſhould 
abaccof che weight, -Whereunto Lorenzo coldly anſwereds 
T hat his Scales were even , butthae neirherrhe /ndiaes void 
of Inhabucants,nor che Neopo/itanr; & Mulaneſe.which were 
ſo farre diſtanc from: the Forces of Spaine , and repleniſhed 
with a pcop!e, which ſo vnwillinglyſupporred the command

Hereupon the Spaniards added the Dutchy of Afilan in« 
to the ſcale, which in like manner abaccd amnnllion of the 
weight ; whereatalſo che Spaniards were ſomuch aſtonied, 
that they would not put Flanders into the Scale:, fearing to 
receiuea greater diſtafte andaffront. Howbeit ſome ſaid,that 
if they had pur in the /zdiaes, they might haue wroughe 
ſomegood effet, bur net thoſe miracles which certainela- 
uiſh rongues haue delivered z who with che ſame facility 
talke of milions of Crownes thar the Furnace men make of 
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very brickeandayle,, Then came the Engle Lords, who 
pur1nco the Scale cher Kingdome;, fo much redoubted for 
the ſtrength: of - the wonderfull {uuation thereof z for the 
continucd:mountaines which compalle ic abour, ſcruing for 
walls , made by che very powerfull hand of God in forme of 
 bulwarks, and the Ocean for moſt profound Dirches,make 
x a Kingdome feared, in regard of the commodity-ie hach 
to aiſaile others zand the nſuperable difticulties which they 
ſhall finde chat offer to attempt ir. The weight of this 
Kingdome was anſwcrable to chat of the laſt fitreenth yeare 
which amouncedto (ixtcene Millions,” But the Engl/+, to 
giuemore weight ro their Kingdome,, would: haue put che 
Kingdom of Scotland into theScalegwhen the Scorriſh Nobi- 
licy with drawne {words1n their hands oppoſed themſclucs; 
treely proteſting, that they would:never ſuffer their councrey 
to beannexcd cothe kingdom ofthe Eg/;/3;for yer freſh was 
the-lamcnrable cxamplc of che miſcries of F/anders, who 
when ſhe ſaw her Earls becomic Kings of Spain, fooliſhly be- 
leeuedthar ſhe ſhould command ouer the Spariardsz whercas 
foone aftcr,nor Spain was ſacked by the Fl:mrmings, but Flan- 
ders by the couctous and cruell Spaniards; and that which 
made vp their miſery, Charles the fifth, che Emperour, and 
King:Phbz/5p his Son, by their continuall reſidence in Sparne, 
of Fl:mwings became Spaniards,The vnfortunate Flemmings 
by: looſing their Prince, of nacurall ſubics, grew to bee 
efteemed ſtrangers, and men of lictle faich, And ſo Flanders, 
thenaturall Countrey of. Charles che fifth, the Patrimony 
of King Ph:lip, became (accordingrto thetermesof modern 
policy) aSrarte of fiue States, and began ro bee gouerned by 
Strangers; with thoſe icaloufics, and with thoſc oppreflions 
of cvſtomes, taxes, contributions, and donariues, as begat 
thoſe bad humours,thoſc 11! ſarisfations, from whence (lince 
hath proceeded that ciuill warre, which after an-vnſpeakable 
rofulion of gold, an infinite effuſion of blood, an incredi- 
le loſle vf honour to the Flemmings, was conuerred into a 
couctous merchandiſe of the Spaniards. Therefore the 
Seors by ſuch lamentablemaiſcries hauc learned , not to per-

mit cheir King, vpon any termes whatſocuer;;' to abandon 
theroyall Sear of his ancient kingdome, for to-place-it in 
a grearer, newly fallen vnto him: 1n which caſc the Scors 
ſhould vader their cruel] enemics the £ng/o,be lureto ſuffer 


all che calamicics, which infcriour Nactions-are wont to en-. 


dureat the hands of the faperiour.. | 
Somethar were preſent arthis At, repert,, how the Spa- 

niards told the King of E£»g/and, that thoſe Srors which had 
ſpoken ſo arroganily in the preſenceof his Maicſty, were to 
be ſeuerely chaſtiſed 5rowhomthe King of England anſwe- 
red, T hat the Spariardr ought not to giue tharcounſell vnto 
others, which had proued ſo pernitious ro chemſclues: 
and thereupon: hauing commanded the ſtay of weighing 
their Kingdome, he allured his Scors, thatere long hewould 
_ giuc chemall polltble ſacisfaction, | 

| After this, the vaſt Orromman Empire was put into the 
Scale z which the Jaſt ffreenth yeare arriuedto the ſumme 
of twoand thirty Millions, but now was found to bee lefle 
than (ixtcene ;. the ftrangnelle whereof madeall the Prin- 
ces Fery much to marue}l; and particularly rhe Yenerians, 
who could not belccuec ſuch afall, whereupon they delired, 
that wich more diligence ic might bereweighed , and itap- 
pearcd, how in that litcle time running berweene the firſt 
and this ſecond weighing, it had fallen eight hundred twen- 
ty and cwo pounds.; whereby it was manifeſt, thac the Or- 
tomren Empire, heretofore fo terrible to the world, now con- 
ſumed wich-luxury, couetouſnelle, and: idlencile, runnech 
headlong to his ruine, which gaue great contentment to all 
thoſe Princes, Neuerthelctle it was obſcrued by ſome of 
the wifeftthere preſenc, that the Spaniards were not ſo glad 
of itas'thereſt ; out of a doubr they had, that the depreſſ1. 
on of the Trwrke, would bee the cxaltation of the Venetian 
Srate, Then came the Polach Senators, and pur intothe 
Scale their Kingdome, which in regard of the ſinall aurho= 
rity the King hath there, & the roo much command, which 
the Palatimes arrogare vnco themſclues, made bur a poore 
reckoning, tor it did not amount to fix millions of pounds, 
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whereas in timespaſt it alwates excceded tweluc. Afrer them 
the Signory of the Councell of Texw put inco the Scale the 
douribing Eftate of the Veretiavr Common-wealth , moſt 
admirabletor the greatneſſethereof, and opportunicy of ſitu- 
ation fitting for all greatenterpriſes,, which wene beyond 
all expeCtarion in che weight, for ircame to eight Millions ; 
the cauſe whereof was ſaid to bee the huge matlle' of Gold, 
which thoſe wiſe Senators info long a time of peace had gas 
thered together into their Treaſury, Next came the Swir- 


_ a#rs,the Griſons, and other free people of Germany, and 


brought their Common-weals to the Scale, -Howbeic the 
Princes required, thatthey might be weighed cach one ſeve- 
rally by ic felfe , wherewith che Germanes were well concen- 
red, fo that ic might be done, But Lorexzs hauing pur che 
Common-wealth of Bafl into the Scale, it appeared, that 
the greater part of the ather Common-weales of Germany 
wereall ſo linked cogether,that it was impoſlible to ſeparate 
chem one from another , which put a many of ambitious 
Princes therein a ſweat, Then the Duke of Sawoy cauſed 
his Scare to be put into the Scale by hisnoble Knights ofthe 
Annonciata, which equalled the weight of che laſt fifteenth 
yeere but Lorenzs hauing added into the Scale chat moſt 
noble prerogatiune of Title , which the ſaid Duke Charles 
Emansell enjoyerh of the prime Souldier of 7raly, it was 
ſeeneto aggrauare the weighra Million foure Sin 44-1 and 
ewenty pounds. After tis , with a pompe and Maiefty 
matchablero Kings, appeared che Duke of Lorraine z whoſe 
State, though litcle,equalled the weight of great Kingdoms ; 


and it' was confidercd chat it fell out to bee ſo by a certaine 


good fortune which that Prince had, to have his States ſo 
happilyſeated , thar hee could cafily putthe Low-Conntries 


Into grieuous difficulties, by impeaching the paflage of 


thoſe ſuccours which the Spaniards condudt thither out of 
Iraly , whereby he hath growne into ſuch reputation, that 
cothe moſt offerer heſcllech for ready gold rhe merchandiſe 
of char his adhering : in ſuch ſort, char after he had dreyned 
the Spaniards, aſmuch as any the denouteſt Frencb Lord a 
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the holy: League wharfocuer ,. ſiding afterwards with the 
French, hee knew ſo well how tochange his coppy., that a 
King of France, ſuchas-was Hevry the fourth, the grear 
Dukeof Toſca, andthe Duke of Adaxroxa were glad of his 
alliance. And fully ro make vp the Spaniards 1caloufic,the 
famous Fenetian Common-wealth, drew into her pay a 
Prince of that Houſe with ſuch affetion, that if that great 
Lady had not made a vow of perpetuallchaftity., and her 
nature (according to the cuſtome of ſome /:d5avs) had not 
beene ftirched vp«he firſt day ſhe was born by the Venetian 
Siguory, moſt icalons of her honour, it was verily belecued 
by many, that ſhe would hauetaken him to husband.It was 
obſerued, that the Duke of Savoy enuied much thefelicity 
of this Prince, bccauſc hee finding himſelfe alſo ſeated be- 
tweene the French and the Spaniards of Hilan, as the Duke 
of L;#raine was-betweene the French and the Spaniaras of 
Flanders, in ftead of ſo many benefits, and ſo many com- 
modiries as fellypon the Duke of Lorive, hee had receiued 
moſt cruell kicks, not onely from the French, then hiscne- 
mies , bur from the Spaniard; his fricuds', ſo thatit wascui- 
dent, the Duke of Sawoy did now plainly fee , howthat pra-- 
iſe of his with the Spaniard was moſt pernicious for him. 
Then came the Orto di Balia,and pur into the ſcale the lou- 
riſhing State of che great Dukes of To/cean, which by reaſon 
of the excellent witsof the Iahabicants , perperuall plenty, 
contirmal} peace,and quiee ſecurity tenivyeth, anſwered in 
weight ro niany Kingdomes. Lorenzo greatly rcioyced, 
whep he faw how vpon the foundations ot thoſe Churches 
and Foſpitals,which he and his Predecctlors inthe time of 
the Floyentine liberty had laid in ther Countrey , their Suc- 
ceflors, according-to the modell left rhem by Coſimerhe 
Great, had afterwards found meanes'to ere ftrong Cytta- 
dels ; whereupon Lorenzo, to make glorious: ſhew of the 
worth and wiſdomeof the Princes of his houſe, added into 
the Scale: the' admirable: vnderſtanding. of [Ferdinand the 
Great,withehe exccffiue weight whereot tt was ſoouerchar- 
gcd, thatthe hagechayne whereby hung brake in m—— 
chat: 
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chacall wene toground. This accident of the Scales lo bro- 


ken, wasan hindrance that orher [ta/ran Princes which re- 
mained could nor be __ ed z whereupon it was conelu- 


_ ded, that comming according'to theancient cuſtome,to lay 


all che Princes and Porearares ofi/taly in ballance againſt 
the Monarchy of. Spaine; our ot the vnimerſall weight ofthe 
Italian Princes, each ones particular would ealily appeare. 
Imothe midit of che great Hallchen was brought an huge 
and cuen paire of Balance, 'whercinto on the one part was 
put all the Kingdomes of the Monarchy of Spaime,and into 
theotherall the Principalitics of Try , andic was ſcene that 
they ſtood in <quall ballance; a matter of great trouble to all 
the /ralian Princes: but whileſt chey concinued in this ago- 
ny, 1twas noted how the mighty. French Monarchy , with 
one onely louing looke which thee gaue to that Ballance , 
wherein the /tahan Principalicies lay, made ic {uddenlyto 
turne on thar{1de. It may not be omicted, how the Spaniards 
ſceing che Dukes of Sawoy, whothe laſt fifteenth yeare reſu- 
tcd co be weighed with the /ra/ian Forces, nowto be put in- 


_ totheBallanceylarto counterpoiſetheirs , 'threatned them 


by biting their thumbs ar them z whereof thoſe Princes be- 
ing aware, witha generoſity worthy cheir vadaunted ſpirits, 
chey ſay thus vnto them Srgnory of Spain,yee can no _ 
teed men with hopes,for now we are throughly poſlciled of 
yourcourſcs : ye thought tohaue brought the Dukes of $a- 
#97,by the cunning of your hopes,toſuch a macne gas to for- 
gcethatliccle bread;web they had in the mouth ottheir ſtare; 
ro reach artheſhadow of thoſe great inhericances of Spaixe, 
whuch:they ſawin the botrome in the water. And becauſe 
the Spaniards complained forthatthe Dukes of Parma, He- 
Aere, Urbin, the Lords of 1irandole, and the famous Reo- 


mas. Barons, Gar tas, (olonefi; and Orfini, which haue the 


Flecce, and are in their pay, were weighed with the /raliar 
Forces g whereas in regard of that Order, and the Perfions 
they reeeiue, they were obliged ro 2dhere to their defignes, 
and co'bethe mmnuſtcrs ot their grearnetſe. Thcy were. an- 
dxcred by thoſc Lords, that they recciued tlie honours Y 

che 
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the Fleece, and inioyed theprofics of thale Penſions, as ho- 
nourable Ladies accept of gitts from their Louers; only in a 
pure way of curteſic, and not with an intent any way to for- 
get what appertaincth co their honour.

Naples, and falling in talke with 
him, after hee had for a good ſpace obſerued the chaine, 
which the ſaid Kingdome of Naples wore faſtned about his 
legge, hetold him, that the manufaQuure thereof being Xſo- 
re/co, he verily thought char he had many times ſcene, and 
handled it ſomewhereecl(e; and a little while after with a 
ſhew of great maruell he aftirmed, that he knewit well zand. 
how it was the very ſame, wherewithall both he, and che 
Hooriſh Kings his Predecefiors had for the ſpace of ſeuen 
handreth yeares held many Kings of Spazre in [eruitude; 
and therefore he earneſtly increated him, to let him vader- 
Rang, how, by whom, and when he was chained 1A that 
manner, A very good eye, and an excellent memory haſt 
theu, Almarſer, (anſwered then the Kingdome of Naples )

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frft | found my ſelfe in che miſerable ſeruicude, wherein 
thou beholdeſt-me, and from which know not wheckier 
cuer I thall be freed ; for in regard of the mighty power, 

 whereunro I ſee the forces of the Spaniards arrived, hauin 
_ veterly loſt all hope of a(ſiſtance, that may be expected from 
men, I know that my ancient liberty ſtandech wholly in 
the powerfull hand of God, who had necd to renuec in me 
the miracles of the Red Sea, if my deltucrance ſhall follow, 
The yeares (replied A/manſor ) contronc well for a liccle 
betore the time of thy ſeruicude, the Spaniards vndid this 
my chaine from abour the leg of the Kingdome of Grazaaa, 
wherewichall afterwards they bound chee. Bur ler ic not 
_ diſpleaſe race, O Kingdoine of Naples, to declare vato me, 
how it could come to palle, that the Spaniards ſhould make 
themſclues Maſters of ſuch a Kingdome as thou art, ſo po- 
cnt, and fo far diſtant trom their Forces. By fraud A/- 
anfſer, (ſaid the Neapolitan Kingdome) did the Spaniards 
get into /taly, for by open force they had neuer becneable 
ro make ſuch notable acquetts; and as thou ſaidſt well, fo 
diſproportionable to their Forces, which were fo far off. 
But hearc, and wonder at the large and grotle conſcience of 
a King of Spaine in matters of State,although he vſed much 
Art to ieeme vnto fooliſh men a very Saint for thou ſhalc 
come vnto the knowledge of a Tragedy, according to the 
rules of my Chriſtian Religion, moſt wicked and cruel! ; 
but according to the termes of moderne Policic, the moit 
aduiſed chat euer any Nation repreſented vpon the ſtage of 
the world, Alfonſo my King, to his veter, and my chie- 
feſt ruine, gaue [/abella his Neece (tor trom this vahappy 
mariage did my diſplantation take beginning) to /obn Ga- 
Jcazzo, Duke of Milan for wife, The minoritie firſt, and 
then the vnſpeakable (lilly weaknetle ot fo infortunate a 
Prince incouraged Lodoxico Sforz.4 to viurpe che Stare vpon 
his Nephew ; Alfonſo, as it behoucd him, ſought co hinder 
that Tyrannic 5 whereof Lodowico being aware, and know- 
ing, that wichour thernine of my Kings,it was not pollible 
for him to arriue vnto the end of his moſt injuſt delire, hee 
tcl 
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fell into that reſolation, which after war ds both to himſelfe, 
to me, and to all the Princes of ray, proucd ſo fatall, of 
drawing the French into /taly, to the conqueſt of me. My 
Kings todefend themſelues from ſuch mighty enemies, cal- 
led to their aide that holy ſoule of Ferdimand King of Ara- 

on their Couſin, who ſhewed himſelfe ſo kindea kinſman, 
and ſuch a taichfull friend, that in ſtead of chafing away the 
French enemies, he diuided me with chem and to ſhew 
himſclfe compleat, a little atter this vahappy diuiſion, hee 
entred inco watrres againſt the French, and having ouercome 
them, he forced them toreturne full of ſhame, and lotle 1n- 
ro their country z whereupon tlic good King Ferdinand 
wichour any ſcruple at all of conſcience became my abſolute 
Lord.;z and then 1t was, that he faftned this chaine abour 
my legge, which thou remembreſt co be the manufacture, 
and wo:keofthy Nation. And | doenot thinke, that in all 
the Chronicles of che Saracens, Ioores, or Turks, which it 
is likely thou haft read, there was euer a more wicked tre- 
chery recorded, done by a King, thar delired ro be reputed 
a manof a good conſcience, and of an holy diſpoſition ; and 
that a little before had receiued of the Apoſtolike Sea that 
glorious title of the moſt Carhohke King. Truly (replied 
Aimanſor )inthe Chronicles, which thou hatt named of my 
Nation, many foules.a@ions commirted by diuers Princes 
__ out ofambittontoraigne, may be read, but this which chou 
haſt recounted of” Ferdinand goecth beyond rhem all. But 
if chouy O. Almanſer, (faid the Kingdome of Naples) did- 
deft with thy Nation keepethe Kingdomeot Granada,chai- 
ned ſo many hundreth yeares; what courſe tooke the Spa- 
riards tor to. freehim ? Thar Voion of the /Kingdomes of 
Caſtle nd Aragon” (replied. \Almanſor ) which followed 
vponthe mariageberweene Ferdinand and 1{abel/a, occalio- 
ned the liberty of: the Kingdome of Granada: a moſt ,vn- 
happy 'Vnion, che which, no lefle than | have done, and 
continually fil doe, the greatett Porencares of Exrope haue 
lamented, doclament, and perpetually with vnfained teares 


will lament as that which is the true and onely root, from 
| R 2 whence 
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whence are ſprung all thoſe grearcſt ſubuerfions of States, 


which vnro this day haue beene ſcene in many parts of Ex. 
yope, bur moreremarkably in /raly, And beleeue me, Nea- 
pelitay Kingdome, that euen ill now might I hauc raigned 
happily in Spazze, if this peſtiterous Vnion had nor oucr- 
rhrowne my greatnelle; for che many icaloulies that raigned 
berweene the Caftilians and Aragorians, were my incxpug- 


-nable Citradels, which would haue maincained my raigne 


here tor ever, Wichall ailure thy ſelte, O Kingdome of 
N aples, that the aids which the Popes gaue to Ferdinand, 
and Queene T/abella, greatly accelerated my taking in, 
Peacc,peace, Aimarſor (taid then the Neapolitan Kingdom) 
for afcer thou wert chaſed out of Spaine by the ambitious 


Spaniſh Nation, the Popes vnderwent fuch miſeries, thatir 
. may betruly ſaid, how with ready money they bought thofe 


cxcreme calamities, wherewithall afterwards they encoun- 
cred z for though the Sea Apoſtolicall were well contented 
co ſec the Aoores driven our of Spare, yet that ſatisfaftion 
was much diftaſted with my {erutrude, which followed pre- 
ſcncly vpon it, the Popes hauing never had any thing in 
greater feare, than that I ſhould fall into che hands of a 
mighty Prince, who might make them live in thoſe perpe- 
cuall jcalon(ics, wherein finding themſclues drowned cuen 
vp to the very eyes, many of thgn, and particularly thoſe, 
thar haue a greater knowledge of things of the world, doc 
not alwates make quier ficeps. A cleare rteftimonic of the 
truth which I ſpeake, was the lamentable and wicked ſacke 
of Rome, perpetrated by the Spaniarar a licele after my ſer-. 
vicnde ; with which ingratitude chey paid the Apoſtolike 
Sca for all they were debtors vnto fr, as well tor the remitli- 
on of the Tribute of Naples, as for the other ſuccors, which 
they recciued in the warre of Granada. A calamitie, that ha- 
uing paft the termes of moſt gricuous miſcries, hath in ſuch 
manger opencd the eyes cuen of menvf the drowſieſt vn- 
derſtanding, that cucry onecommeth clearly co know,what 
It is to oa Batas the Lion our of a zeale of pictie z for the 
Spasiards no ſooner ſawthemſelucs freed from the impedi- 
pn, ment 
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ment of the Aorres of Granada, but that through the am- 
bicion, which they ſhewed in deſiring ro command ouer the 
whole Vniuerſc, not onely in /ralie, bur chroughont all Ex- 
rope, Moſt important icaloulies of Srare, and moſt grieuous 
intereſts of Religion diſcovered chemſclues, infomuch, that 
I haue often heard ic difcourfed by men of moſt vaderſtan- 
ding in atfaires of the world, how peraduenture 1: would 
hauec beene lefle pretudictall for many Princes of Exrepe, 
that thou hadſt raigned ſtil] in Gra»ada, than that the Spa- 
ard; ſhould hauc patlſed mto /raty, to acquire ſuch im- 
porcant States, as at oi day they potlelle there. 

Hereunto may be added the preiudices both publike and 
Priuate, which my ruine hath brought, and continually 
doth bring vnco the raliax Princes, and more particularly 
rothe Popes, becauſe the Kings of Spaire had no ſooner 
faſtened this chameabour my leg, bur preſently they began 
co aſpire vnto the dominion of all /rag;and the quicklier to 
arriue chereunto, they knew very exccllently; how to ince- 
elle themlictues in the differences, which at thar time de- 
pended berwecne che Princes of /taly and the French, about 
the potſc(hon of the Ducchy of Afilan, wherein that top of 
man, Charles the fitth caried himfelte in ſuch ſorc, thar hee 
made himfclfe ro bee knownerthe worthy Nephew of his 
Grandfather by che Mothers fide: for hauing with che for- 

-ces of the /ralian Princes, :chaſed the French out of /taly, 
in ſtcad of reſtoring the Sforzico the State, as it was agreed 
betwix: him, and che confedcrate Princes, with the fraud of 

a thouſand Turkiſh quarrels pickr of purpoſe, which he well 
knew how to inuentagainft.che Sforai, he made himfelfe 

'abſolure Maſter of that fo imporcanca Dutchie.- Stay, King- 
dome of N aptesz and making a point here, (ſaid 4/man- 
for ) ſatisfie me in this: Seeing the noble State of ſila 
was fallen into the:hands of the Spaniards, what hindred 
chem from-renning precipitouſly to the acquilicion of all 

Tralie? and ſeeing thy ſeruicude doth maniteſt ynco the 
world, that the aids and ſuccours-of Princes, ſerue more 
for the bencfir of him that giueth chem, than tor the mw 
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fir of him that receiueth them, why would not the 7ta- 
lian Princes rather ſuffer, that Zi/an ſhould bee vnder 
the Dominion ot the French, than by recciuing aide trom 
the Spartaras, runne the danger of letting that Dutchy (be- 
ing ſo imporcant a member of /caly) fall into the hands, as 
thou ſaidſt it did, of the Kings of Sparme ? The power of the 
Kings of France (anſwered the Neapolitan Kingdome) de- 
tendeth chat remnant of Liberty which remaineth in /ta/y, 
from the ambition of Sparne: torthoſe glorious Kings our 
of che incereſt of their grearneſſe will not endure, that the 
Dominion of all /raly thould fall intaithe power of the am- 
bicious Spari/> Nation, which cannot exinguilh the ardent 
thirft they haue of commanding, neither with che Conqueſt 
of all che new World diſconered by them,nor with ſo great 
a part which they polle{ſeintheold. rn 

Belides, the /ralian Princes, who know the great peri]! 
(wherein they finde they are) of a dangerousand miſerable 
ſeryicude,hauc ſo vniced chem({clues rogether,that alchough 
they be many in number, yer make they but one Body ; 
and the Spaniards; who haue vied, and doe vic all poſſible 
deuices to diſunite them, cuidently perceiue, that they waſh 
a Black- Moore, | 

| But touching the Srate of ray, thou muſt know, how 
it was: iudged more ſecure for the publike Libercy of /ra/ie, 
chat chat Dutrchie ſhould fall inco che power of the Spari- 
ards, than that it ſhould remaine inthe hands of the French; 
who'for that they were ioyningto /rabe, when therein they 
ſhould poſletle any little parc, there would /hau&beene mani- 
feſt danger, that they wouldhave madethem{elues abſolute 
Lords ot the whole ; bur:mrche: Spaniards, iewonld: fall our

then, (replyed thc Kingdome of Naples)that whereas before, 
the Popes werethe terror of my Kings , nowir happenethto 
be cleane otherwiſe ; tor they liueina very great agony , let 
the Vnion of Milav with Naples ſhould one day follows to 
which marke,they obſerue, the Spantards: baue direted the 
ſcope of all their thought 53 whereupon the Spaniards , whoſe 
propernatureitisro make good vicot the teare, whereinto 
they ſee they have pur che Princes their neighbours, haue ar- 
rogated vnto thElelues ſuch authority, in the Court of Rowe, 
that chey vauntthey are the true arbitrators of all che moſt 
important matters whickchere archandJed, Morcoucr, when 
the Kinps of Naples were nor Kings of Spare, the Popes 
with euery litcle menace-of denying the inucftiture , obcai- 
ned of my Kings,Principalities, Duchies, Earledomes, and 
other grea*Stares 1n gitr, buying their triendfhips alſo with 
arriages,and many other forts of liberalitie ; bur now the 
feare being ceaſed, 1t the Popes will make their kinred greac 
with ticles of importanr States, they muſt beglad co buy 
chem with cheir ready money, and theaduifed Kings of 
Spaire ;- belides the precious Gold of intreaties, which 
at any hand they will bee ſure ſhall precede for. a kirſt 
payment , ſell chem vnto them chroughly ſawced, Impor- 
| rant intereſts, and grieuous diforders are theſe (ſaid Alman- 
or) which thou haltrecounted vnto me; but how commech 
it that thon, Kingdome of Naples, which art the Magazine 
of Silkes,the Granary of /raty, ſhouldeſt goe fo ragged, and 
be ſoleane ? Seeing rhe Spaniards, that come naked our of 
Spaine | anſwered the Kingdome of Naples | after they haue 
been three or fouredayes in my houſe,will needs couer them®« 
ſclues 21] over with gold, 1c 13 no maruel] it ] be ſpoylcd, to 
cothe ſo many R19zedemufhns : belides,if thou ſaweſt the 
rapacitie of the Vice-roycs, that ro recouer themſclues are 
ſent vnto me,or if thou knewelt the rapines of Secretaries, of 
thouſand Officers, and other Coyrtiers, which they bring 
along withchem , all thirſty of my bloud, chou wouldeſt 
greatly maruell, how it were poſſible, 1ſhould fatiate the ra- 


ging 
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ging and greedy ſwallow of ſo many hunger-ſtarued wret- 
ches, As tortheliccle fleſh thou ſecſt on my backe,, the Spa- 
#:2r4:; athirme,thatin the booke of a certaine Florentine, who 
hach giuen rules of the crucll moderne Policie, they find 
wricren,that being a Kindome conquered , after the manner 
of thoſe horſes which are kept oncly for races, l ought to bee 
maintained low in che fleſh. 

[ but (ſaid Almonſor then) the Hilaneſs how are they 
mtreared? They alfo (replyed the Kingdomes of Naples )are 
bathed with the water, wherwithall thou ſceft me ſo wer;0n- 
ly this difference is berwixtvs,that in May are drops,in my 
houſe, floods, The true occation of the diuerſicte ot theſe 
intreatings is the quality otthe Lombards diſpolitions, moit 
vnliketo my Neapolitans: for the Nobilitic of the State of 
AHiuanarenaturally phantaſticall, free, reſolute, andfurre 
from that Viceſo proper to my Neapohtars, of flattery , and 
attearion z but ſo bold and hardy,char they darc ſay , how:f 
one onely { remone/ſe ſpirit had beene found amongit my 
Neapolitan Barons,ir would hauchindred that fame forced 
donatiue,that hath brought metro eat bread and onyons; the 
which,alchough with great words, it hath bin often deman- 
ded by the Spaniards in Milan,they haue been as reſolutely 
anſwered,thatthey ſhould rake carc to liuc:Belides,the con hi- 
n1ng of the Griſons,of the Duke of Sawoy , and Yenetians, arc 
che cauſe,that the Kings of Spaine proceed with more diſcre- 
tionin Afilan: for when the Popes managed Armes, I my 
ſelte alſo was for their occalion greatly reipetted. But ſotr, 
Almanſor,yonder commeth my moſtcapitall enemy Don Pe- 
dro de Toledo,wheretore I pray thee withdraw alittle for at 
any hand I would not hauc himtakenortice,that I lament my 
diſgraces hecre with thee ; and tor this onely , were it for ne- 
ching elſe, may I tcarme my ſ{crujctude molt wrerched,in that

Eſterday about eight of the clocke in the Euening, 
the ordinary poſt of Germary arriued at this Court, 
and brought very joyfull newes how S:gi/rnnd 
Battor, Prince of Tranfilrania, was growne lo ina- 
mored of the gracetull Larine tongue,that to his greatglory 
| he ſpake,and wrote with the purity and eloquenceof the Ce- 
farean Rtyle 3 whereupon all the P\ert#oz earneſtly beſoughe 
Apolio,that for ſuch good newes there might be made in Par- 
aſſiu all thoſe demonſtrationsof 105, w®*(toincourage Great 
men to the loue of Learning) were wont to be made,when any : 
Prince becamelearned : Buthis Maieftic, that ſeeth into che 
vttermoſt ſecret of all things,denied thoſe Vert#os their re- 
.queſt,and told rhem that then onely thereſhould be feaſting 
18 Parnaſſ,when out of thefreencſſeof a noble minde,and 
mecre eleQion offtudics, not conſtrained by any neceflitie, 
Princes applyed chemiclues ro Learning zand that they were 
to know, how Prince Batter had gotten the elegant Latine 
tongue,neither our of ambition to ſhew himſclic to be lcar- 
ned,nor out of a vertuous curiofity to know many things,but 
onely out of neceſfitie for his reputations ſake, co corre the 
fooliſh and childiſh abſurditte which he committed, in Gen- 
der, Number, and Caſe,at ſuch time,as in the warte of Zu 
gary,he took thar fatall reſo]ution ro armehimſelte againſte!ie 
. Tarke,for to adhere vnto the Emperour of Germany , whom 
in regard of theſtrong and lively pretenſiors , which he harh 
to the Principalicy of Tranſlrania, hee was to hauein more 
norrour,then ſeuentic Orroman Emperourgs E 
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The Cardinall of Tolcedocs Summa 7s not admit: 
ted into the Library of Parnallus, 
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& || HE 1Iluftrious and Reuerend Frarceſco (ordova, 


Cardinall of Toledo, a perſonage of exemplarie lite, 

an exqu1:ſire Diuinc,and excellent Philoſopher ; hee 

that in his owne perſon honoured the Word of God 
inthe pulpir,morethen any other Preacher whatſocuer of his 
rime,ſome few dayes fincearriuedat Parnaſſiee, having been 
recciued ypon the confines of the State, by Aleſrandro a A- 
les,and Cornelis Mufſo Biſhop of Bitoxto,and all the way en- 
certained at his Majeſties charge. This honourable learned 
man preſented his Writings voto the vencrable Colledgeof 
the Vertu2:4 ; and theſcot Philoſophy were not onely com- 
mended, but admired, as alſo the Commentaries compoſed 
by him vpon the Diuine paſſages of all che ſacred Writers, 
were receined with extraordinay applauſe , and ſhortly after 
they were carried in a pretious Vrne vnder a cloath of 
Eſtate,into the De/phicke Library,and with the name of the 
Author, conſecrated to Ercrnitie, Onely his Summa, al- 
though very learned , was not receiued by thoſe Yertwous, 
who treely told him,thatchere were ſo many Workes already 
ofthat kind in his Maicſties Library, as ſome of them ſeemed 
fuperfluous : for an infinite many of greac Dinines had with 
fach diligence handled marters appertaining to the conſci- 
ences of private men,that they had pur the ſaluation ofſoules 
Into comprimitc, for the onely regard of a ſhillings gaine: 
And that the world very much deſired to fee a complete. 
Summa,compoled vpon the confcrences of great Princes; a 
matter moſt neceſlary forthe quiet of the whole Vaiuerſe, 


and 
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and alcogerher omitted by Diuines 3 wherein thoſe aQtions 
of Princes ſhould be exaQtly diſcourted vpon , with whichſe 
often they put the world into conftulien , flling it with rob- 
berics,all:flinates,and ſvch ſlaughcers of men , that many of 
chem blinded with amburion to raigne vpon carth , haue 
made riuers torunne with humane bloud. 

T he Colledge of the Learned, hearing theſe particulars, 
ſaid, That chey much deliredto haue theſe queſtions diſpu- 
ted and reſolued : Namely, whether Chriſtian pietie will ad- 
mit the ſpeciall hypotheſis, which the violence of the ſword 
hath vſurped ouer others States : Whether a Principabiie, 
chat by Armes and fraud, 1s forcibly raken from another 
-Prince,may be held by onethat hath thetrue feare of God; 
W hether thar courſe of ruling a Kingdome , which is con- 
quered onely to the end ro impoucriſh and waſtcit, that 
{o it may be goucrned without jealoulie, may be pratiſed by 
one that is borne 1n the Chriſtian Faith: Whether the cxal- 
ting of Kc«/cr of State to ſuch an height, that it ſhould tram- 

le vnder feer,as at this preſentit doth, all Lawes divine and 
Dr be nor a more dereſtable and execrablc Idolatry, 
then worſhipping Nabuchadnezzars Image, or the golden 
Calfc. And laſtly,the Colledge ſaid, Thar chen their deſires 
would be itnlly accompliſhed , when there could be founda 
Dinine ſo much fearing God, that with his Writings durſt 
fright Princes as much trom doingeuill,as many others with 
their great Volumes had cerrified priuate men z tor itſeemed 
a ſtrange thing vnto them, thac infinite learned Divines had 
ſo laboured torcafon of the itrift account, which Shop-kee- 
pers are to render,enen for idle words , vnte the Miajcitie of 
God,andin the meane time had omitted ro make mention 
of thoſe exorbitant errours, committed by great Princes ; 
when with their Armics over-running States, they ſend all 
things into perdition, both ſacred and prophane: And that 
with more benefirto mznkind, and cternallreward to them- 
{clues, Diuines might haue diſcourſed ypon the actions of 
Lewis the tweltth, and Francis the firſt, both Kings of 
France z of Ferdinand King of Aragon, and {harles the = h 
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from che Royall houſe of Zarbon, and therefore to provide

the Emperor, whoſe ſoules departed out of this world wich 
the heauy burchen ot halte a million of man-{Jaughters, all 
commiteed by their ambicton to reigne, * and whereof they 
were to gluc a ftrift account to Almighty God : all which 
were matters excceding necet]arie,to the end,chat mankind 
ſo much afflited by the ambition cf Princes, might one 
day receine theconfolation, which with ſuch longing it de-

which had held her, and doc hold her oppreited. By which 
difo:ders, all eccafttoned through the naughty counſell of 
that imprudent Phyſitian , ſhee was ſo exaſperated ag2inft 
him, that ſhe had ſolemnely {worne to throw-him out of the 
window, if to free her from fucure infirmities, he cuer after 
_ ordained her any purgation; And that perceiuing how the 
Paine which ſhe hathat this 1nftant in the Shoulder of F7,/- 
{5nd , was an apparant Zars Gallica, ſhee had 'demanded 
counfell of the fame Phyſician for to cleare her felfe of ir, 
who vamindtull of his former errors, had foolithly ordat- 
ned the ſecond purgation, wholly and altogether like the 
former, ard that therefore being overcome with paine, ſhee 
h:d throwne him out of the window, fo puniſhing him a: 
once for bath the faults hee h24q committed + for it fecmed 
vnta her, thathee had well deſerued the misforiune of thar 
reſentment, ſeeing riat by cheaccidents following, with ſuch! 


infelicity of her Sp2n#xrds, he had notlearned co know,tha: 
purvations made beforetheir time for diſcaſes that are tea- *

red, doe not worke rhoſe good etfets , which cnher the 
Phyſician belecueth, or the patient defireth,

Moſt of the States of the world are cenſured is 
Parnaſlus for thetr errors.

Polls caretull of nothing more, than to ſee the Prin- 
Ac of che world, ſhould in the vpright gouerrment 

of cheir Srates, giue the people ſuch ſarisfation as 

they ought , introduced into Parnaſſus (many ages 
ſince) this admirable cuftome : Thar cuery yeare, the names 
of the chicfeſt Potentates of the carth, written vpon little 
ſcedulcs, ſhould be put into an Vrne,and then being drawn 
forth one by one, the publike cexſor of politicall matters 
ſhould (in the preſence of the ſacred Colledge of the lear- 
ned) record the diſorders, which he had obſerued in the go- 
uernment of their States ; whereupon thoſe Princes were 
bound either incontinently with ſatisfying reaſons to defend 
ſuch chings as were obieCted againſt them, or clſe whhina 
Moncth to reforme them. 

An inſticucion no doubt very noble and holy ; for it hath 
effected, chat in the progreſſe of ſo many ages, ſince firſt ic 
was vſed, Princes haue correRed an infinite of errours : be- 
fides, knowing that they are to bee called to ſo ſtridt an ac- 
count, 1t maketh them endeauour to liue ſo vertuouſl]y, that 
3n the preſence of ſo many Princes they neede notto bluſh, 
Vpon the day appointed then, moſt of thePotentates of the 
 Worldappeared before Apollo: And Count Baldazar Ca- 
ftiglione the Politicall Cenſor , ſaid vnto the reuerend Lord 
Groxannt dalia Caſa, Nuntio for the Sea Apoſtolicall in this 
Scate, which was firft drawne our of the Vrne ; That it ſee- 
med vnto him a moſt ſcandalous matrer, and indced vnwor- 
thy che Greatnc!Ie and Maicſty of the Popes, that in oo 

; y ſhould 
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f10uld be ſeene ſome potent Families , vnto whom it ſerucd 
in ſtead of a rich patrimony to bee dependant on forraigne 
Princes, not very well atfcfed to the greatnefle of the Apa- 
ſtolicke Sea, Which 1n cuery occaſion were apt with the po- 
wer of their Factions to giue the Popes much trouble ; and 
that Re truly ſay, howin all his time he had not ſcene 
a more toule and execrablething , than that which the Em- 
perour Charles the fifth did, when with che noble Charge. 
of the Kingdome of Naples, herewarded the cruell ſeditions, 
and ſhametvll treacherics , which the Cardinall Pompeo { «+ 
lonna, vicd againſt the high Biſhop Clement the ſeuenth, 
Then the Lord Gioxanni demanded of the Count, how long 
it was lince hee had conuerſed in the Rowane Court 3 who 
anſwering, Some ſcuenty yeares paſt: the Nuncio replyed, 
that returning thither now he ſhould find, how byrcaſon of 
the abundance of vertjuyce,which the Powpei, Fabritu, Proſ- 
peri, Aſcavy of thefamily of Colonna z the Virginy, and 0- 
ther more principall Barons of the Houſe of Orſina had: ca- 
ten; theteech of their Nephews and Grand-children were 
ſo ſer on edge, that they could hardly chaw their broth : for 
the Popes which had tyed thoſe exorbitances about their 
fingers , knew ſo excellently how to practiſe the Targaizi- 
an precept, that they haue reduced thoſe Poppies , which 
heretofore wereas high as Cedars, to the humble ftature of 
ridiculous dwarffes, 

This anſwereſatisfied the Count, who turning tothe Ro- 
»141e Empire, next drawne outof the Vrne, hee ſaid vnto 
him, Thar the preſent diſorders which were ſeenenot only 
in the great patrimony of the Houſeof Ax//ria, butin all 
Germany, procceded from the negligenceof the preſent Em- 
peror Rodelphws, and thereforchee much deſired, that that 
Maicſty would with more care embrace the gouernment of 
his ſo many Statesz remembring, that Princes, rulers of 
mankind,bore vpon their ſhoulders the heauteſt weighr,and 
had in their hands che moſt laborious worke that any the 
painfulleſt day-labourer whatfocuer could exerciſe, The Cen- 
for was exccedingly thanked by the Reomwane Empire for this 

aduilc; 
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_ aduice z Whereunto with much grauity he anſwered, That it 


was a diſgrace common withall Princes, to be accuſed of 
neglgence,when ſcandals aroſe in then States, shhough ir 
notorioully appeared , that in regard they were occalioned 
by the practiics oft more mighty encmics, they could not 


poſlibly be auoyded by an vnderſtanding Prince. 
Wherefore ic was tobe con{idered, That the monſtrous 


 felicies,whichiche moſt mighty: Houſcof Asfris haue had 


by inheriting with their Matchcs,theStates of Fl/anders,the 
Kingdomes of Spaine, of Naples, Sicilia, Bohemia, Hungary, 
and Portngall,hauegiuen all the Princes of Germany, of 1ta- 
ly,and of Exrope fuch.diobolicall jealouſies, that they hauc 
cauſed both the patled and preſentruines, now beheld in 
cheir ancient patrimony : Whereunto theEmperors,which 
haucraigncd lince Maximilian the firlt of famous memory, 
albeit they were reputed moſt valorous and prudent Princes, 
could neucr after apply any falue, thatdid not infinitely exal- 
perate the ſore of thediſorders of Germany, wherin had con- 
curred ſuch abundance of malignant humours,that itmight 
truly be ſaid,it was immedicable.Further,ic was tobe remem- 
bred, what ſmall authority the moderne Empcrors hauc had 
in Germ4>y,10 that it were not onely a diſcourtelie,bur open 
snjuſtice to wall one , that hach Þ1s hands faſt bound behind 
him,to performe the ats of O»/ando, Morcouer, the quali- 
tieotthe Empire was to beregarded, which being cleCtiue, 
they that ſerucd , had more authority in 1t, then they that 
commanded, Bctides the preſent weaknelle of the houſe 
of Anſiriain Gerreny, from whom ( with theſeditions of 
Religion)the hearts of their ſubicEts are ftollen ; a theft ſo 


 twporcanr,thar they may well abandon thoſe States as loſt, 


wherein ſuch dangerous ſeed 1s ſowen, Wherevpon the 

reſent Emperour {ceing himſclte deprived of che obedience 
of his ſubiccts,defireth cucry one to refle vpon the quality 
of che Coulins,which che Houſe of Auſtria hath in Spaine, 


| and they ſhall find chat the people of e41marze borne for 


their I1bercie,to ſecure themſelues from the monſtrous pow- 
£7 of ſuch a Family, take impious and wrongtull reuenges 
| cucn 
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euen en thoſe, which ſhal not be free fro the ſeruitude of the 


Spaniards,if for thelins of men they ecuer arriue co that point 


of commanding ouer the World; from which (by themeere 

oodnelle and mercy of God) they are put off as farre, as by 
their manydeuices they haue laboured to come neere it. That 
alſo it was to be thought vpon, how the firſt that in /ralie, 
and abroad, dilinherited with all kinde of irreuerence, and 
diſreſpeR, the Maicftic of the Empire, were thoſe their Cou- 


ſins of Sparre, as clearely appeared by the vſurpation of Fi- 


ale, and other Imperiall teudes by chem potletled. All 


which chings, mouing dangerous humors withour diſſol- 


uing them afterwards, doe cauſe the Houſe of Anſftria in 
Germany,to be cruelly Rog by moſt powerfull enemies, 
whileft the Spaniards with their only menaces ſeeke to pur 
che whole world into ſuſpition and diſtaſte, And for con- 


clufion, he deſired all che ſacred Colledge ro conlider, that * 


ro the miſerable Rerilictie of children, which 1s ſcene inthe 
preſent Emperor, is adio\yned a lamentable fertilitic of bre- 


thren ; one of which incired by the moſt violent ſpurre of 


ambition, hath not doubted ar laſt ro goe about to ouer- 

throw his owne Houſe, which 1s ready to fall. All accidents 
ſo vnahappy, that they would make euen Sa/omorn himlelte 
ſceme to the World a very foole. 

Theſe replies, which to all che Aſſiſtants ſcemed very 
weighty, ſatisfied the Cen/or, who curniag him co the war- 
like French Aonarchie, ſaid vnto her ; How all the YVerezwoms 
of Parnaſſus much deſired of her, that ſhee would rulethe 
furious, vnquiet, capricious, and excecding imperuous diſ- 

olitions of her French, reducing them ro: thoſe termes of 
prudence, adniſedneiTc,andftayednetle of minde, which are 
ſeene in the noble /ratian, and Spaniſh Nations z and how 
ir much blemiſhed her reputation, thar the Kingdome of 
France, which holdeth a firſt place amongſt the moſt prin= 
cipall Monarchies of the World, ſhould be inhabiced by 
men' ſo mfinicely raſh. To this aduertiſement the French 
Amarchie replied, That the Cenſor not well informed of 


the intereſts of her Kingdome, had cenſured tor defefts the 
T chickelt 
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chiefelt vertues,which ſhe loued in her French, F olly,light- 
nelle, vnaduiſednelle, and a precipitous nature were they, 
which had made her fo feared, and tormidablea Queene, be- 
cauſe her French wich vnſpeakable alacritie and forwardnes, 
would vpon the leaſt nod of hers, expole themſclues to 
thoſe penis, whereunto other Princes could not with the 
rope, the cudgell, and the cruelleit kinds of puniſhmene 
compell their wiſe, aduiſed, and circumſpeR ſubiets:; And 
that in the many Warres, which ſhe had held with moſt ya- 
lorous Nations, ſhe had learncd to know, how an; Armie 
tramed of {ouldiers, which had liccle braine, and much cou- 
rage, to that they are Jed by a valiant, and diſcreet Generall, 
doth carry away the vittorie trom thoſe people, who pro- 


felle more circumſpetiion, and. wiſdome, This anſwer of 


the Monarchie of France, was ſomuch che more commens 
ded of Caftiglione, by how much, _—_— the qualitic of 
2 mighty Kingdome, he knew that the French potletled all 
thoſe endowments and vertues, which were requilite in 
a Narion, for to found, amplitie, and maincaine a great 
Empire. | 

T hen the Cenſor turning to the powerfull Monarchie of 
Spaize, ſaid vnto her,how it was euidenc,nothing gaue greae 
ter ſatisfaction to all people in general], bur more parcicular- 
ly ro thoſe which were fubictt co ftrange Nations, than the 
humanitic, and affable cariage of ſuch as gouerned them ;. 
whereas ſhe ſending to the gouernments-of Naples, Milan, 
and Sicilia, none bur hcr owne Spariards, they with their 
ordinarie Caſtilian (tarcline(le, and: inſupportable Spani 
pride, without all compariſon far exceeding thar, which 


_ the Kings of Sparne themſelues eicher could, or would haye 


vied in thoſe States, did ſo exaſperate euen their good and 
faichfull ſubics, chat the Spam Dominion was growne 
infinitely odious : And that further, both in weighty, and 
fleighe affaires, hee defired more quicke expeditions (from 
her, fecing chat by her roo much delay, and perplexitie in 
che deliberation of importantmarcers, ſhee had loft many. 
fairc occaſions, that had preſented chemſelues vnto her, - 

eng 
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the inlarging of Her Empire. The Monarchy of Spaine very 
much chanked the Cerfor. for the aduertiſements he had gi« 
uen her, and in her excuſe anſwered, how that honourable 
Gentleman, which had a young witc, beyond all expre({ton 
faire, but of a diſpoſicion inclined to laſciniouſnelle, ſhould 
ſhew himſclfe very diſcreet, if he dcfired, that a proper han- 
ſome ſeruant, whom he kept irfhis houſe, ſhould be rather 
exiremely hated, than any whit affe&ed by his wife: and 
that vnto the delay in the reſolution of her affaires, which ſhe 
knew to be vitious and preiudiciall, it lay not in her power 
to give remedic: for almighty God having not without 1m-+ 
- Portant occalions created her Spaniards wholly, and altoge- 


cher quite diffcrent in diſpoſition from the Frevch, whileſt 


they in the deliberation of bulinelles, were rather precipi- 
cons, than execuriue, ſhe jn her being ſo ſlow and irreſolute, 
| obeyed the wilt of God, who would haue it ſo. 

The next drawne our of the Vrne was the Monarchie of 
Po/ard; vnco whom Count Baldafar ſaid, How all the Prin- 
ces of F wropi cn:d have withed, that the preſent King Si= 
g:{mond had vied cow.rds thoſe feditious Nobles, which laſt 
rebciled aganit him, ſome ſcueritie worthy ſo grieuous a 
faulc, only tothe end, that by their example, 7 Lords 
might haue beene dererred from committing the like, To 
tl.is the Pelzob Monarchy aniwered, That thoſe chaſtiſe- 
ments giuen to the Nobility, which in an hereditarie State 
would be commodious, haue alwaies proucd in her ele&iue 
Kingdome pretudiciall : And how that Kingdome, which 
another rece1uech in gitt from a Nobility, in whoſe power 
is the cleftion of the King, cannot without cuident perill 
of falling from hisgreatnetſe. be gouerned with thatrigour, 
which 1n other hereditary States is neceffary ; for that Se- 
nate, which out of an ele&ion of loue giucth another a King 
dome, it it be prouoked by the powertull pafſion of hate, 
knoweth alſo how to realſume ir, in regard well-:duifed Se- 
nators arc Wont to reſerue yato themſc)ues thoſe necetla 
inſtruments, whereby vpon cuery occaſion of cuill ſatisfa&ti- 
on, they may recall their vſcd liberalicie ; And that the pre-

ſent King Sig;/mond being the firft of his Houſe, which had 
raigned 1n Poland, hee was to dire the aime of all his 
thoughts to no other ſcope fo much, as byan extraordinary 
1ndulgence to win the hearts ef the Nobilitie of his State, 
that fo with a grateful] memory of his clemency, he might 
perpetuacethe ſucceſſion of ſuch a Kingdome in his Bloud. 
An aduertiſement molt neeeſary for Srgiſmond his King, by 
zeaſon the Polachs, although their King be eleftiue, doe ne- 
uer defraud the Royall Bjoud of the tucceſiion, it hee thae 
raigneth, can tell how to get the generall Joue of the Nobi= 
lite. For the Po/ox4ars being a Nation, thatknow nor how 
ro liuc in an abſolute liberty, doc ſo abhor all manner of 
ſcruitude, that that King among them (a matter common 
ro all cleiue Princes) ſhall be moſt oculariue, and vigilant 
in the matters of his Statc, that leaſt ſeemeth eitherto ice or 
know any thing, Not only che Cexſor, but the whole Col: 
ilcdge of the Yertxors, admiticd the 1uſtification of the P o- 
lach Monarchy for excellent. 
Hereupon the Connt turning himſelfe to the vaſt 0r- 
 toman Empire, ſaid vnto him, Thatthe cruelty which hee 
vſed, enely vpon light ſuſpitions, againſt his chiefeſt mini- 
| Rers, was held byallche world to bea bloudy courſe; it be- 
Ing a recejued opinion, that men of extraordinary valour 
and merit, ſhould not be laid hands on, but for great and 
proued offences: And that when the Orroman Princes did 
eucn iuftly takeaway the liues of their minifters, the cuſtome 
of ſeizing vpon their Eſtates to their owne vſe, and thereof 
vtterly deprining the children, did ſcandalize all good '1u- 
ſice, becauſe it ſcemed, that with ſuch cruell rigour , the 
Eſtates,racher than the faults of the delinquents, were hun- 
rcd after, To this.ſo open — Otteomay Em- 
 Pircanſwered with admirable grautty, That he was growne 
co that greatnetle wherein he was ſcene, by the onely two 
moſt powerfull meanesof reward without mcaſurc, and pu- 
miſhment without end.; And that the ſole foundation ofthe 
quiet of euery State, being placcd in the fidelity ofthe moſt. 
3mportant Miniſters, Princes were not to-ſecke any thing

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with more care, than with immenſe rewards to allurethem 


vneo faithfulneſſe,and with infinite puniſhments to terrific 
them from trecheries : That thoſe miniſters which haue in 


their power, the Forces, Command, and Gouernments of | 


Srates, not being able to erre, but in moſt important mat- 


ters, it were the counſe}l of-a foolifh Prince, vpon ſuſpitiens 


of that moment, to arraigne, accuſe, and heare the juſtihca- 


tions of the offendor ; bur in fuch a caſe, the Prince which. 


will runne no danger, ought co cndeueur to ſurpriſe his 


miniſter ypon the ſudden, and to dealeſofecurely, chat che 


__ execution of the /ptiniſhmerr may precede cuen the accuſa- 
tion it ſelfe : That many times it had fallen out, thac he with 
a ſudden chaſtiſement had preuented che conſummacion of 


- moſt foule treaſons: Which refolution,though he acknow- 


ledged to be molt ſeuere, yer he knew it had ſo wrought, 
that there were never ſcene in-his Stace any Counts S*, Part, 
Princes of Oravge, Dukes of Guiſe, a* Aumale, du Haine, 
de Mercure, and other foule monſters of difloyaltie,which, 
with the ſhame of thoſe Princes, that with halters,peynards, 
and axes, knew not how to preuent ſuch dangerous offen- 
ccs, haue beenc ſeenc otherwhere: Ir being a rule in mat- 
ters of Scare as common,as ſecure, That chat miniſter, which 
giveth to his Prince the leaft ſhadow of ſnipition of his faith, 
;ncurreth a capitall paine, becauſe thoſe Capraines which 
have the care of Armies in their power, are bound, like the 
wiues of Honourable perfonages, ro live with ſuch purine: 
of minde, that they be free nor only from blame, bur from 
the leaſt ſuſpition of a blame-worthy chought, Thatteuch- 
ing the ſcizure of his Ba/bawes eftates afcer their death, he 
thought he might cruly ſay, that the encertainments, gifts, 
and wealch, wherewithall other Princes rewarded their mi- 
niſte's, in compariſon of thoſe inexhiauſtible riches Which 
he beſtowed on his well-deſeruing Othcers, were vile, and 
poote, as thoſe Royall Treaſures, which Rauften, Maho- 
met, Ibrahin, and infinite others left behind them after 
their deceafe, haue fully teſtified ; That the greateſt regard 


which a Prince ought co have in rewarding his miniſters, 
#.3 conliiteth

conliſtech in pronidiog,thatthevnmeaſurableriches,where- 
wich ke boughtof chem intinice fidelitie , may not: poſſibly 
at any cxme be conuerted-to the prejudice of him, that. vied 
the liberalitie ; That from the grieuous diſorders fallen out 
in the States ot other Pocrentates, he had found itto be a mat- 
cer moſt pernicious vato Princes , that the extraordinaty ri- 
ches lefc by a deſeruing Miniſter, ſhould patle vace his chil- 
dren, nothaurng firſt deſerued ir_( by their veriue, valour, 
and fathers ſaid bdelitie ) of che Prince : That hc had not out 
of coucrouſnelle,as many milindged,confilcated the great in- 
heritances of his BaſSawes, bur thar by the commoditie 
thercof,thoſe ſubie&ts ſhould not be idlc, and conſequently 
vicious,which being deſcended of fathers of notable valour, 
gaue the Prince allured hope they would imitate the ver- 
tucs of their Progenitors: That the gate of his Treaſure ſtovd 
perpetually open to the heires of his Minifters, to reſtore 
chem their fathers inheritances twice doubled, when they 
with their hdelitie and valour ſhould deſerue them and how 
mach theriches of men vicious, and ſubic& to ambition, 
were apt todiſturbe che peace ofany Kingdome, how great 
ſocucr, well appeared by the freſh examples, which he had 
{cene both in Fraxce and Flanders, 

Whilſt the Ozr999an Empire ſpake in this manner, he ob. 
ſeruced that therenounced French Monarchy , with the ſha- 
king of her head, ſcemed to declare, that ſhe no way appro- 
ued thoſe reaſons : whereupon ſomewhat the more moucd, 
he ſaid thus : Mighty Queene, my cuſtome in ſeizing vpon 
the cſtates of my Baſhawer, is profitable forthe greatncilc, 
and quict of my Scare z and in regard of the friendſhip that 
is berwixt vs, would to God, the ſame courſe were obſerued 
in your Fraxce; for you know full well, to what vic Henry 
the Duke of G#ize conuerted theexceeding riches , where- 
withall the libcrall Kings Francs: the firſt , and Hemry the ſe- 
cond rewarded the merits of Duke Francs; his father. You, 
andI,and all thoſethat raigne doe know, how the ſweeteſt. 
bait chat can allure men is a Crowne, and there being no 
man,which for to taſte ncuecr ſo little of it, but would hold it 

: s 
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a great pleaſurefor co expoſe eucn his life co manifeſt danger 
ot lofing it, Princes ovghe ro be moſt vigilanrinkeeping with 
extremelt {cucricie the patſapes thereuntocloſed vp againſt 
all men: nay,they ought ro accomodatetheir aftaires in ſuch 
ſort, that no private mans whatſoeuer ſhould once hope to 
caſte of fo ſweer a thing :Amnd [tell you freely , chat if your 
Duke of G#/z- had in my State bur onely thought char, 
which wich ſuch publike ſcandall he bo)dly pur 11 executt- 
on in your Kingeame of Fraxce, I would the very firlt day 
haue giuen him thar blow, whereunto your King Henry the 
third, alrhough he wereincired vnco it by the greater partof 
the Princes of /raly, could neuer bedrawne, vnill che very 
laſt houre of his ſhamefull diſgraces, and euen at that inftanr, 
when rhe foreot the French vprores was become an incura- 
ble vicer; tor where'ambirion raignectiamong Nobles,Prin- 
ccs are conſtrained to ſhew.chemfelues all ſeucritic', conrinu- 
ally keeping ſcaffolds in readines; & prepared;to puniſh the 
ſedirious and rebellious ;.and their Treaſury open,ro reward 
_ thequier,and the loyall; that Prince being vnworthy to com- 
mand, that hath noc'the” vnderſtanding how to make him- 
felfe be obcyed; neither cari there beamoreſeandaloys mat- 
_ ter-ſcene, nor mer withall ina State, thentharthe Ptince 

thould.l1we in jealoulic of an Officer , which oughe to rrem- 
blebetorc him. Butit is thepropertie of you the Princes of 
Chrittcndome,! making proteſſion of Learnivg ,/ and dire- 
Ating yourtetues by rules of policiezto calle Barbarous;arid 
my ſecure way 6f proceeding; Tyranfiieat; whilſt in the. 
meanetime,yeeſutter your felues ro be reduced by (your He- 
roycall yertues of clemericie, and geniclenefſe, tolhametull 
tearmes of enduring 'vnworchy things. 19205 1227 4 10 
\ Tris nor poſſible: to deliver; How muchthEOrronin Emt-

Then the Ce»ſer, to cur off {o odious a diſpute, turnin gto. 
the great Duchic of XZo/cony, ſaid vnto him, That the moſt 
noble perogaciue of raigning oucr people, which were louers 
of Learning, and excellently Vertuous, was the ſecond 
ainonglt the greatnetſes of a Prince : Whereas he by ſo ende- 
uourtngeco bring yp his ſubjeQsin agrollcignorance,reaped 
no ſmall blame, 1t not much diſrepurarion ; becauſe cuery 
one skorned him, for that, expelling the tamous liberall 
Arts out of his State, he had onely permitted his people to 
learne the benefit of wricing and reading. To this Cenſure 
che Dachic of 7-ſcouy anſwered, That the dreadtull fire, 
which he had obſcrued Learning had cuer kindled in thoſe 


States, wherc it had been admitted, had made him reſoluc 


notco ſutfer in any ſort,that ſo ſcandalous a Cockle ſhould be 
ſowed in his Duchie z for men being che heards of Princes, 
as (heepethe flocks of priyate perſons, it were extreme folly 
to arme thoſe gentleſheepe their fubieRs with the malice, 
which Learning engraffcch 1nto their diſpolitions , that at- 
raine vnto it z whereas orherwiſe,in regard of thatharmeleſle 
ſimplicite, wherewith Almighty God hath created them, 
chey may be comniodioulſly ruled, and gouerned., be-chey 
neucr ſo many in number, by one Prince alone: And how 
he held for infallibletruch., thatift che Germans and Hollaw. 
ders had been maintained by cheir Princes in the (1mplicitie 


of their ancient ignorance, and wicthallic had been prohibi- 


ted, that the pure minde of thoſe N ions mighenor hauc 
beene contaminated with the plague of-Greeke and Latine 
learning, wichour all doubt they had neuer had the judge- 
ment,with ſuch aruine of cheir old Religion, and Seltrucki- 


on of many Princes,that before ruled oucr; thoſe Provinces, 


to know how to frame choſe perfe& formes of Common» 


weales in their countries, whereunto neither the wit of So- 
Oo Gott 
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lon,the wiſedome of P/ars, nor all thePhiloſophy.of Ariftes 
tle could eucr arriue, _ 


| This anſwere ſo moued the {e2/o7, and all the ſacred Col- 


ledgcofthe Learned, that with threatning lookes they ſaid, 
how:hercaſons alledged by the Grear Dutchy of oſcomp, 
were open blaſphemies z and it ſeemed the Learned were rea: 
dy to make good their words with deeds , when che greater 
part of the mightieſt Monarchies were fecne to betake them- 
{clues to their weapons, for defence of the Ieſeonzte 53 who 


growing more audacious vpon the forward aſliftance of {6 


many Potentates, boldly ſaid, It any one would deny , that 


Learning did not infinitly diſturbe the quier, and good go« 
ucrnment of States z and chat aprince might not with more 
facilicic rule a Million of 1gnorants, then an hundrech lear- 
ned,that were madeto command,and notto.obey, he lyedin 
his chroat, The Yertzor vpon this daring defiance grew ex-. 
tremely incenſed, and ſtoutly replyed, That the ZLoſcontte 

had ſpoken with an inſolence , worthy of an ignorant, and 


how chey could alſo proue vnto him,thatmen without lear« 


ning were Aﬀſesand Calues with two legs. x 

Now werethey almoſt ready to goc together by the eares, 
when the Cexſor crycd out, Forbeare, and carry {FS jaw 
to this place, where we are afſcmbled tro amend diſorders, 
and not co commit ſcandals ; whereupon ſuch was thereue- 
rence euery onebareto the Mateſtic of the Cenſor, that both 
the Princes,and the Learned, alchough they were tranſ] por- 
ted wich anger and diſdaine, became ſadainely pacified, 

All being quiet , then the Cez/or {aid varo the famous 
Venetian Liberde,whichnext was drawen out of the Vrne, 
Thar the hardeſt matter to be found in an Ariſtrcracie, as 
ſhe well knew, was to reftraine. the young Nobilitie, who 
with their licentiouſnetle ditſtafting che better ſort, of Giti- 


zens,had many times occaſioned the ruine of moſt famous 


Common-weales ;z And rhat he to hig great grietc had heard, 
how the yong Ngbiliticof /enice with their proud demea- 
nour had oftended many honourable Citizensgf that State's 
who exccedingly complaincd, that whileſt the infolency of 
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the Nobilitic encreaſed, the chaſtiſements for it decreaſed z 
And that therefore heremembred her , that it was a dange- 
rous point in an Ariftocracie,when thoſe which wereto glo- 
for that they were farre from thoſe dangers, whereunto 
ſuch are ſubie&zas arcro obey the humour'ot a Prince, be 
heard co complaine, that they are oppretſed by many Ty- 
rants. Hereunto the Yernerian Libertic anſwered, That the 
diſorder recounted by the {»/or was true, and withall dan- 
gerous ; bur thatthe authoritie of commanding , was lo an- 
nexed to pride and inſolencic , that they ſeemed to be borne 
both at one birth : And chatthelicenciouſnetle , which the 
Nobilicie of all Ariſtocracies vſcth towards the Citizens, 
was by all chegreateſt men, that haue diſcourſed of Com- 
mon-weales, reputed a deſperate cure; for although it was 
moſt necetlary, that inſolencies ſhould be reftramned with ſe- 
uerc paines, yet on the other fide, an Ariſtocracie was co ab- 
Raine as much as poſſibly might be from publike puniſh- 
ments of Noblemen,albeit ſeditious ; tothe end that their 
ſhamefull ſuffering might not be an occalion ro difinherit 
the whole Nob1lice 1t felte of that reſpe& which is due to 
them from the people z for having the gouernment of che 
State in their hands, the intercſt ot the publike conſeruation 
thereof requireth , that chey beheld in higheſt reputation : 
And alchough in her Verice, diſobedient and infolent No- 
blemen were not ſeencto be ſo often punifhed, berweene the 
two pillars inthe Piazza of Saint Harkeas it feemeth ma- 
ny defired, yet by the great Councell the Pregadi, the Col- 
ledge, and other ſupremer Magiftrates, that diſpence the 
publike Charges,thoſe ſeditious Noblemen, which were diſ- 
couered to carry a tyrannicall minde , were cruelly aflited 
with the torment of ſhametull repulſes: And that many 
ſubje&sof moſt Noble Houſes are ſeenc in Venice, whoſe an- 
cient reputation for their demerits was maimed by Arque- 
buſes charged with bullers of paper ; and thar being ftruc- 
ken downe with ſuch kind of ſhot, they could neuer riſe 
ſince ro honours and dignities ; things whercin conſifteth 
the life of the Noblemen of an Ariſtocracie : And that ro 
446 ” | CXCTUCIAtE 
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excruciatea body, a greater torture could not be deuiſed» 
no not by Perilus himſclte,, chen that which once a Noble” 
man of Yexice experienced, when 1n a concurrence of the Ho= 
nourableit charges, hefaw one yonger then himſeltfe paſſe 
before him,onecly becauſe he was knowne to the Senateto be 
more deferuing. Caftig/:one did not onely admit the juſtifi- 
cation of the Venetian Liberiie, but alſodid infinicely com- 
mcndchecircumſpection and feuerite which ſhee vſed in 
puniſhing her Nobilitic , vpon occalion of any demeritor 
detect. 

Then the {'e»ſor ſaid vnto the Duchy of Sansy, That 
his State being ſeated in the Confines of France and Utaly, 
he was neceſliced with all carefulnetle to maintainc himſelfe 
neutrall berweene tho ſe Princes, with whom hee confined ; 
buc in choſc laſt rumors of Frarce, by diſcoucring himſelfe 
openly to be wholly Span/.he had put,not onely his owne, 
but the Staces of all che Princes ot rae in great troyble ; 
And thar whullt with the bellowes of his forces he blewthe 
fre of the French vprores, kindled by the Spaniards ambiti- 
on, hee ought ro beleeue, that chat flame was to burne vp 
friends and kinred, before euer it could get tothe other /tals- 
an Potenrates that were enemies. The Duchy of Saxoy an- 
ſwered che Cen(or very readily , That the adherence of his 
laſt Duke tothe Spaniards, was true, butthe faire occation hee 
had of three ſeuens1n his hand, euen forced him to let vp his 
reſt, hoping co encounter the moſt famous Primera, that 
euer any other Prince whatſoeuer had ar Cards ; ro which 
venture he was therather carryed, becauſe he was atJured hee 
could looſe buc that money, which at that game he had won 
before: Thar afterwards, though by his i11 lucke the fourth 
Card, which was dealc himpproncd to be a Coat of affront, 
wherewich he had made the worſt hic,that could beencoun- 
tred on the whole pack of Cards, neverthele(ſe he knew, that 
the braueſt mindes would conteſle, that albeit the reſolution 
was very dangerous,yetnot to wrong che Cards,they would 
haue played no otherwiſe themſelues. The Cenſor appre- 
hending the Metaphor, very much commended the Magna-

Tien the Cez/or curnca him to the Noble great Dutchy 
of Toſcan, and tharply reprehending him, fer going with 
his Galleyes 25s 1t were prouoking of Waſpes, hee recorded 
vnto hin, the miſery and calamities which the Knights 
ot Saint /ohz ſuttered at Rhoges,at 7 1poli, and ihe great dan- 
ger,thart laſtly they ranne ar /7a/ta, onely becauſe they would 
1mprudently haue tycd {quibbes to the Bulstaile 3 And that 
euery Wiſc Chriſtian Prince ought rather to fauour the-pre- 
ſent careleſneciTe of the T#:rkes,then to waken them with 1n- 
jaries of lictle profit; nay,fuch as brought others mi;ch dam- 
mage, and neceſlite them to apply their mindes anew vnco 
ruaritime affaires, which in theic times. they had cuen aban- - 
doned : Alfo he remembred him, how infinite people daily 
complained,for that, by his hindering ray of the crade of 
. the commoditicsof the Lewart , all drngges that came from 
beyond the Seas, were growneto an exccl{{ue rate. To this 
correction the great Dutchy of Toſcan anſwered, That the 
power of.a Prince could not be termed perte&t, which with 
a number ofarmcd Vetlels had not ſome Dominion on the 
Sea: And that Is Galleyes were not onely very neceflary 
tor the To/car greatnelle, but alſotor the ſecuricie of the Li- 
bertie of all 7ra/y, as ſerving tor a Schoole of Mariners, for a 
Seminary of Captaincs and Souldicrsart Sea: That hecon- 
fetled thedammage, which they did to the Trade of Mer- 
«handiſc,but withall,he delired jt might be conſidered, that 
the myſtericof Warre, either by Land or by Sea, could not 
bc learned by Souldiers, nor exerciſed by Princes without 
Prejudice to others : And that Toſcan breeding much filthi- 
zelle of fantafticall vnquier braines, and extrauagant hu- 
mours,he had chercfore great occaſion for thoſe Gallies, that 
mighs 
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might ſerue,as it were,to carry forth all the filth of his State, 
and thereby keepe it cleane , imploying ſuch onely for Gal- 
ly-0aues in them,as had done cuill before,and that in regard 
of their vnquict nature,were liketo doe worſe after. 

This excuſe of the Great Dutchy of Teſcan was approov» 
ucd both by the Ce»ſor,and all the ſacred Colledge, Where- 
vpon che Count ſaid vntoche Libertie of Geneaa, who was 
laſt drawne out of the Yrne, That the exccſſive vic of Ex- 
changes , which ſhee permitted vnto her Nobilitie, cauſed 
thar great diſorder of inriching the priuate, and withall of 
Impouecriſhing the publike,whote reucnues would have riſen 
to huge ſummes of Gold,if che reall riches of her Nobalitie 
had beene imployed ina juſt Trade of Merchandiſe. 

The Genoneſe Libertie with a readinelle, that gauea parti- 
cular guſtto all the Learned,anſ{wered, How it was true, that 
Exchanges doc worke that cfte&t,which the Cenſer had men- 
tioned, and chcrefore were moſt pernicious in any Nonarchy 
whatſocucr ; howbeit that notwithſtanding they might bee 
permitted in a well-ordered Common-wealth, without any 
prejudice of the publ;keintereſts ; becauſe thericheſtand fe- 
cureſt Trcaſures of a ſrec Stategaretheriches of the Nobility, 
and Ciriz.cas together 3 a matter which falleth not out: ina 
Monarchy,where betweene the commings in of the Princes 
andche meanes of private men,there runneth a Jong wall 'of 
eight Stories high built by Aire and Thine: Further, thatin 
a Monarchy the mutation of the State commonly followerh 
wich little or no prejudice tothe people , onely changing the 
rameof iatihew, to that of /1artin ; burin theſubuerſions 
of Common. weales,vhere liberty is changed into ſeruitude, 
there the propcr ſubſtance cf priuate men,1s thepubliketrea« 
ſure ; for then will chey profuſely ſpendall char cuer they 
hauc,for ro defend their owneliberticeuen to the laſt gaſpe,

He report gocth in chis Court, that the Mighty Mo-

worthy Cardinall of Teledo, with allowance of a large 

penſion, co alfift as her Theologian in the Royall Coun- 
cell of Srate, to che end char noching thould be derermined 
chere, which might be againſt his conſcience: This matter 
filled the whole Court with maruell, in regard eucry one 
knew how little that Prelate in the rebenediQion ot the 
moſt Chriſtian King H-»ry che 4. fauoured the attaires of 
his Princez for which cauſe no man could 1magine the oc- 


calion, wherefore ſo wile a Qiiecne in a bulinelle of ſuch. 


weight, fhould vſe the ſeruice of fo diftdenc a ſubie,

Afﬀer the Oath thus miniftred, the ſaid Sa/uft rooke aſide 
che Gouernour of Lebethram, a Fauorice of his, and gaue 
him theſe admonicions. Firſt, to begin his Gouernmenc 
with a kinde of careleſnelle, and to continue it with dili- 
pence by degrees, cncring in as a Lambe, and playing the 
Lyon rowards the end, bur alwaics generouſly inclined, 
remembring that Pnnciple of Cornelene T acitie , Acribus

Secondly, that in all cauſes berweene the Common peo- 


- ple heſhould doc moſt exatt Iuſtice withouc excepcion of 


erſons ; bur in ſuits ariſing among the Noblcr fort 
hee ſhould mingle with the r:gour of lufticethe dextercy 
of a wary Judgement, remembring alwaycs, that the 
accuſations of great perſons were ſo odious to Princes 
that they laid vpon Officers Gownes av aſperſion , like 
the caincing ſpors of corrupted Oile which could ncucr bee 
waſht away with the pureſt ſope of innocence. Therefore 
among theſe grear ſpiriced men, aTudge had necd with the 
{word of Iuftice,to imploy like a wife Fencer, thetarget of a

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And thereforein controuerlics; falling out among them , a

Thirdly,a Iudge muſt enforce himaſelfe ro know all things, 
but notro cxecureal which he knowes.Ommia ſcire non ommia 
exeqni. Forto attempc needleilc and brabling matters, were 
to pocabout to ſer ſtraighttheleg ofa Dog, or to loſe his: 
braine inthe Alchymie of Fooles. And in this corrupt Age ic 
is good counſel for an Officer to tolerate in people ſome ſtale 
diforder,then with any 11] farisfaftion to the gencralicic to 
rorment himſcltc roſccke to bring in chat, which he cannoc 
exccute without commorcions and heart-burnings. 

Fourchly, that with other Judges and officers ſubicR to 
the ſame Princeghe ſhould not conrend nor conteſt for mar. 
ecr of preheminence or right, nor looketo be his owne Car- 
uer , or to right himſcltcin his Court by vſing any firi& 
courſe with inferiour officers for matters of prerogitiue of 
Courts , but cicher to acquaint the Prince himſclte, or to- 
winke at theaffront, if another Court ſecmes to iuſtifie the 
ſ{ubic&,or els to rake in hand the weapons ofa gownedman,, 
the pen. Bur if the Iudges authoriic {tretch ro the Confines 


of another Prince, hee muſt not ſeeke differences , nor auoid , 


chem, Bur if they proceed from Souldiers or Pyrars, he muſt 
defend his Borders and Juriſdi&tion with Armes, Yet ſo,thac 
cowards all Princes fubies in league and amitic with his 
Prince, he bchauc himſelte as cemperacely regardfull , as zea- 
loully affeed ro his owne Princes honour, 

Fifcly , that 3n ſome occalions he preferre the publicke 


peace of his gouernmenc before thac firictnelle of Juſtice, 


which is mentioned in Bookes. | 
Sixtly,thatfor any imperrinenc thing, which hee ſees or

The moſt Illuſtrious Monarchies refident at Par- 
nallus,demand by what meancs the Venetian 
Lady got ſuch exatt obedience and exquifits 
ſecrecie of her Nobility, whereof ſhee gines 


them couentent ſatisfaction. 
Polonia, wandring that the enerians had gotten the 


I ſtarc andfame tor cheir gite of Sccrecie, and that the 
Spaniſh Monarchy could by no cunning incell;gences , nor 
rich penſions corrupr any of cheir Parliament houſe, called 
the Pregad:,neuer as yet co diſcloſe any of their priuy colucel, 
they went with one conſent to'the Palace of the Venxetian 
Lady, carneftly 1mportuning her to diſcouer vito them by 
what meanes or pollicte of Scare ſhe had arrived to that hap- 
pincſſc,asro obraine ſuch Secrecic and rare Obedicnce in 6 
many mouthes and hearts, which chey could ſcarce meer 
withall in one or two of their cruftieſt ſeruants, To this the 
Lady anſwered,that ſhe had allured and wonne her Nobilicy 
to this vertue of Secrecie,with rewards and hopcs of promo- 
tion,and for the crime of diſobedicnce the {cared them with 
puniſhment. | 
To which the aboue-named IMonarchies replied, that 
they alſo wrought and vſed che ſame meanes, but could ne- 
ner as yet obcaine chat wonderfull ctte& and rare end, Then 
ſaid che Lady that hapned, becauſe in compartſon of thoſe 
gwards, which are conferred ypon well-deſcruing perſons 
in a {ommen-wealth rightly ordered, the rewards of © Mo- 
»archies were poore,and punifiments more ſparing, Where- 


>. to 
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H<c Monarchies of Grear Brit aine, Pranee,Spame and 
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to the IMonerebics made anſwer, that with ther: it was 
| cleane contrary, and thar the rewards of Free-Statet, to bee 
paraleld with the walſtfull liberalicie, which greer Kings 
excendcd towards their Miniſters, was but beggery. For 
they never heard, the Yereriavs had beene ſoliberall as to re 
compenceany of their Senators ſeruiceand fideliry with pre- 
ferring them co be owners of Cities, Townes, Caftles, Licu- 
eenantſhips,or Lands in Fee, as Kivgs haue diucrs times ad- 
uanced their Subiefs vnro: And that the greateſt reward, 
which the Yexetians accuſtomed ro beſtow ar "any time 
on their Senators, was to prefer chem to ſome” Offices, 
which they wereforced to labour hard for,and to paſſe many 
baſc and inferiour Offices by degrees and ſteps,. cuen from 
cheir youth vp, before they could arrive ro any ſupreme 
place of command or profic. Belides thar, che moſt part of 
their Offices were rather hindrances than gainfull : onely 
they caricd a colour of ſome reputation to them rhat knew 
no b:ccer, nor ſaw.the glory and pomps of Monarcbies. 
And tor pumſhments, withour any compariſons, thoſe 
were far moreterrible and cruell, which procceded from the 
reſolued will of a Prince incenſed for ſome grievous: cauſe, 
than the puniſhments of the Venetian Senate againſt any of 
their Senators, which ordinarily were more flow and warie, 
than ſudden and quicke. And chat there was a grear.difte- 
rence in propertion betweene a Prince, which 1udged his 
y {Tal}, and a Senatoy which by his ſuffrage and voice puni- 
ſhed his equal), his friend, and kin{man : Thar the Veneti- 
4ns knew not but baniſhmenc, and one kind of cruell pu- 
niſhment, called, //rremendo Canal Orfance, to fowe vptheir 
Tyastors in a Sick, andro drownethem intheir Lake, which 
they ſeldome dee but in deſperate caſes :* Whereas in /Ho- 
marehics, the ludges ſentenced ſometo be hang'd, drawne, 
and quartered, ſome ro be burnt, ſome to be rack and ror- 
eured, a thing common in Sparne, practited vnder pretex: of 
herefie rowards other Princes ſubieRts ; and if any of their 
Nobilie were condemned for high Treaſor, they eſcaped 
not the axe, the kindeſ taudur £290/a1d attords ro offeadors, 
* 7 M..ivg 
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ſauing one only example in the Chronicles,of Qnrexe Anne 
Brufen, for lier greater grace and hor 3ut was beheaded with 
the ſword of Cale, 

Ac theſe ſpeeches the Yenetian Dame ſmiled, and ſaid, 
thatin ſtead of thoſe rewards of Honour and Eſtates in Fee, 
which Aſozarchr beftowed vpen their, well-deſeruing 
Createres, (hee alſo requited her beſt and wiſeſt Nobles with 
places of great authority and command, wich moſt abſoluce 


power and dominion; Oae with the Noble Kingdome of 


Creet or Cavay , others with-Corfe,, and other lands ſubiett 
to her Srate: Some ſhee preferred to be her Vigerojes in 
Dalmatiaand ifria ; ſome ſhee appointed Gouernours of 
her neighbouring Territorses on the Continent, of News 
Palma, Forum Inlyy, Harca Trewiſano, Padaa, Vincenza, Ve« 
1014, Breſcia, Bergamo, Crema on the Froncicrs of- ilar, 
and the reſt of her Nobslitie ſhee reſerued perhaps to their 
far greater contentment in the Sevate-hou/e at home in YVe- 
vice, which mighe be termed the CHateftical Miracle of 
Cities. Sothather Nobles might better be called Kings and 

reat Princes, than priuate Genelemen or SubicRs, whe in 
all affaires of moment, hauing cuery onea ſpcciall intereſt, 
muſt needs be faithfull to their owne ſelues z whereas the 
ſeruancs of Princes were faithfull vato them not as ſons but 
as vailals. And the feare, which frights our Nobles of Ye- 
vice fromſclling the Secrets of the Stateyto forraigne Princes 
ariſech from chis infinice diſparity and diſproportion, that 
is betwixt that which is loft wich creachery, and chat which 
is gained with fideliticz berwixc chat remorſe of conſcience, 
which a Subiect fecles for berraying his Prince, and the 
feare which a Senator 1s pollelied with for prouing difloy- 
all toa Free-State, There 1s great difference in the louc of a 
 Free-boyne Senator, and the loue of a creinging vaſſall, howſo+ 
euer he be gilded wichthe bare ticle of a Noblemarn. What 
will it then boot one of our Senators to bewray the ſecrets 
of our State ro his owne hindrance and perpetuall difho- 
nour ? Finally, the Venetian Dame told them, that the re- 


wards which Princes conferred vpon their Counſellors and 
Th Secretaries, 
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Secretaries, occaſioned oftentimes pernitious effeRts eleane W's 
contrary to their Maſters meaning which trufted them z T1100 - 
becauſe thoſe rewards ſo giuen not onely cooled them in | 
their good ſeruice, ſpecially at that time, when they had no | 


more, than they might hope for of him for their cares and 
paines ; but the good will of the Pringe being commonly 
mutcablc, and ſubie& to changeand nouelty,the txeacherous 
machinations and emulartons of ſome Conrtiers being fre- 
uent and rifc, ir ſometimes falls outthat the I7inifters to 
ailurerhemſclues of cheir places and high commands, which 
_ they purchaſed by cheir honourable deſerts, or perhaps by — 
che helpe of their purſes, or by other meanes, ſuſpefing a 
remouall from their Offices, or ſome diſaſters by their ad- 
uerſaries, they proue vaderhand falſe, and tomake vptheir 
markct,or perhaps to make themſclues ſauers;ifthey bought - 
their places, [they ſell cheir Princes ſecrets, and maybeat- 
texwards.cempced to doe him, a worſerpiſchigfe. But fuch 
1s the ardent affection, which kindles inthe; hearts of all 
our Fevetian Nobles, that they will hazard to. liue with poe . 
ticrry, ſhame,and diſdaine at hams, than to be hired abroad 
by flrange Princes, arto betray theit refit, Comnmry by reuca- 
ling avy ſecrets which might-redaund to the. common. hin- 
dcrance : ſo that I may rightly liken a Nbblemas of Fenice 
to. a Fi/b, which being bred inthag Lake in the water of 1i- 
| berty, knowes not how to luc abroad aut of. Yenice imthe l

8! her was to know why the Kingdomes of Greece, 
Aſia, Epypt, France, Britaine,Spaine,and the Commen-wealth 
of Carthage, with M14») other great Prommnces, before they 
became wnited t1 the State of Rome, weye of them/elues powers 
full-enough and formidable, but being fithence [ubiclted and 
wnited together un her proper perſon, they miſſed with all their - 
forces to make her ſflrong and durable, To this Cornelius 
Tacitz anſwered, that this was a difficult Q«efion, and 
could not ſuddenly be refolucd, but the next day after ſome 
pauſe and ſtudic he would returnce thicher with his beſt reſo- 
lution,

That Shepbeard, whoſcambition 
prouokes him to keep many flocks 1a hope of gaineis much 
deccjued, for where his owne eye cannot oucrice, he muſt 
needs commir the chargeof them co others, commonly, to 
| Louts, 


Loutr, Knduer, Theenes, and Y:HRlainer, who as peeple borne 
alcogether for their bellies, and ocher carnall and worldly 
pleatures, will nor only ſheare burſlay cheir Afaſters flocks, 
Beſides, who knowes not wherher he muſt ſometime or 
other vndergoe a greater charge than all his Flocks amount 
vnto in. warlike prouifions and garriſons to defend them 
from Pirates and wilde Tartars, or from his malicious 
neighbours ? 

For example, I will inſtance in my neighbour I7eralcas, 
who being my capicall enemy, and bearivg great enuy and 
emulation in ſeeing me proſper with my fue hundred ſheep 
abouec him and others, and verily beleening, that he ſhould 
ſupplant me, if he could eniey more flocks than I kept, 
not content wit the like number of ſheepe az he formerly 

(ſefled equall vnto mee, but thinking to wake himſeltc 
abſolute'Hdornarch of all other Paſtors in Arcadia, he tooke 
Vp money at vſe, and at the cxtremeſt intereſt, ſold the grea- 
teſt part of his Patrimonie, and having got together a 
Jarge maſſe of money, fent into Eng/and, Spare, and to 
ſtrange Countries, where he vndcrffoad the faireſt wolled 
ſheep were, and, with exceſſive colt tranſported. them ht» 
ther, and madethree ſeucrall flecks of five hundred in cach 
flocke, Bur it fortuned fo, that thoſe ſheepe being forraine, 
and not acquainted with the language and whiſtles of our 
Shepheards, nor with our Kinde of pallure, they firagled 

ere and there into vnknowne places, VWhereupon Mee 
#lcas was forced to ſubſtitute Deputy Shepkeards and 
many Dogs to looke vntothem and to ferch them in, Bur 
ſuch was the naturall hatreed of the ſheepe towards the 
Dogs, and the implacable moodinetle which they concei- 
ued io be continually hurried vp and downe, that they fell 
anto an inward conceit of Ianguor and deſpaire, and [o into 
flat diſobedience to abhorre both their Shephcards and the 
Dogs, miſomuch thar when they were to bee milkr and 
ſhorne, they hid themſelues in woods and deſerts. And 
then it was known throughout all {rcadra.that Deſpaireand 
ftrange vſage can turne Conies into Lions, Yea,it was found, 

Aa 2 that | 
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that at that time-che Spani ſorepe, which Menalcas had 
brought thither, proucd ſo rauing mad, chat chey attemp. 
to bice their Shepheards. ;Ienalces thus perplexed for 
the loiſc and eſcape of ſo many ſheepe, hired our of Spaine 
. and Swizzerlarnd, the valianteſt Dogs hee could haue for 
money, which conſidering the infinite charge he ſuſtained 
in conduQting chem into Arcedie, and the nature of cheſe 
Dogs bcing continually accuſtomed co hunt theſe fheepe, 
they came at laſt, what for want of their duc allowance, and 
what of a wanton and roeey diſpoſition, chey turned like. 
Wolues, and preyed fo long vpon theſe lilly ſheep, that the 
xeft which were left aliuc pined away with gricte, rather to 
endure ſuch continual hurrying andy:roublcs vader ſtrange 
Paſtors and raucnous Dogs. 

Poorc Menalcas vpon the report of this tragicall cuent 


| becamethe by-wopd and ſubicR of laughter to all Arcadia 


for this his ambitious enterpriſe z and was pointed at with 
che more fingers, euen of very boyes, when afterwards he 
was fainc to turnea petty merchant of skins, the vnlucky 
relicks ofa lamentable charge, and the prelaging tokens of 
his owne Funerals z for indeed che mans heart-ftrings 
brake of very ſorrowand melancholy, leauing his 
houſe, that ſometimes flouriſhed ameng_ 
the beſt of vs in Arcadia,now 
deſolate and moſt 
' miſerable. 
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Many people hauing waſted their meanes by glut- 
tonowfeaſts,prodigall fare,and pompous appa- 
rell,for the moderating of ſuch Iauiſh expences 
doe defire a Statute of their Princes, but they

Ome Nations ſubic&ts to: certaine Princes which arc 
relident here at Parraſſm, having tryed, that ſuper- 
fluity of belly-checre,excefle of drinking, and the va- 
nicics of apparcll and new- fangled faſhions, are now a 
dayes beſides the wrath of their Creatour mſtly incurred for 
che breach oftheſe vowes, which were vndercaken for them 
at their Baptiſme, many men were transformed into Swiniſh 
qualicies, to their healrhs impairc, the ruine of their cſtaces, 
and ſoules danger. And for their outſide, they garniſhed 
themſclucs like peacocks,ſo gay and trimme, that ne patri- 
mony how rich ſocucr, can now ſupply the ambition of 
men,nor the vanities of women; & thac they alſoobſcrui 
38 theſe proud times, how this exceſle proceeds yet furthet 
thatall the portion which is Ieftvato young Genclewomen, 
whomciuill modeſty herctofere was wontto be their chic- 
feſt ornament, kow great ſocuer the ſame nfight be, did not 
now ſuffice to buy them Carkavets and /ewels, and imbro- 
dered pericotes, ſo that Fathers are not able ro, marry them 
according to their rancke z and to match them with thrifcy 
perſons were almoſt impoſſible, for hauing knowne them 
for ſuch vaine creatures, they will not be troubled with their 
company,and to lctthem runne headlong according to their 


ynbridled fancies,they muſt either marry with vnthrifes, like 
Aa 3 them - 
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chemſclues,or live vamarried,to the hazard of their chaſti- 
ties: ſo that except ſome Law be enacted for the curbing of 
this excetlſe,chey may well be ſaid co hold the Wolte by the 
cares, 

Vpon theſe confiderations, fearing their vtter ouerthrow, 
with one conſentthey preſented their ſupplicartons to their 
Princes, who ſeemed very glad co entertaine their: morion fo 
much tending to the publike good, and like good Policiti- 
ans knowing how proficable ic 1s ro ſtrike the1ron while it 1s 
hot, & at thar tihmeto Pw a Law,when the ſubie&s them« 
ſelues become ſurors for it, mult needs fall out very luckily ,& 
with good fruit in the efte&,they our of had, while their ſub- 
ics were in thisghumour of thrifr, toyned rogether to cur off 
all tyuperfluous cuſtomes in feaſts and — , andall new 
faſhions ofartires,tying themſelues to one taſhion onely,not 
to be alcered for many yeares, allowing whar is decent and 
comely to euery ſeucrall vocation. 

But che Evening before this moſtlaudable Statute was to 
befigned and publithed , accidentally it came to the eares of 
the Princes, Farmers,and Officers of the Cuſtomes and Ims+ 
poſts, who being likewife backr and whetted on by the Mer- 
cers, Vintners, Grocers and other Fradeſmen which liued 
vpon theſpoile of the richer ſort, they repaired in all haſte to 


their Princes, and very cunningly intreated to defaulke and 


bare a grear part of thoſe yeare)y ſummes which they were 
to pay them for ſuch Wines, Spice, Sugars, and ſuch other 
forrame commodities, as by way of Cuſtotnes and Impoſts, 
they wereto recciue to ther vie. The Princes ſtood confoun- 
ded in their judgement, hcaring ſpeech of ſo great loſſes and 
defalkments,as they very craftily infinvated and pretended 


' 1nFoxes habirs to be moſt true, and although moſt of the 


{tuffes were wrought in their owne Conntrics, at leaſt the 
moſt durable and beft befitting every Nation, yet they made 
their Princes belecue,that therecame from Naples, from Ge- 
»oa,from Millan,and from Spine, ſo many kinds of fluffes, 
1ilkes,gold and ſiluerlace,which ifthe Staruce of thrife went 
currant,they could not but fuftaine exceeding preat loiles in 
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thepublike Cuſtomesz whereupon the Princes ſcent for the 
Committics and Depurics of thetr People, and told them 
whattheir Cuſtomers had proyed before then on their ho- 
neſt words,ſfo thatthey could not hinder their owne interclt 


and profir, left they ſhould make themſclucs leanein going 


aboutto fattenthery. With this anſwere, ſauouring of the 

Princes gaine, the people departed much gricued and affii- 

Qed, and ;confelled all.of themgharto heale apy. diſorders

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'Nche Tcrricoricof Liberhrum, a hainous miſdemeanure

'T & Morning according to the ancient tile of this 
Court, the Temple of the Diuine Prouiderice wa 
@ viſited by all the Scholaſticall Princes, and learned 
Barons of Parnaſſus. And chere [ovianns Pontanrs wich 
an excellent prater thanked our great Creator for the infi- 
mite charity and love he hath ſhewed to Mankind, in'crea- 
ting Frogs withogr teeth x becauſe it would have beene an 
vnproficable benefic for Mankind, that chis world couered 
with ſo many Heanens, fall of fo many Stars, had beene 
created the chiefe and fonerargneheighr of all che moſt de- 
licious pleaſures, and not alſo as abundantof chings more 
necetſaric, when Gallanrs which ſhould ſpend cheir time in 


defending themſclucs and vs from the bitings of ſuch faſti- 


dious and importunate creatures, were like to walke with an 
inſupportable impediment of iron boots: whereas now 
againſt ſuch troubleſome vermine, which haue no hurt in 
chem ſauing their croaking noiſe, a rampart of a good paire 
of cafes fafficerh, which will nor care for that ill-plealing 
Roiſc, which they know to be without danger, 


CHAP, 
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CHAP. Io. 


A Contention bapring betweene manyLearned 
men, which might be the moſt notable Poli- 
tick Law, or moſt excellent Cultome worthy 
of commendation in tbe flouriſhing Stare of 
Venice, the ſame ts finally decided and deter- 
mined by the Venetian State herſelfe,to whoſe 
arbitrement the &ucſtion referred by their 


generall conſent. - 
VV ic about ſix dates paſt aroſe berwixt certaine 
Learned men of this State 5 who while they dil- 
courſcd of the nocable orders, the-moit excellent Lawes,: 
and other moſtrare Decrces, which maintained che famous 
Common-wealth of Yexice in ſuch height of greatnelle, 
they fell into ſundry opinions, which of them ought to beare 
away the vittory,. And becauſe eucry one of them did obſti- 
nately defend his owne opinion as the beſt, roche end {o 
greata ditfcrence ſhould be decided without commotion of 
minde or paſſion, they vnanimouſly agreed vpon this re- 
ſolution, ro appeare all ofthem betore the Srate herſelfe, to 
whom they ſhould firſt declare their ſencrallreaſons , and 
that'ſhee ſhould afterwards adiudge which of chem had ai- 
med next vnto the marke. This they made knowne ynto 
the Soueraigne Lady, who gratiouſly vndertooke to giue 
that ſatisfaion which they expected. 
Petrus Crenits then was the firſt, who ſaid, that it 
being a moft atſured rule, that a4 things whas/ocner (ur /1/þ

Orthy of Record is that vertuous Contention, 
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v1der the Moone, doe ſpring at firſt and then grow, and waxing 
old at laſt they fail: : 1t ſeemed a thing vnto him worthy of 
admiration, that the Venetian State alone did notwithitan« 
ding her yeares: bccomeinore yourhfull and treſh every day 
than other, and that thoſe Lawes, Orders, and Dccrees, 
which in ocher Principalicies afterſong forbearing of their 
execution, were at length vrtrerly forgocten, didonly in Ye- 
xice ſo flouriſh with ſeueritic, with greater obſcruance, and 
exacter diligence, working chat efficacic and benefir, that in 
this Common-wealth no ſuch reformarion,nor innouation 
euer hapned , 83 heretofore wee read haue chanced with 
infinite cumules and hurljburlics in che ancient Romane 
State, and now of late in the Florevtive Common-wealth ; 
it being a peculiar verttic vnto the Yexerian Senate, perpe- 
eually co preſcrue their flouriſhing liberty, with a ſevere exe- 
cution of their ancient Lawes z whereby noneof thoſe de- 
faults euer hapned 1n this State, which other Potcentates and 
Free States could no way ſhun forall their exquiſice care and 
diligence, -buc that they fell into ſuch carcletſe negligence; 
chat chey loſt both their liberty and liucs. Therctore noc 
without good cauſe he dared-to afhrme;, as athing moſt cer- 
taine, that the Fenetian Conmmon-wealth for their prudent 
 Eare inthe rigorom rxecntion'of their ancient Lawes ought to 

continue and proſper eternally, as long as the wor/d lafteth. 
Next ſpake Angelus Politsans, that he did truly admire 
borh what Petra (Tinitzs had:recounted, and a thouſand 
orher orders in'that[\moſbprudene Common: wealth. But 
the rareſt thing which/he obſeiued, was howan Ariſteera- 
cie, the true foundation whereof, as the moſt ynderſtanding 
Writers haue deliuered, was the equalitic of fortwnes among 
the Nobilitiecouldhaue beene ableto maintaine it ſelfe in- 
ſuch peaceand'greatneflc,confifting in that diſproportioned- 
mequality of mealth'; wherewith.the Venetian Nobilitic is 
endowed, whercin although there were two ſuch dangerous 
excremes found , as smmoderate riches with lome of them, 
" and mwch porertie with others of the ſame ranke in Venice, 
nowichftanding there appeared not that defe, which in 
humane 


ot the world, the beſt Lawey could'not prohibire;that the 
richer ſort did not trample the poorer vnder their feer, who 
chough they greatly enuied the condition and ſtate of the 
wealchy, yet notwithſtanding either by reaſon of their affe- 


Qionate chariry, which reigned in the Yenetian I obi/itre 


towards the publike good, or elſe becauſe thoſe infinite 
riches, which ſome of them ſo polletled, were not abuſed to- 
wards their Infertours z both poore and rich liued mo- 
deſtly, peaccably , and contented in this moſt Fortunate 
Countrey, ' - 

After him followed Tulizs Caſar Scaliger, and faid, that 
the greateft wander in the Yexetian State, which amazed 
the world, was that the Nobs/itie themſelues which bare 
ſway, did not onely moſt patiently pay the vſuall ancient 
ſubſidies and tallages belonging ro the Exchegser, but with 
incredible alacricie of minde and ſpeedy performance, they 
alleiled on themſelues other new 1mpolitions of money, 
which with great diligence and rigour were afterwards cx- 
aftcd and called for at the publike Recciuers hands. Yea 
and oftentimes in important affaires concerning the Com- 
mon-wealth, before they burthened the common people 
with any new Cuſtomes and Taxations, they haue yeelded 
ſupplics out of their owne purſes, and that fo liberally and 
cheerfully, that this one a&t of theirs deſerued place before 
allocher wondersand remarkable orders in this State,as ſuch 
2 one, which cuery man muſt acknowledge to bean atof 
char excellent quality, which renders the Venetian Com- 
mon-wealth for euer glorious z for hauing ſuch a Nobilitie 
ſo dearely inamoured of their Free-State , that they mote 
readily preterred the publike interett before their owne pri- 
wate particular, - | WE 

Then ſucceeded Brynards Taſſo, and ſaid, that he had 
tor a long time fotourned in Yenice, where he maruclled at 
nothing more than to ſee the Nob#iitie, who glutred their 
mindes with continuall pleaſures, delights, and idleneſle, 
gouerning the aftaires of the Republike with ſuch admired 
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humane probability and according to'tthe! common courſe” 
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yertue, that they ſeemed vnto others co be men of an exem- 
plarie and regular life, and alſo Rw/ers borne to perperuall 


- cares and burchens, 


After the opinion of Tafſo, Francs Bern, according to 
his manner, with a plealing grace, which gaue good con- 
tent ro the woF? Excellent Venetian Lady, (aid, that the molt 
rare and wonderfull ching, which great wits eughc to admire 
i this Scate, that notwithſtanding the marſhes and chancls 
did abound with crabs and creuices in all places about che 


| Citie, the Yevetian Senators tooke ſo few of them, that of 


all other Nations they were reputed, and that iuſtly, to be 
the Salt of the Earth, | 

Next vato him, ſaid Sabe/icrs, that while he wrote the 
Venetian Hiſtoric, hauing moſt diligently ebſerued the no- 
tableſt Lawes and Cuftomes of this renowned State, hee 
wondred at nothing more, than at the Pwublike Treaſure, 
which carefull Se-.stors managed with fo great fidelicic, 
chat among the Nobilicic ic was held not only a capicall cx- 
celle, but exceeding great infamy to defile cheir hands with 
one penny of their Patron S. Marks Treaſurie. 

After him ſpake Savzazzarins, that the ftrangeſt thing 
vnto him was, that ſecing there were many among the No- 
blemen of Yenice poore and ill prouided of the Goods of 
Fortune, yet neuercheleile they endured with vaſpeakable 
patience all their miſeries and croile forcunes , without ha- 
ging the leaſt thought of affecting any of the publike goods 
to be gotten cicher by ingroſling of corne, or by ſome vn- 
equall diuifion of lands, matters which mightily perplexed 
the State of Rowe, And that it ſeemed vnto him a thing 
worthy of commendation to fee a poore Nobleman in Ve- 
vice ſo ſtriue and force himſelfe only by the helpe of Verrue 
to comfort himſelfe in his miſcries, hoping in time to de- 
ſcrue ſome honourable and profitable place of imploymenc 
in his Country, whereby ar laſt ic chancerh, that the wert oe, 
palour, and bouutie of the minde doe ſerne an imponeriſhed 
Nobleman of this State in ftead of a wealthy Patrimony. 
Toutanus Pontanns ſaid, that they which palled were greac 
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maruels, bucin his opinion this ſurpaſſcd all things in che 
Uenetian State, that the huge eftates and infinite wealth of 
ſome Noble perſons wrought not thoſe pernitious cffets = 
co puffe them vp with vaine-glory and pride, as haue beene 
noted in many other Common-wealthes, And that it was a 
moft laudable euſtometo ſce theſe Rich Senacours potſeſling 
Princely Treaſures liue very priuatcly at home, and to ſhew 
themſclues abroad little differing from ordinary people, 
Whereby all men may conceciue, that the Yenctiansoncly doe 
know thetruc way and meaneto diſtinguiſh and ſcuer from 
great riches thoſe inconueniences of Ambition, Pride, and 
Popularicy, which the famous Romare Stace neuer knew, ar 
could not hinder in Powpey, Ceſar, and many other power- 
full Scnatours. 
-- Alloone as Pontanushad ended his diſcourſe, Hannibal Ca- 
roſ{aid,that aboucall other wonders he chought it a matter 
worthy ofgreateft admiration, to obſerue the quality of the 
Duke of Yenice, followed with obedience and reuerence, 
with Regall Authoritic , with a great command: And for 
all chat to ſee his Royalty and Princely ſway moderated with 
| aſet Rule,and the power of his will toyned with modeſtic 
were tempersVaknowneco the prudene Lawgiuers of anci- 
ent times,and a kind of wiſcdome luckily praQtiſed among 
the Venetians, | , 
Bartholomew Canalcants, after him told his opinion, chat 
as Pontanw had intimared, it was ſtrange indeed, thattheir 
Senatours wealth and great Eſtates did nor cauſe ſome of 
them to be puft with ambicion: Buric wasa moreſtrange 
ching to ſce chatſuch were the Orders of this Famous State, 
ſxch the ſacred Lawes of chis cuerlafting Common-wealch, 
thatthe high places and ſupreme nn—— which ſome 
| of their Senators inioyed as prelidents in remoter Coun- 
tries ſubieR varocheir Dominion, did not ſometimeor other 
pricke them with ambicion to rebel! and vſurpe. And art 
that time when he lay there ar Yerice, he wondred not at the 
great Treaſure of Same Afarke.nor atthe Arcenall,nor.acche 
Grand Canal, wich the proud Palaccs of the Cornarie, the 
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Griman, the Foſcari, and other magniticenc edifices built 
with ſuch Royall expences in this renowned Cicy being mis» 
raculous things in the light of ordinary prrſons. Bur farre 
more miraculous in his conceit was, that iie ſaw the Noble 
S1gnor Sebaſtian Veniers,a little atter he had: retyrned ro Ye- 
»ic- from that memorable viatory-at Sea, which hee had 
orten being Generall againſt che T7nrkes, live retired at 
fs priuate houſe, and when hee walked abroad to the 
market place , hee differed 1n nothing trom theſe Senators, 
who had ſtayed behind at/emee , bur wenr very plaine and 
ſimple in apparell. And ſurely itisa molt fingular Cuſtome, 
which they have,that their Nobilitic can vic that ciuility and 
modeſticin their owne Crr1e, and being employed abroad 
in matters of import and ot hizh command, tizat they can ſo- 
dainly transforme themſclues into moſt coſtly garments, 
wich ſuch magnificence, and Princely liberality, co let the 
world know them for no'Ci1zens of an ordinaryi$care, but 
for men borne for greac enterprizes and tor bravie Comman- 
ders,as if they were ſubieQts deſcended trons Royall bloud ; 
ard alfo'ro make themſclues famous vnto' all other Nations 
"by thus'accommodaring rhetr afteftions and ſpirits to the 
narure of the ptaec,and framing themſelves -as- well ro mo- 
deſty,cmuilirie,and thritt at home, as to pompuous authoricy 
abroad. A thing ſo true, thar whereas other Scatcs for the 
| reputarion and countenance of publike Magiſtrates are wont 
to recommendto tHeirGouernours, that they maintaine the 
'Maieftic of their ſoneratgneplaces, with magnificence and 
Aately comportments both of courage andgorgeous appa- 
rell. The Venetian State on the contrary haue enafted Sta- 
rurcs'to forbid any of cheir Ciczzens, which ſupply Offices 
 etcharge vnder them in any of their Territories to. grace 
"thetr preſence with glorious ſhewes, or to weare any coſtly 
ſuirs of apparell, So greata earc haue thole politicke Sena- 
cors of their Citiesthrift and proſpertiic, | 
5 This ſpake Canalcanti, whe Flanio Bionds ſad that whe he 
\ was at Venice, hebecame much aſtoniſhcro find in apure Ars 
"!Recracie, that the Citizensahd Common eniting _ 
5 - ſuc 
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ſuch corentment in this fortunate colutry,/thatin many years 
of hisabode there, he could nener lcarne, whether the pub- 
like State were better bcloued and reſpected of the Nobility 
which comanded them,or of the comon people w®h obeyed. 

Next to him ſpake Paz/m [omns, that not onely vnato 
himſelte, but alſo vnto many grear Princes, with whom hee 
oftentimes had conterence, rouching the wonders of Verice, 
ic ſeemed a thing of great momeEc that the Senate of this moſt 
famous Republicke, did alcogether bend their endeauours 
vnto Peace,and to no otherendact all, withall cheir vigilancy 
and care, not ſtudying to make perpetuall preparations for 
the warres,as others did, whereupon they all concluded,that 
in this flouriſhing State alone, a man might find che Lady 
Peace armed Withall exquiſite: appurtenances. 

After /o24u4 enſued [ohn Boccace, who taid, that the true 
ſale,which preferued the Venetian Stare trom the putreta&tion 
and corruption of abufes, was the ſoucraigne Queeneofall 
Lawes,: hac moſt excellent Order, fo inviolably obſerued of 
her, har forthe aduancing ot aSenatour to a higher place,nor 
the glory of his Riches,not the merits of his Father, or An- 
celtors,nor the multitude of his Tenants or Friends,nor che 
fauour of great perſons,but his owne worth and naked ver- 
tue were had in molt conlideration, From whence it comes 
ro patle,that in Venice the vitious and 1 Ignorant Nobles were 
onely accounted a number, as Ciphers in Arithms. ke, 
whule the Pertnore alone, and che beſt deſeruing ſabiect, bare 
the chfcte ſway ,detwr Digniors, with that prudent care and 
circumſpeRion,as is knowne vnto all the world. 

But Leonards Aretinusatcer he had cxtolled the opinion 
of Boccace,added, that the excel|ervſageot the Venetian State, 
in not grancing co their Nob1licie, the charge and Offices ar 
the firſt iumpe, but by degrees, was che:ruc ſolid foundation, 
wheron their Giearnelle confiltted moſt firmely buile,& with- 
all the eternitie of their Libertic, For this is one of their meſt 
admired Precepts,7 vat cuery N obleman whatſoener,before he 
mount up'1 m#to the higheſt Dignity,muſt from his youth vpwards 
be forced, like an FER ca as to veginne from the 
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loweſt Offices, and not leaping wiſe and /odainly; A moſt ſafe 
Cuſtome, as that, which iuſtly diſtributed this 1imporcanc 
effet of vpholding the true and ſubſtanriall equality among 
the Nobilitic of an Arsfocracie, which giucs long life to a 
| free State, becauſe according to the certaine and vnderſtan- 
_ ding policic of true gouernment, the equality of goods made 
not Senatowyrequallin a Common-wealth, bur char all che 
Noblecs ſhould be firſt compelled to walke faire and ſottly to 
che moſteminent places of command from the inferiour 
ſeps,which I haue formerly ſhewed. The which if the Ro- 
man Empire had praQtiſed,it had not ſhortned che lifeof their 
libertic,nor wrought choſe dangerous and fatall infirmiries of 
tyrannies and tumulrts. Their groile abuſes in affording che 
Conſular authority and the charge of armies vnco Pompey, 
che Ce/ars,and to other wealthy and powerfull Cicizens in 
cheir greene and vnſetled youth, was no other then as if they 
had choſen ſome of the Bloud-Royall in a Monarchy, as 
Lords and Patrons of their liberty, rather then Senatorrs of 
a well ordered Common-wealch, By which vnwicring er- 
rouyall men may note, that che freedome of Rome got hier 
mortall wound and veiter deſolation. 

Albeicthat the moſt excellent Lady of the State of Venice 
gaue apparant ſ1gnes, that ſhe ſeemed well contented with 
che opinion of Aretive, ſhee commanded notwithſtanding 
th. herYertuors Stat:ſmen,who aduanced themſelues tor- 
wards, to proceed with their opinions. And then Bezcaiit 
Varchichus began: My Florentine State,which neutr knew 
the way of good fortune to bring in among her Noble Fa- 
miltes,that Peace, Vnion, and mutuall Jouc, which makes the 
libercy of a Common-wealth cuerlaſtingly durable, in che 
end fell into che infirmitie of ſervi-ude, purs me now ina 
great amazement,and I thinke it may ſurpatleall other mar- 
wells in this State, when [ conlider wich deliberation, char a 
Nobleman of Yenice, alchough moſt gricuoully offended 
forthe life of his ſonnes,and for his owne proper perlon, cn- 
torced more with a feruent charity towards the treedome of 
his Countrey, then terrified with the ſeucrity of Magiſtrates, 

had 
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had learned chat difticulc le(ſon of reſolution, to forgiue ar 
theinftant the wrong which he had recciued at his Aduer- 
faries hands,and thatwith a free heart. A reſolution worthy 
of remembrance, and by ſo much the more wonderfull by 
how much it is cleerely obſcrucd, that a Nobleman of Yenice 
referresthe reuenge of all recciued iniuries into the Senates 
hand with all willingneſle of mind, the which ſenſuall and 
brutiſh men,yea & many of the wiſer ſort withourthe length 
time and much ſtrugling of nature cannot yceld vnto God, 


ro whom vengeance belongeth, and from whom wee muſt | 


all acknowledgeourliues,lining,and liberty ro proceed, This 
Varchi ſpake,when Lodouico Dulce began the deliuery of his 
Opinion,char if that were true, which all confetled, thartthe 
rareſt and moſt prized greatneſle that might be conſidered 
in a Prince, was to diſarme with facilitie and withoutdanger 
one of his war-like Generals, and to recciue of him exa& and 
conformable obedience,for all that that this Generall did a- 
forchand know,and long before his returne, how his Prince 
grew in ſuſpition of his loyalty, orin diſlike of his ſeruice: 
Then this cuſtome vſual in che ſtate of Venice, deſerued more 
ro be wondred at then any other, to be able co difarme with 
great eaſe, their Generals and Admirals at Sea. Yea, and at 
ſuch time when they vnderftood how the Senate was car- 
neſtly bent co puniſh them ar theirrecurne, notwichſtanding 
that they found themſclues very ſtrong, beloued ofGheir 
 ſouldiers,and powerfull enough to offend theSrtace, or to de- 
fend themſelucs from ſhame,ic alwayes fell our, that atloone 
as euer they were ſent for, they readily and preſently obeyed, 
voluntarily they reſigned ouer their charge, aad publike 
command,and withall ſpeed haſtned to Yenice, to be ſenten- 
ced by their friends and Citizens, though with Capitall pu- 
niſhmenc, which they willingly endured, rather then to ha. 
zard the lotle of their Countrey by vnnaturall innouations, 
and ciuill warres, So deare vnto them 1s the care of the 
Common ſafctie. | 

The moſt excellent Venetian Lady, who without anſwe- 


ring any thing to the Ferro aboue-named had attenriuely: 
heard 
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heard all theſe commendable Orders and admirable Prero- 
gatiues ſaid ro Dulce, that the marter which heirelated, was 
indecd of great conſequence,yetnotſorare, bur that the Or- 
 19979an Emperours likewiſe participated of the like benefir. 
Howbeit neuerthelcte, there was one {ingular Prerogatiue, 
which ſhe moſt exactly polleiled, and wherein ſhe excelled 
all other Principalities, as well of the ancient, as preſenc 
times, whereto ſhe acknowledged and aſcribed all her Great- 
netle,the which asyet ſhe did not heare any of chem as much 
as touch, 

Then ſpake Hieronymus Amici that while he read 
the Phylicke LeQure at the Vniuerlitic of Padna, hee knew 
ſome of the Pleberan and common ſort at Yenrce, that went 
in their G#»do/oes to diſportthemſclues vpon the water with 
fone young Comrtea.ans, according to their common Cit» 
ttome, and chere being mightily miſuted by certaine. young 
Noeble-men, whom they caſually met, i: chanced char thee 
Plebeiaus flew oneof them 1n the atfray, For which oftcuce 
vpon complaint made by the parties triends, the Plebeians 
were ſent for by the Iadgesr, who although they knewthe 

ower of the Law to be in the hands of the No/4/t: ec, whom 
they had offended, neuer fled, bur trufting in the vpright- 
nelle and integrity of the Senateand Magittrares,they doub- 
red not to appeare before them and to yeeld themſelues pri- 
| fon@rs, Neither did theirhopes faile them, for vpon conli- 
deration of the cauſe given in euidence for their defence, 
how they were prouoked firſt by thoſe young Noble-men, 
they were enlarged and pronounced innocent to the honour 
of the /-n«tians vncorrupted luſtice : ſo thar neither power- 
full parentage, greatnelle of friends,norabundance of wealch 
can blinde and diuert the Iudges of Venice ro wrovg any 
Nan. 

_  Laſtof all, theſe vertuous States-men oaks the moit lear- 
ned Hermolam Barbariu,thatin a free Stare Tyranny begins 
then co viurpe and worke, when che moſt werghtie ſecrets 
concerning the general] good of the Common-wealth, are 
communicared to a few Senators. And for this cauſe the 
moſt

molt Soyerdigne Lady of Venice, to anoid ſhipwracke on that 
dangerous reckie ihelte, imparted her Secrets, and delibera- 
reed che defignes and pragmatickes of greateſt import, where- 
in her ſtate was interclled ix her higheſt Court of Magiſtracy 
or Parliament of the Pregads, anumber c6liſting of two hun- 
dred and fiftie Senators and vpwards;z andco him it appea- 
redro be a miraculons thing, how the Yexetian Statecould 
finde among ſo great a number of Senators chat Secrecie, 
which many great Potencates forall cheirexquifitediligence 
and large entertainmentof gifts and rewards, had bootlelle 


ſought in one only Scertarie,orin 2a couple of Counſclors of 


$rate. 0 | 
At theſe words, the moſt excellent Venetian Lady laid her 
hand on the ſhoulders of Barbara, and pronounced chis 
verdi :; Now thou haſt hic the natle on che head,and named 
char meſtpretiouslewell, 'wherein I moſt glory, and prize 
my ſelfcaboue all other Scaces,and for which indeed I ought 
eo-beiultly eaulated and enuiedac, ſeeing that norhing elſe 
ap percaines-for the eruegouernmenc and managing of State- 
buſinefſe, more necellary chan Secracics | FLY...

rriculation, his Mueſtie charged che Cachedrall Doors to

lar puniſbment of Adulery;z ſo-that women .could not reſt 
contenecd to ſee men:jn ſuch wiſe free, tharthe puniſhment 
of ſhame, which alone was wont to terrific honourable per- 
ſons, didnowleſicierncto reftrainechem from committing 
againſt their wines theſe beaftly and libidinous defaults, In 
which diflolure courſes they ſaid, that they procceded fo far, 
that many Husbands were not onely not aſhamcd to keepe 
openly Concubines in their houſes, but had oftentimes 
preſumed to make them parrakers of rhe ſacred bed of Ma- 
trimonie. Theſe abuſes came topalle, by reaſon that the 
L awes had not prouidedthe like puniſhment againſt the of- 
tending Husbands, as were thundred out and praQtifed 
Dd 2 againſt 
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againſt adulterous Wiues, And charin this caſe, the Lawes 
ſhewed roo much fauour vnto maricd men, in allowing 
chem to revenge the inzurie with thew owne hands at the 
time when they hapned to cake their wives in the adulterous 
at, By which-notorious aggrucuances the Sexe of women 
being fo much wronged, were now forced to repaire ynto 
_ the eleaxe founcaine of true Juſtice, tothe end that by publi- 
fhing equall punifhment in the cqualicie of che ſelf-ſame 
fault, there might be fome competent remedy miniſtred for 
their opprefſions. And that if this did not ſtand with Apol- 
[ves good will and pleaſure, there might beat leaftwiſe the 
like liberty granted ynto them in chis particular of Adultery 
to keepe amorous ſeruants, or to marry againe,as many men 
aduentured todoe. Aﬀer whick liberty grancedthem,rthey 
would not perhaps make vſcchereof,- bur only #*# terrexem 
1an:479, vnder colour of law to be enablcd to bridle cheir 
Ioofe and luftfull Husbands.. _ 
Vntothisdemandof the Lady Fiftoria, Apollo anſwered, 
that the Ly of Fideliti: beewixt the Husband and che Wife 
oughr ro be mdeed equall,' and char che defect and breach 
chereof ought robe putiiſhed nolc[cin the one, than in the 
other ; bur that in the Wife a: more exqui'ire and perfcR 
chaſtitie was required' for: the great and weighty reſpeR ro 
know the certainty of cheir children, to which end.

But 
to (it all day long cloſely among Ladies, as Sardanapalus ve 
ſed ro doe, thinking to make men belecue, that you exerciſe 
Spirituall doings, they arc ſuch hypocrifies, as will moue 
the verteſt idiot to laugh at you,and will makechem:to bur{t 
wich rage, that know, how theſe which goc often to the mill 
become whiced with meale, And a man of your wifdome 
ought to vnderſtand, that at ſuch time as a woman conceiues 
of ewoinfants, which wecall Twinnes, if both bemale,they 
are encloſed within onemembrane,the which likew:ſe comes 
to palle, if buth bee female, Bur if it happens, that one bee 


male, and cheother ſemale, moſt prouident nature preſerues 


the femalecin a perticular membrane, Teuered from the male, 
Seeing that Nature _ good not to thruſt a little bra- 
ther and alittle ſiſter of thar tender age to dwell rogether in 
one place, ſheteacheth all men, and eſpecially men of your 
faſhion toliue more warily and ſecurely; and in theſe doings, 
O Thraſeas, whoſocuer truſteth his owne power, I hold him

And for that theſe diſorders, in regard of our reputation 
andyours, had need to be corrected, { doeſtraitly command 
you, that from henceforth you leaue off ſuch dangerous pra- 
Aiſes, Theworld is not ſo ſottiſhly ſimple, as you more {im- 
ly concetue it, burthat they &oe well vnderftand, how the

Lawyers perſecuted him, and made him pay abouec three 
ſcore ſcucral fees by their cunning trickes of Law, he hath ſ1- | 
thence liued yery much troubled in minde, and ſo much the 
more, for that he-could not worke his reuenge ypon them 
without incurring farre greater troubles, then his Enemies 
had plunged him in, And onthe other {ide, he found that 
he was not endowed with that generousreſolution of forget- 


ting and forgiuing them, For which cauſe, and now by 
ree 


A Learned Gentleman of Rowe, which ſome few dayes 
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freed from this helliſh corment, wherein he perpetually lived, © 


he repaircd to his Maicſtie, yhom moſt humbly he intreated 

to beftow vpon him ſome preſent remediec to heale his mind, 

Which was galled wich che paſſions of hatred and reucnge, 
Apollodid much pitie thisGentlemans caſe, and comman- 


ecd thatone ſhould giue him a large cup-full of the water of 


Lethe, preparedin ſuch manner, that 1t might cauſe him to 
forget odious wras, not to takeaway the remembrance 
of benefits receiued, The Gentleman with great greedineſle 
drunke vp the water, the which to all mens wonder was 
foundtohaue only che vertue to blot and cancell out of his 
minde thoſe iniuries, which he had receiued of his inferiours 
in condition ; and that the injuries which were done ynto 
him, by greater pcrſens than himſelfe,had inflamed and ex- 
aſperated his minde rather with an euerlafting memory of 
chem, than any way cauſed him to.forget them. Whereat 
many began to murmur, that the famous water of Lethe 
had loſt that pretious vertue, which the Poets had blazed 
of it, But his Maicſtic gaue them to vnderſtand, thatthe 
water of Lethe had euermore the ſame vertue, which ic 
had in the beginning. Aud in that it did not worke the 
expcaed effect in that Gentleman ; the reaſon was , be- 
cauſe perſons nobly deicended, and of great ſpirits,had ever 
this cuſtome proper vnto their natures, ro writein the ſand 
theſe injuries, which they recciued of baſe people; butin ſo. 
lid marble with eternall charafters thoſe aboue-handed 
blowes, which were giuen them by their cqualls, or ſuperi- 
ours; it being the properticof a noble mind to remit wrongs 
by magnaninutic, but not to pardon them of neceſlitie,

A Bout the cight of the Current Apalcixes his famous 
A Alle accompanicd with Plawtws his Alle, appeare be- 
tore Apoloes Mucſtic, whoin the name of all the fort 
of Mules, Alles, and Pack-horſes, ſaid, that if any kinde of 
beaſts ſubie ro mankind, which wereof {mall expence and 
of much profit, had deſerued better viage than others ; they 
had moſt reaſon aboue all other beaſts, to grieuc attheir Ma- 
ſers rough and rigorous dealings. And although chey barc 
the whole burthen of their Lords houſes, and maintained 
them both day and night by cheir perpetuall labours, and 
were content tofeedordinarily on ſedge, ſtraw, and water, 
and to keepe their Shrouctide with branne, and ſuch poore 
prouender ; all this notwithſtanding they were ingratctully, 
= cruelly, and with great indiſcretion entreated by their Ma- 
ſters, and being the moſt vnhappie of all creatures,they were 
now become the miſerable ſpetacleof all drudgery, For as 
much 23 they could not by their proftrare and humble ſer- 
uices mollifiethe paſſionate minds of their Lords, they peri- 
tioned his Maicſtic in moſt lowly manner to commiſerate 
their Afinine miſcrics, if not to concludcand end them, yer 
| at 
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ac leaſt co order the matter ſo, that by his Maieſties command 
cheir Patrons would thenceforth vie them,thoughnor grate- 
full reſpects for their great ſeruices, yet wich moderation of 
paſſion, and with more hmanitie. 

Vato theſe Apolio anſwered, that the ſcuerity, which Ma- 
ſers vied towards their pack-horſes, whereof they ſo bitterly 
complained, proceeded not outof their Maſters naturall cru- 
eltic, ſince that ic is plaine, thatno man yet hated the vrtilitic 
and benefit of has __ but rather from their monſtrous 
ſloth, and tupendious ſtupiditicof the pack-Horſes,through 
which mot brutiſh defaulcs,their Maſters were enforced furi- 
ouſly with whips and goads to pricke them on to doe that la- 
bour, which otherwiſe for want of quicknelle they had nor 

ſpirit enough of themſclues to performe, And whoſo- 
cuer would exattly iudge and determine of any mans 
cruell and rigorous dealings, he had need not on- 
ly to hauc regard vnto the gerizs and nature 
of him that exerciſeth and vſeth thiscor- 
. reion, as yo the qualitic and man- 
.ners of him, that complaincs he h 
is hardly dea

T---- che Emperor, chat great Compoſer ofthe Codes 


and Pandefs,ſome few daycs lince brought a new Law 

vnco Apolls,to haue the ſame approoucd of his Majeſtie, 

whereby it was ſtraightly forbid en,that any man ſhould 
waxe ſo cruell againſt his owne perſon,as to be the Authour 
of his owne death. .e Fpello ſeeing this Law, had itin ſo great 
horrour,that with a ſigh,which proceeded from the botrome 
of his hcarr,he brake forth into theſe ſpeeches: Is thegood 
gouernment of Mankinde precipated into ſuch diſorder, 
O [uſttnian, that they will now a dayes voluntarily attempt 
their ownedeathes, becauſe they will nothiue any longer,as 
they ought ? And wheras I haue hitherto hired agreat num- 
ber of che wiſelt morall Philoſophers, to the _ that with 
their cognes and writings they ſhould Miniſter vader mee 
grauc and ciwll conceits vnto others , which might make 
Death ſeemed leflererrible, are things now reduced to that 
great calamity , that men wil no longer liue,nor yer learnto 
accommogacte thelclues to die well? And dol carclefly ſleep, 
while theſe diſorders abound among my learned Fraternis 
tie ? To theſe words of Apollo, Inſtinian anſwered, that this 
Law was very neccllary,and that many notorious effefts ha- 
uing happened by theſe deſperate courſes, more inconueni- 
, ences would yer enſue, it his Majeſtic did not in time pro- 
uideſomecenucnicut remedy to {alue the wiltull diſorders 


of 
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of theſe Franticke fellowes, Whereupon Apollo tooke dili- 


ent Information of that manner of life, which the world 
cad, and found thar it became extraordinarily depraued 
with euill cuſtomes, the which to reforme hee reſolued ro 
_ createa Congregation of ſome notable Perſonages,the moſt 
prudent and ingenuous Polititians of his Empire, But in 
che very beginning of this ſerious ralke he mer- with invin- 
cible difficulries, forbeing come to the point, to appoint a 
number of ſubic&s among his Morall Philoſophers, and 
choſe innumerable Vertuous Spirits which attended! his 
Court, he could not I;ght on any to his abſolute liking,fuc- 
ciently enabled for ſo grear a bufineſle, by reaſon that his 
Maicſtic knew,that theſanRitic of life, and the good exam- 
pleof the Reformer wrought a ry force and power in 
chem, web were to be reformed,then the beſt Rules, which che 
wiſeſt State could enat andpubliſh. In this penurious exi= 
gent, Apollo referred the charge of the Worlds vniucrſall re- 
tormation co the ſcucn wiſe men of Greece,men that areheld 
and reputed to bs 1n the chiefeſt credit at Parnaſſies, was 
thoſe which in al} mens conceic haue learnt the receit and 


way to make ſtrajghe the Dogs leg, which with ſo much 


paines ( yet alwayes in vaine) Antiquity hunred after, The 
rumour of theſe newes being come to the Grecians eares, it 
rcioyced thom exceedingly tor the honour, which his Maie- 
ſtie vouchſafed vnro their Nation 3as on the other fide, it 
munch troubled che Latines,it ſeeming vnto them, thatchey 
hercin had {ingular great wrong offered vnto themto be cx 
cluded. Apol/o perceiuing,that this emulation might much 


hinder the generall Reformation, to take away all impedi- 


ments,and co yeeld ſome ſatisfaQtion to the diſcontented Ro- 
mans, to thoſe Grecian Sages he adioyned Miri Cato and 
Annes Seneca,and 1n fauour of the Iralian Philoſophers, hee 
conſtiruted [acobus HMazuon Secretary of the Congregation, 
whom he graced with a con{uſtive voyce; 

Vpon the nintcenth day ofthe aforeſaid moncth, alitheſe 
famons Sages and new Reformers brauely accompanied 


with a great Troupe of the Noblett Vertuous of this State 
| WCRt 
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went into the Delphich, Palace, the place appointed for this 
| buſineile of Reformation, and co the Learned ic was a plea- 
fing (light to behold the great number of Pedantes, which 
with table-books in their hands went quoting and laying 
downe the Sentences and Apothegmes, which theſe conti- 
nually ler ſlip out of their harmonious mouths, 
As ſoone as theſe learned and wiſe Lords were reunited 
to declare their remedies, the fame is, that Thales the Mi- 

leſan, the firſt of the ſeuen Sages, began inthis manner : 
Hoſt prudent Philoſophers ; The bulinelle for which we 
arenow here afſembled together, is che greateſt, which che 
wit of man can treat of; and alchough no other caterpriſe 
may be found fo hard, as to-heale an inueterate Neapolitane 
bone-ache, an infiftulated Gargrene, an incurable Caxker, yer 
notwithſtanding, the inſuperable difiiculties, which weare 
out other mens braines, _ co animate men of our ranke 
cooucrcomethem , ſceing that the ſuppoſed impoſhbilicie 
of the Cure will augment our glory, and will maintaine vs 
ill in that ſublime and high degreeof reputation, wherein 
we are eleuated ; and now Ifirmly atſure my ſelfe, that I 
haue found out the true Antidote for the calie expulſe of 
theſe venemous and banefull corruprions. I am confident, 
that there 1s not any of ys, but allures himſelfe,chat no other 
diſcaſe hath infeed the healchfull life of this preſent Age, 
than the hidden hatred , difhimulacion, equiuocation, and 
ereachery of men-coutered ouer with the faire mantle of Re. 
ligion, of Loue, Simplicicic, and Charity z che which, wy 
ood Lords, being correfted with Cauteries, Razours, and 
with Corroſijue Plaifters fic for this cancred wound, ſuch as 
I ſhall nowdiſcouer, all men liying,which at this cime are by 
theſe vices brought cuen to Deaths doore, all other Phy/ts- 
as hauing left chem withour hope of recouery , ſhall ſud- 
denly become reſtored to their formerhealth, and ſhall re- 
ſume that (tncericie, that verity of ſpeech, and that holincſle 
of lite, which in ancient times hath beene eſteemed truc- 
hearted candour, genuine {implicicie, and plaine dealing. 
The truercmedic then js of neceſficic co reduce men into an 
EARS 
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ingenuous kinde of liuing, and to embrace that ſimpliciti® 


of the heart, which they can never doe, before Princes haut 
with cheir high authoritie chaſed our of cheir Kingdomes 


irreligions hypocrites ofa different Religion, as Woltes of 


Srace, and alſo tocuc off wrangling ſuits ar Law z nor rheſe 
can they cuer bring co paſle withour diminiſhing the num- 
ber of Lawyers, and ncedlc{le Courts of luſtice, which 


bearten cuen ſheepe to turne vpon their keepers. Theſe, 


cheſe abuſes, moſt vert#9u5 Lords, being ſo reftrained, then 
lies, falſhoods, double dealing,and hypocrilies, will deparr, 
as the chictc nouriſhment of the [ferral? Spirit out of the 
polleſi:d foules homeward to their Maſter the Denil, 

In ſuch wiſe did this opinion of Tha/es worke within the 
reſt of the Sages hearts, that he was ready to goe away with 
all cheir ſuffrages and voices, when Mazzon the Secretary 

commanded him to rehearſe the ſame vnto eApo/o, who ape 
 Proued ſo well of Thales his remedy, that he commanded 
our of hand a Chirurgion to make a little window in the 


heart of man. But iu the ſame hourc, when the Chirurgion | 


had prepared his inftrumencs to open the breaſt of man for 
that purpoſe, Homer, Virgil, Plato, Ariffotle, Auerroes, and 
ſome otherlearned men repaired to Apo/lo,and {ignified vn- 
to his Maicflic, that the chicteſt inftrument, which with 
great facilicie gouerned the world , was the reputation of 
thoſe which commanded it, and thar a iewel of that worth 
ought neuer co be expoſed vnto any perill by wiſe Princes, 
They laid before his Maieſtics conſideration the credit of 4 
holy life, the opinion of the bounty of cuſtomes, wherein 
the excellent Philoſophical Senate, and the Hononrable Col- 
ledge of the Uertuors were had in great reyerence among 
all the learned Subie&ts of 4po/lves Empire. And it his Maic- 
ſtie would ſuddenly cauſe all mens hearts to be opened, the 
greateft and beſt ſortof his Vertuous Followers could ner 
but ſuffer infinite ſhame & infamie,whonow were in chiefe 
credit about his ſacred Perſon, when they ſhould ſee cuen 


boyes to take notice of their fooliſhnelle, as who1s wiſe at 


all fcafons? Yea and his Maicſtie himſelte would grow 
nn.

into hatred with his moſt principal] Favourites, when hee 
faw they were not ſuch notable perſons of an vnſpotted lite 
as he reputed them to be. And by theſe meanes he ſhould 
loſe the moſt part of his Dependants,to the veter depopula- 
ring of f2mous Parnaſſus, And for this cauſe, betore his 
Maeſtic would atrempr this important enterpriſe, they 
humbly deſired in the name of all the Vertuous, to grant 
them ſome competent time ro purihe cheir mindes, andrto 
. laythem alictle a bucking. The aduiſc of theſe famous per- 
_ "ſons greatly pleaſed +-Jpolls, and by a publike Edit he pro- 
rogued the terme of making the window vnr1l eight daies 
were expired , 1m which time the Vertuous in ſuch manner 
royled themfelucs in cleanſing their minds of all hidden 
fallacies, of councerteir triend{hip, of inbred rancour, and 
other ſtinking vices, that in the Grocers , Druggiſts, 
and Apothecarics ſhops of Parnaſſus, all the ſweet Con- 
ſerues, Cinnamon, Caſta, Syrops,Lozenges, Roſes, Violets, 
and other pretious wares were all ſpoiled with the taint, and 
che ſtench abounded fo corrupt, that all che quarters of the 
Platonick and Peripatetick Philoſophers, ſmelt worſe than 
ifthe filthieſt Iakes of the Countrey were emptied ; whereas 
. the ſtreet of che Larin and lealian Poets, ſmelr only like the 
broth of rcheated Coleworts. Now the time'for the vni- 
ucrfall bucking and purifying , that was limited, became 
almoſt ended, when the day before the opening of the win- 
dow in mens hearts, the great Hippocrates, Galen, (ornelins 
Celſ:4,and other experimented Phyſicians of this State wenc 
ro Apollo, and freely ſpake their mindsin this manner : 
 Rojall Ser, if this worke goes forward, wee muſt needs 
deface this lictle world of mankinde, moſt noblefor the mi- 
raculous workman{hip, wherewith it is wrought with cuj- 
dene perill of an important muſckle anda principall veine, 
and by that meanes kill and deſtroy the whole tabricke of 
Mans IMicrocoſme, or at leaft make it for ener lickly and cra- 
zed. And ſogreat an cuill we might praQtiſe onely by the 
. benefir of foure ignorant perſons, ſecing that not only the 
profoundeſt wits , bur likewiſe men of meane iudgemene 
1 | __ onely 
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onely with foure dates praiſe, which they may have wich 
any notable Hypocrite whatſocuer, they know how to pe- 
netrace inco the molt inward gutt. Wich Apell> this ipecch 
of the Phylitians ſo prenailed, that he reſumed his former 


dcliberation, and by Auſonins Gallus mace it knowne vnto 


che Lords Reformers,chatchey ſhould continue their Phils{*- 
pricall opinions, : 
Then So/oz thus began : The cruell hatred and poyſon- 
full enuie, which vniucrſally breed among men, and domi- 
necre*ouer them in theſe daies,are theſe, moſt prudent Lords, 
which to my thinking haue ſocontounded the world in the 
caſe, as we ſceit. The correction then conliſtech in infu- 


fing of Charitie in mens hearts, and the ſacred loue towards 


cheir Neighbours, which is one of the Precepts of God, 
We mult now imploy the whole engineof our ableſt wits to 
cake away the occalions of Hatred, which-make them fo ſa- 
uageand implacable. I haue to the vitermoit of my ynder- 
ſtanding diucd into the myſticall cauſe of this Hatred, and 
I finde 1t to proceed of the inequalitie of worldly goods by 
that helliſh vſage of Mine and Thine among our worldlings, 
the very rock of all ſcandals, Anditis manifeſt, thar mens 
mindes depraued by Ambicion,Couctouſnelle, and Tyran- 
nie,haue occaſioned this inequality and diſproportioned Di- 
uiſjon, And ſeeing that is true, which all muſt confelle, that 
chis world ;s no _ than an inheritance left by one Father 
and one Mother vnto mankind, from whom as Brothers we 
all deſcend; what Iuftice is there, but that euery one of vs 
ſhould not haue ſhare and ſhare ike throughout all che wide 
world, the one as well as the other? Bur now it falls out 
otherwiſe, that the Good and Vertuous haue the leaſt part, 
andthe wicked the greateſt part : The honeſt mana begger, 
the diſhoneſt by a prepoſterous order haue gotten their 
right, and will not communicate the ſame, no nor to their 
owne fleſh and bloud, and neereſt kinne. NowlT hauedif- 
couered vnto you the wound, itis calic to apply the medi» 
cine, The beſt aduiſe which I can giue, isto come vnto 2 
acw diuilion of the world, and to let eucry man haue his 
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ſharez and by this meanes there will be enovgh for enery 
one of vs without troubling one another ; Thuvgh Tyranis 
and Lawyers may for a time grudge atthis equalicie, yer true. 
Iuftice requires it for the pacifying of this vonaturall hurly- 
burly. And further to take away al] diſorders 1n time to 
come, let chiere bee a Law enacted to torbid all chopping 
and changing, all buying ard ſclling.co che worlds end, 

Along time this opinton of Solow was canuaſed , the 
which although it was eſteemed necetTary , but nor alcoge- 
ther good, by Bias, Periander, and Pitrocus, was reproucd 
notwithſtanding by the reſt of the Ph1i/oſophicall Loras 
whiles that the 11dgement of the wiſe Sezeca prevailed, 
who with moit liucly reaſons madeallche Zo-rde of the Con- 
gregation to vnderitand, thar if now they ſhould come to a 
new diuilion of the world againe, there would enſue a very 
great diſorder, that too great a part would fall into the ſhare 
of Glutcons, and too little among brauc Spirits , whe hold 
Sobriety, Temperance, and Reaſon, thechiefe meanes to di- 
finguiſh chem, which beare the smape of God in their ſoules 
from beſtiall Satanicall creatures ; and chat the Plague, Fa- 
wine and Warre were not, as many thought, che moſt rigo- 
rous ſcourges wherewith God in his angerafflits mankind, 
but char che ſoreſt and moſt grievous whip, wherewith he 
may torment them, is to enrich willaines, and baſe. minded 
miſers, whoſe pelte will at laft worke theruine of their dea- 
reſt and better part being their Soules, 

As ſooncas Sons opinion was refelled, Chiloy produ- 
ced his: Which of you (quoth he) mo# wiſe Philoſophers, 
knayyes not, That the infaciable thirſt of Gold and Siluer 
hath not occaſioned ſuch miſchicfes in the world, as wee 
all ſee and many of vs haue fele? What impictie , what 
wickednefſe, what vnnaturall a& is there, which men will 
not commir, and that with ll diligence, ro rake together a 
malle of money and wealth ? Conclude yee then all cou- 
r2giouſly with me, that to root thoſe vices out of the world 
wherewith this Age is corrupted,there is no-better way than 
$0 exterminate and vrterly to aboliſh che vic of thoſe peſſtife- |

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rous metrals, Gold and S:lner, thetrue provocations of all 
theſe miſeries; [rrimenta malorum, 67 
Very goodly and ſpecious in apparance ſcemed the ſen- 
tence of Chilon, but when it cameto the ſcanning and rriall, 
ic proucd not ſolid ar the ſtroke of the hammer ot liucly rea- 
ſons, Becauſe it was anſwered, that men had broughe the vſc 
of Gold and Siluer, that ic might ſtand for the meaſure and 
counterpoyſe of all bargains & commerce betwixt party and 
party. And if Gold and S1Juer were prohibited, they muſt 
of torce imploy ſome other metrall or commoditie to ſup- 
ly their neceſſities , which likewiſe would repleniſh the 
world with the ſame greedinelle of mindeas before: As 1n 
ſome part of the /ndies they vſe hels as currant as wee doe 
money, And Cl:9bals in particular with a kinde of 1r0- 
nicall (coffe ſaid; CIy Lords, we may as well baniſh our 
of the world roy, ſceing that it 15 alſo a mettall, which hath 
wrought infinite confuſion among men. Geld and Silacr 
for the vſedeſtinaredof Gedro be the balancing proportion 
of all things , whereas ro produced of Nature to make 
Plovghs, Spades , Harrowes, necellarie tools for tillage 
and gardens, as tor buildings, hath beene malicioully per- 
uertcd toſwords, poniards,and other inſtruments of war to © 
deſtroy mankind, | 
W ich this opinion of {leobulas, albeir moſt true, it was 
neuertheletſe concluded by all the Lords of the Reforma» 
tow, thar it beinga thing impoſhble ro conuert Tron from 
men without peruerting /roy, it ſhould be no prudence to 
mulciply their nuferies, and co heale che wound with more 
blowes. Vnanimoully it was refolucd and concluded, rhat 
men ſhould till reraine the mettals of Ge/d and Si/xer, bur 
£0 admonith the Reſizers to take care for the well purifying 
of chem, & not tolift them off from che fire, vntill they were 
chroughly afſured that they had cleanſed them frem that 
clammic and faſt clinging Twpentine, which theſe kinde of 
mettals haue in them, which cauſed that their Coines Kucke 
excceding taſt ro mens hands,yea ſometimes to their hands, 


whom the world reputes for honeſt men. 
LE After 
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Afﬀcer this wich extraordinary grauity Pitt acres began 
thus: The world, moitlearned Philolophers, is fallen ito 


deplorable miſeries, becauſe this moderne generation of 


mankind haue relinquithed the beaten way of Vertue, and 
haue choſe to walke through thoſe crooked by-paths of 
Vice, whereby they (teale away thoſe Rewards due onely to 
che Verruous, Things are now reduced, Lords,to this palle, 


 tharnoman. enters into the houſe of Dignicies,ot Honors, & 


of Rewardsas in old ctime,through the Gare of Merit, true de- 
{ert,and by vertuous paines, but by the windowes they claim- 
mer, like vnto filching thecues, which climbe to peare-trees 
wich their back-(1des turned ro the true owners, Yea, and 
wehauc known ſome, with the torce of fauours and Violence 
of Bribes haue nor beene aſhamed toenterthrough the tops 
ot Chimneyes,and by caſting downetrhe tiles, haue through 
the very roofe come into the houfe of Honour. To amend 
this : corrupred come of behauiour, the bett way in my 
iudgement is to decree vpon paine of Death, chat no man 


 hereafcer be ſo hardy,as co ger into any well-deſcruing place, 


 whetherit be of Honor or Gaine, but by the Royall high- 


way of Deſert ;zand to ſhut vp all other darke and damnable 
wayes,onely fic tor Scritchowles, and Sauage Beaſts, This is | 
a great diſhcartning of our Learned rancke, Wherehence ma- 
ny of our beſt vnderftanding Spirits doe verily belecuc, that 


_ thoſe Hypocrites haue ioyned vnto their Craft the Spels of 


the Magicke Art,and thereby,like Zoroaſtres, they bewitch, 
enchant,an taint the myndes of ſome Princes, yea and thoſc 
of the wiſer ſort. 

Allche Reforming Lords admired this ſpeech of Pittacws, 
and were about to conclude with him, if Periander had not 
thus oppoſed : The diſorder ſpecified by Pirracu,moſt pru- 


dent Lords,is very true z but for what cauſe a iudicious and 


wiſe Prince refuſeth to preferre vertuous and learned men ſo 


plealing roGod,ſo honourable and profitable for his State : 


_ and wherefore in their ſtead hee ſerues himſelfe, being the 


lite and founraine of all goodnefle, or at leaſt ſeeming lo to 
be, with debauched,vaworthy,and baſc-minded wretches,

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is a point of great import and to be conlideredof vs. 1 know 
the common opinion is, that the Prince chuſeth men which 
arelike ro humour and ſooth him vp in his affetions before 
che beſt deſeruing Creature, And] acknowledge that it 1s a 
Rule of State,for a wiſc Prince to aduance no man to any de- 
ree but cither for his wiſedome or valour, This foundas» 
mentall Rule of State 1s well knowne vnto him, yet expert- 
ence ſheweth,that few Princes praftiſe ir, and mocke?t ſuch 
as ſhall cell chem that they doe the contrary by a carcleile re- 
ſpect co the honour of their place. But che truchis, they pro» 
mote ignorant perſons,new fellowes,and of ſmall deſert be. 
fore learned and vertuous men , not by any default of their 
{ide,bur by errors ( I am forry to ſpeake it) of the learned 
| and vertuous themſelues. I contetie wich you, that Princes 
haue need of ſuch,and of braue minded Commanders for the 
warres, Butnone of you will deny, but they ſtand in more 
need of loyall and taithfullMinifters of State, who with the 
pitr of Secreciemay ſtead chem as much asall cheir Treaſure, 
Andnow it1s5more than apparant,thar it honourable perſo. 
nages and valiant Souldiors had bin as true & Secretto their 
Countrey,as they ought, we ſhould not behold the infinite 
diſorders, which we {ee and obſcrue to: our great:griefe in 
this prefent age,euven Pigmeyes 1n foure dayes to = V 
as tall as Giants,and all cheſe vaworthy ſpeQacles to happen 
for want of Fidelity,and firme regard co theintereſt of State. 
So corrupted is the mind of many men,that forgetting their 
owne worths and valorous magnamities,. they wili- bee 
cempred with gold and ambition, yea and after ſufficient 
promotion by theirnatiue Prince ſome haue turned ſo'yn- 
thanktull,as to become mercenary flaues to another Prince, 
Which diſaſters Princes diſtrufting, they arefaine to confer 
Honour and Offices vnto vaworthy perſons, who might 
{erue them with their Secrecie and Fidelity,and prouc more 
thanketull for their fauours, 7 
Asfooneas Periander had ended his Opinion, Bias ſpake 
inchis wiſe: There is not any among: vs: hore, butknowes, 
moſt wiſe Lords,that the world:is become ſo much oe 
ued, 
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ued, becauſe Mankind 1s departed from thoſe ſacred Lawes 
ot a contented ftare,the which God from che beginning al- 
lotred vnro cuery Nation, hauing aſſigned ſcuerall ftations, 
oat of which they oughtnot to breake our, The Britainzr, 
dimziſos orbe Britanxos,he hath placed in 4/5129, as in anochec 
world by themſclues, the Gothes in France, the Spaniard: tn 
Spaine;the Dutch in Germary,the [{talianrin Italy, and ſo Le 
ther Nations 1n other habitations, And becauſe eucry one 
of them ſhould not creſpatle,or like a Deluge breake out vp- 
on their bordering Neighbours. Hisforeſceing Matcſtte tra- 
med the fearctull Ocean co compalle about Great Britatre, 
che Pyreneain AMonntaines, as a wall berwixt France and 
Spaine,and the Alpes berweene the Germanes and Traly, as 
ſome part of them deuidesthis from France alſo, The like 
wary diaifion the Diuine Maieſtie hath ſer berwixt Europe & 
Africke , as the Mediterrancan Seas. The which hee did of 
purpolſe,that none ſhould encroch vpon the other, and nor 
mingle one with anotherslanguage,as heretofore tell our ar 
Babel, nor ſabie& the other to torraigne Lawes and Cu- 
ſtomes, whereby cach one living at home with their ncereft 
kinne might agree the betrer together without 1nnouations 
or Tyrannics,and nor hike Dcones, incrude into other mens 
lies to purloynethe ſweer, which ochers wrought, Now for 
as much as the world is infefted with the company and cu- 
ftomes of itrange Nations, ler cuery Nation be ordered co re- 
eurne into his properlimication ; and for feare of the like ſo- 
daine and violent intruſions in time to come, letir be alſo 
enaQed,that no ſhips beſuffered to palle for che ſpace of m4- 
ny yeares to come,norany to be builr,and if any Bridges lic 
berwixc ſeuerall Principalicies,to funder chem the betrer,that 
theſe Bridges be pulled downe. If chis courſe be taken, peo- 
ple ſhall live more peaccably in their owne natiueſoile. With 
wonderfull great attention this Declaration of Bias was 
heard,the which norwithſtanding ic was ſubrilly examined 
by che profound wits of the Congregation,at thelaſt ſeemed 
not expedieatto be putin ora Rie;be reaſon that theyknew 
chat che hatred, chough exceſliue, which reigned __y

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divers Nations, arc noc naturall, as ſome very ſimply haue 
coniefured, bur occa{toned either by the arnific1all {leights 
of (ome Princes,or atleaſt by the cunning tricks ot ſame of 
their principall Minifters :o- buſie cheir Princes and States 
braines,while they enriched their Cofers with part of the 
Treaſures, which were to be laid out for the warres,or caſual- 
ly broughr into the Kingdomefrom the warres,as prizes and 
booties, Belides,{ome Princes are $kilfull maſters co putin 
execution that old'Maxime of policie; Divide & [mpera ; 

As for Bias his coun{cll to forbid 
N wa Har 0 6 knowes not but among all Nations vnited 
together char harmoenicall perteRion is pick out tor politi- 
call Goucrnment, which cannor be found in any one particu- 
lar Scates,andchis is gotten by peregrination into forreine 
countries,ſ@ char an expert Traveller recurnes heme like the 
grand Y/yſzs,hauing betrered his vaderftanding facultic by 

noting the diucrſirics of Spirits, manners, Lawes and Cu- 
ſomes. To this may be added the other exceeding great be- 
nefits,as ariſe by Nauigation,as the eftabliſhiag of Plantati- 
ons, where cheir owne countrey ouerſwarmes wich mulei- 
cudes of people,the cranſporcation of Commoditics,and the 
ciwlizing of Sauage Nations. They obſerue the wondertull

Potencates, which intrude vpon their Neighbours ftares, 
haue bred jn continuance of time icalouſies, warres, and as 
it were an heredirary heart-burning of one Nation againſt 
rhe ocher, The medicine therefore is, that Princes repent 
them, and content themſelues with a moderate fortune, lea- 
uing their neighbours art reſt, and not vnder ſome imagi- 
narie pretenccs challenge a Cacholicke Supremacie ouer 
their brethren, | 

Here Periangder ended his diſcourſe, whom Solon thus op- 
poſed : The true cauſes of the preſenc cuills, O Periander, 
were not omitted by vs of ignorance, as you perhaps ſup-_ 
= but of a wary circumſpeftion. The world from the 

eginning hath bin corrupred,and flill continues. Yeritis a 
point of Prudence to minke at ſome diſorders, rather than 
with danger to ſeeke to remoue them. All men living haue 
ſome faults. And many difſhonourable a&s which Princes 
 Perperrate, we muſt not meddle wich, left we aggrauate and 
makethem incurable, whom Time may corre&. Therefore 
lera wiſe man either ſpeake charitably of their ſpots,or hold = 
his peace. For we ſhall finde worke enongh to reforme the 
hatred of che common ſort; by whom they proceed wee 
muſt nor ſcan, bur referre the prime workers of their difor- 
ders to th: King of Kings, who ſometimes hardens Pha- 
raohs for their owne ruine, or Nebnchadnezzars for ſcour- 
gesto punifh his rebellious ſeruants, 

With theſe words,applanded of the Congregation, Solow 
made end of his ria 4 After whom Cats began in this 
manner: Exceeding well haue yee parlicd, O granc and fa- 
2945 Grecians, in ſhewing the meanes co ſupplant and ſup- 
preſſe Hatred and other humane vices, Bur as I conceiue, 
they arethoſe,which Ianguith of an incurable Prifick , which 
| ſpit vp their lungs, and do caft off cheir haire, Inmen here 
_ rsno helJpe; cherefore the beſt aduice which I can giue, 39 

; to 
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to deſire a finall confummarion of the world, and for vs to 
| loynein prayer ro the Dinine Aaicſtie, ro open the Cata- 
rats and windowes of Heauen to drowne the whole Earth 
apaine, yet with —— to preſerne in new Arks all thoſe 


male children, which haue nor paſt rwelue yeares of age, 
andtliar of all rhe Feminive Sexe, of whar age ſocuer, there 
may remaine no other thing behind chem, ſaue their ynlucky 


memoric. And I beſeech the Diaine Maiveſtie, that cuen as 


he hath allotted vnro Beer, Fi/, and to other infinite crea- 
tures, thar prized andfingular benefit to breed without che 
helpcof the Female kinde, that che like grace he will graune 
vnto men. For, my Lords, I am aflured, that while women 
live mrhe world, chat we will prouc bur 4 Swiniſs heard 
of wngrations brood, 
Ft rs not poſſi ble to beleene, how muchthe C ongregation 
did ftomackethis diſconrſe of Caro, who bad chis conceit of 
che new Deluge in ſuch horrour, th all the reſt of the Ho- 
nourable Philoſophers fell profirate ypon the ground with 
their hands lift yp towards Heauen , and deuoutly deſired 
God to preſcrue the ptetious Sexe of Women, and to defend 
Aankind from any frich inundations, , which none would 
wiſh bur franrick braines,or Chymerizing Hetereclitesz and 
alſo to protet chem from fraudulent Make-bates, who vn- 
der colour of the Lawes with theit mercenarie tongues pur 
even the beſt natur'd by rhe cares ; and that if men would 
not beruled to follow more wholſome counſell, hee would 
bear them with his ſcourges of Famine, Warre, and Peſti- 
lence, vnrill chey were made to know themſeJues,.and their 
Cuties to their Neighbours 3 Andif ic pleated not his Ma- 


ieſtie to be ſo ſeuere and rigorons, yetthar he would vouch-. 


ſafe of his Soveraigne Bounty to grant this one requeſt, 
Not to enrich willatnet. : 

This vnhappy euent had the opinion of Cars, when Se- 
ca thus began his Diſcourſe : The Reformarions of theſe 
moderne abuſes, as I conceiue, ought nor to be handled roo 
bicrerly, before chey be firſt deale with gentle hands, and 
managed with ſome milde medicines in the beginning of

cheir Cure. For what ſhame will redound to that Phyſi- 
tian, whoſe Patient happens co die wich his Recipe ſtill 1n 
his body remaining ? To patle from one cxtrematic to an 
other, and to negle& the due meanes is raſh counſell z be- 
cauſe Man 1s not capable of ſudden and violenc mutations. 
And ſeeing that wee finde that the world in thouſands of 
yeares is now fallen into this dangerous inflrmity of calami- 
ries, he is not very wiſc, nay very tooliſh, which thinks 1n 
a few dates to reduce this corrupted body to his former 
health. A grolle and corpulent perſon,itche Phylitianthinks 
1c expcdicat to bring him low and leane, 1sco prefer negp 
a Diet of one kind of meat at his meale,and to feed cach da 
| leflethanother, that ſo by degrees he forgoe his gurmandile 
and glutronous cuſtome. And fo afickly perſon vpon his 
recourric, or a Sea-was returning trom along voyage mult 
for che firſt forrnighe ſup broths, gellies, and ſuch, weake 
nouriſhmenes , vncill crime reduce him ſtronger to feed on 
ſtronger meats to which agrees that Aphoryme of Hippo- 
crates, Cerpora, gue longs tempore extenuartar, lente refi- 
cere eportet, Belideschis, both the qualicy of che Reformers, 
and che condictoen of them which hauc need of reformation, 
are to be conſidered,” As for example, our ſclues, who at 
this preſentare appointed to reforme the Warld, if the par- 
ticsto be reformed, are Schollers, Book-ſellers, Clerks, Pen 
and Inke men, or ſuch like, we may prcuaile to cenſure and 
correct their faults, Buc if we goc our of our limits, and 
enter into other mens profcfſions and tradcs to reforme 
their enormities and knauiſh cultomes, we ſhall proue like 
that ridiculous Cobler, who going beyond his naule, preſu- 
med to ludge of colours,and to cenſurethe exquiſite piture 
of Apelles, Let vs which are Schollers meddle with matters 
onely 1n our element, Which of vs, I pray here, have euer 
dealt ameng Taylors, to wdge of their deceirs 53 among 
Vrntners , to tell of their ſophiſticating of wincs z among 
Brrchers,to ſhew their blowing Vp of fi-ſh 3 among Clergye 
en, © cenſure of Stmmony ; or amor'g L.twyers, to entra 
theman cheir equiuocations, quirks, aud quillets? yer all 
theſe 
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cheſe require reformations, and the whole Earth grones and 


cries for caſe and peace. Bur ſhall we aduenrture ro put our 
hands to hinder theſe diforders ſofar remote from our pro- 
felſions ? Shall we like fo many blind bayards, endevour 
to ſtop bortlcs ſo cracke and clefe , and by that mieanes ler 
all the wine co ſpill abouc the roome ? Then ſurely vill a 
truc Retormationtall out, and not before, when the Mariner 
is called forth to ſhew his iudgment of the Seasand Winds, 
the Souldier of marſhalling a Battell, the Shepheard of his 
fleece, and lic rhar hath becne beaten by Lawyers and bat- 
feld by rheir ivglings, can beſt demonſtrate vnto vs, how 
ro tame their Hara turics and poyſonous qualities. Tliere- 
fore lct vs call vnto vs out of cuery Crafr, Myfterie,and Pro- 
fellion, foure of the honeſteſt, moſt renounced for their inte- 
ricic of life, and confer with chem touching the meanes, 
bow ro amend what 15amitle, | 
Alchough this graue counſel! greatly pleaſed Pirtarrs and 
Chilon, yer all the reſt dereſted it as bad as Carver, ſaying, 
that he offred chem a ſcandalous affront, and an indipniue 
to Apollocs Maieſhe, to call in ſuch baſe-minded people nor 
traind vp in. Phil. ſophy to be ioyned with men of their de- 
ree, And that they were the Soules pretious facultics, 
which gaue, the well-being to a buſinetle of rhis nature, 
which tho'e wanted. Further, they concurred in this pur. 
poſe, wich mighr and maine, to preſerue the luriſdiftion of 
their Philoſophical] Conrr, whereof they proteſted to be as 
jealous as Husbands of their faireſt Wiues 3 And that they 
thought ſo wiſe a man as Sexr-ca was reputed to be, being 


the Zrchphiloſopher of the Lotmes would have yeclded ro | 


hauc twenty ounces of his bloud drawne our of the beſt 
veine of his lite, than to perſwide chem to Tofe one ounce 
of their [uri{diftion, whercon their reputation cor lifted, 
The Lords Reform vs after they had thus checkt Yenecr, 
were wondertully perplex:t, and in a manner hopeleſle of 
effecting any good, beceule 11222299, who was yettofpeake, 
they adrudged a new man,and wi:hout experience. Vet now 
thar His rurne came co ſpeake, he thus pithily ſpaxe; Not 
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232 The Nen-found Politicke. 
by any deſert of mine, weft prudent Phioſaphers, buc by his 
Maieſties meere and ſpeciall fauour am I admitted into chis 
Honourable Allembly. And 1 freely acknowledge, that ac 
this vertuous meeting ir were my part co imploy my cares, 
rather than my tongue, being fitter to learne and to be fi- 
lent. And if thac any other marter had beene co bedetermi- 
ncd ſauing this, I would not preſume to ſpeake. But becauſe 
the abies now 1n hand concernes the reformation of mo- 
derne diſorders, which now adaics raigne in the world, 1 
being a moderne man, cuen now come from the world, 
whete I left chem concinually diſputing and keeping aftic 
about reformations, am the better incouraged to lay my hel- 
ping hand, and though I ſay it, I amas good a Proficient in 
this marcer, as Enclide in the Mathematicks, The true cure 
of the bodies diſeaſe is to viſit the (icke in perſon, and ro 
conferre with him of the cauſes and other occurrences of 
his ficknelTe. Euen fo for che cure of the Worlds infirmi- 
ties, let ys call in che World himſclfe, queſtion with him, 
feele his pulſes, and looke _ the diſcaſed parts of his 
body, whereby the Cure may become che ſooner remedied, 
which now ſcems deſperateand incurable. 
In ſuch wiſedid thisaduice pleaſethe Lora of the Con- 
{pation that they ſuddenly commanded the World to 
e called vnto them, who incontinently made his repaire, 
| being drawnein a Coach by the foure Seaſons of the Yeare, 
and by them was led into the De/phick Palace. Hee was a 
man well ſtricken in yeares, yet ſecmed to be of a galliard 
and robuſtuous complexion, which berokened thac hee. 
might live many yearcs longer. Onely ic ſeemed, that he. 
had a wheezing in his pipes with ſome difficulty of breath, 
and in ſpeaking he ſhewed himſelfe to be ſomewhat hoarſe, 
and wept continually, which argued he ayled ſomewhat,and 
laboured as yec more with ſome gricnous tormenting paine 
in his braine or ſome ocher inward part of his body. The 
Philoſophers aske him, how hee had his face ſo ruddy and 
Touially appearing, which was a figne that he wasin health, 
having tre of pureradicall moyflr, full ofnaurll her 
an 
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and could not but hauca good ſtomack. And they remem- 
bred, chat about a hundred yeares fithence, they had ſcene 
him looke ycllow, as if hee had beene licke of che yellow 
Jaundiſe, yet now it ſeemed vnto them, that hee was reco« 
uered. Bur fox all that they charged him freely co open his 
grietes, that they mighc preſcribe chercafcer ſome remedies 


co helpe him, | 
Hereupon the Werld anſwered : My Lords, Preſently 


afcer I was borne, I fell into licknefſes and griefes, whereof 


1 languiſh at this inftane, My face, which you behold ſo 
ſeeming red, is done ouer with Ladics licks, flicks, and 
other painting ſtuffe of the Lewanr, My Infirmicie 1s like 
the ebbing and flowing of the Sea , with che (clf-ſame wa- 
cer in ity for all ic ſeemes co increaſe, and fall z but with chis 
incerchangeable courſe, chat when haue a good counte- 


. nance ourwardly, my gricfclics within mee, as 1 fcele my 
ſelfe atthis inſtant: And whenl looke ill omwardly, I am 


in perfe health within, Bur if you pleaſe co try in what 
caſe I am indeed without dillembling any longer my miſe- 
ries, pull off my maske and gaudy coat, and you ſhall ſee 
when I am ftarke naked, that [ am indeed bur aliuing car- 
caſe. The Philoſophers out of hand diſrobed him, and 
when the World was ſtripe naked, they ſaw, thagthe puore 
ynforeunate Creature had a ſcurfe foure fingers thicke oyer 
his fleſh, as bad as the Leproſie, or the Cabolicke diſeaſe, 


Which did cat imo his fleſh dangerouſly : Whereupon the 


wiſe Reforweys tooke ten Razours, and cuery one of them 
wich a Razour began very diligently to ſhaue and pare off 
that thicke ſcurfe in apparance, and bufied themſclues ſo 
long, vnrill they pierced co the quicke bone, but could nor 
in this huge Co/oſſis meet with one Ounce of good ſubſan- 
tiall ficſh, Which when the Reforwers perceiued, they ftood 


a while amazed, and when they had reucftcd him with his 


maske and tooliſh Robes, they licenſed him co depart. And 
then after conference among themſclues , concluding the 


Cure too deſperate and patt helpe , they abandoned the }. 
care of cheir publige thoughts, and reſolued to prouidefor 
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the ſauing of their prigace reputation valtaind. And chere- 
fore they all ioyned rogether to ſatisfie the common peoples 
expeRations , and becauſe they ſhould ſce chey were not 
idic, nor carelefle of their good, they cauſed Aſizz9, the 
Secretary to pen and publiſh the generall Reformation, 
wherein with a preamble of m3gnihcall words, they cefti- 
fied co the world, the perpecuall care which his /faieftie 
rooke for the vertuous conucrſation of his Learned Societie, 
of his 1ndefatigable paines from time to time, ſuſtained for. 
the ſafericof Mankind, and of che imfinice labour and toyle” 
of the Lords Reformers for the compiling and ſctring out 
of good Orders; and afterwards deſcending to particulars, 
they did put downe the prices of Coleworts, Pilchards, 
Pampions and Melons. And now when all the Lords were 
ready to ſubſcribe to the Proclamation, Tbales the Iileſian 
remembred them, that ſome lie Hackers, when they ſold 
Lupines, Peaſe, and Oaten meale, vicd a lictle Diſh, that is 
was a molt intolerable ſcandall not to foreſee this diſorder, 
This laſt aduice ef Thales ſeemed very expedient to the 
whole Congregation, and as molt necetlary ic was added to 
the Reformation, that theſe Diſhes ſhould be greater there- 
fore from thenee forwards, Preſently afrer they cauſed the 
Gates of the Palace to be opened, and going into the Market 
place,they commanded the Cyyer to reade the Proclamation 
_ concerning the Reformation of the world, which was done 
wich ſuch applauſe and ioy to eucry man, that all Parnaſſus 
rebounded with their clamours and ſhours, as tokens of the 
great contentments they tookefor this ferious and long cx- 
peed Reformation. Butche wiſeſt fort ſmclr our the dritt, 
and laughed in their fleeues to ſee the raſcality and fooliſh 
Idiots to delighs themſclues with bablcs, as babies with 
nuts, Men of vnderſtanding know, that vices will abound, 
as long as men liuein the world, Yitia errnt donec homines z 
2ndrhat humane Prudencedoth conſift in this, to haue wit 
ſufficient for this one difficult reſolution, to for/ake the world 
% another bath fonndit, or to line 4s not to hue.

eth and compatleth by all meancs onely to auoid the preſene: * 
perill,zad ro watch an occalion'to deceive vs another rime,- -' 
or to take vs vnprouided, For all chis, hee comes noc with+- | 
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humilitie to precurepardon from the magnanimity and ge- 
nerofitic of your moſt ſacred mind, but cafting him(ſclte ints 
the armes of your enemics with weapons in hand, and with 
threats he goes about to terrifie you,and with the greateſt in« 
dignity to force your Mateſtie to a peace no leile ignomint= 
 eus,then ill ſecured. We haue too much loft ( if it be laws 
full forme to ſpeake thetruth ) our reputation in yeelding to 
a Trucc with the States of Holand, though the ſame was ac- 
counted neceflary for our Afﬀeaires jn regard of the difficulty 
to ſuſtaine the charge of a warre fo farre remote, To which 
now let ys adioyncrhus point, that there 15 not ſo vile an ad- 
ncrſary,who dares not tomoue and conuert his thoughts at 
eucry nouelty,and already weſec the reſt of the /ta/iarvs dil- 
contented with our Greatneſle,willing toriſe againſt vs, yea, 
and tocallthe /ewes and the Twrkes in to their ſuccour, albeic 
with their owne dangers, it God and the Angcll Guardians 
of your Crowne doe not worke continuall miracles for our 
Defence, truely F cannot ſee, who ſhall deliuer vs. What 
then remaines:?

with greater facility then ſome imagine,the Duke of Sanoyes 


\ powertsnot ſtronger then ours, I am ſure, that hee is in a 


mannerweake,and fortworeaſons to be ſlighted, as well in 


knowing him to be dangeroully ſuſpeed, asalſo'in that he

 burconſumehim in a ſhort time, Nor doth their opinion 
any whicmoueimne, which ſay that he ſhall not want ſuccours 


out of France,and out of thoſe parts of /taly, which are inte= 
xc{led for their preſcruation, becauſe the French which 
ſhould aide him, are deriued from a Gouernment , whereof 


the Head isa Woman,diuided in Religion, full of emulati- 
on,and of ſundry diſagreements among themſeclues , where 


it is no hard matter ſtil] ro nouriſh and increaſe their doubts 
with their ditientions and diuerlified refolntions,ſo that the 
efte&s of them will fall out co be of ſmall ecuritic, vaine, or 

long and vncertaine. 
And thedeſlignes of the /ra/iays enuironed with our bor- 
dering States are become weakned and worne out by the 
ſodame death of the French King,in whomthey had groun- 
ded their hopes z ſo that now being afraid of our nighbou- 
ring Forces, and by the riling Fortunesof your Maieftic, 
they wil not preſume open!y to deſcend into this warre, but 
rather by obſeruing other mens proceedings, and vainely 
crufting to the benefit of the time, they will ſtand idle as 
mournfull ſpefators of the rempeſt, which beates on their 
Neighbours ficldsz vnto whom ic ſhall beijn your Maictties 
power 
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powertogiue them chat ſorme and Law , whatſocuer your 
 _. Benignity ſhall pleaſe coimpoſe, and hereafter ſhall be adui- 
ſed according tothe times, Neither ler your Maicſtie faile 
ro enterraine them with ſundry cautions and artificiall pro. 
miſes,and with proceſtationsco aftirme vato them,ctharwhar 
you take away from cheir Father, you will reftore icto che 
Sonne,grancing that co your Bloud, which now you haue 
denyed ro the Faherfor his ill deſerts, Wirth chele hope- 
full promiſes let the Prince Philebert be fed, and extraordi- 
narily made much off, In the meane rime chen ler the pro- 
uifions for the warre be ſpeedily hattcned on, aflemblin 
ſouldiers our of the State of Milan, which are notenfeebleg, 
as ſome ( 1 know not whether they doe it of zeale or inte- 
reſt ) doe expretle, co miniſter an occalion to the enemy of 
inſulring. We haue men for number and valour ſufficient 
for a greater enterprize then this, amang cheſe good tore of | 
old Souldiers exerciſed in the Warres of the Low-Cowntries's 
norare there wanting Captainesot eſtimation and cxperi- 
ence, | 
 Andifyour Treaſure ſecmes ſomewhar ſcanted, you haue 
a way to find out ſo much moncy as you pleaſe, by departing 
with diners Merchandifes, and by feeding your Crednors 
wich the parriculars of the Fleers ar their recurne from the | 
Tndies,andalſo by other extraordinary meanes. Andſecing 
that your Maieffft hath no warres ac this preſent in any 
other parts,the ordinry Revenues of your Kingdomes are 
enough to ſupply thecharge of this warre, Belidcs the ſcar 
of the warre will fall out to bein a grear part of the Enemies 
owne Territories, which will cuery day produce more for- 
tunate conditions. Onely let your Maicſticreſoluc, and de- 
rermineto paſſe (as Ceſar did) the Rebicon, and then all 
chings will ſucceed eafte, plaine, and the fruits of the viao- 
ry will alwayes overcome the ligheneſle of beliefe. Occili- 
ons 2re rare, and you had need to meet with them : For 
whoſocucr thinkes you may aſpire tro the Empire of [raty 
z#nhour vaſkeahing your fword, or adiding the _— 
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ſhewes that he hath had but ſmall doings in the world, God 
and Fortune doc fauourche Aducaturous, the vigilant, and 
valianc ; and deſpiſerhchefearctull,the fleepy, and thepuſil- 
lanjmous, Shall we for frivofous ſuſpicionsof remote dane 
gers contemne liuely and aſſured hopes? | 
I doe then conclude, Moſt inuincible King, that vnlelle 
we may have ſome Forts impawned into our hands , with- 
out the which the State of Han will ill remaine in the 
ſame pcrill, we ought not in any wiſeto embrace that other 
Treaty,which is offered by the Popes Nantis, nor to ſtay fo 
long vntill che new King of Fraxce bee growne to his ri- 
er yeares, leſt hee be then incited and prouoked by this
